Section  1.  21ie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  PhiladelpJiia  do  ordain.  That  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved March  1,  1900,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  author- 
ize the  paving  of  Elkhart,  Fifty-fifth,  Colorado,  Blavis, 
Thirteenth,  Ontario,  Belgrade,  Pleasant,  Arbor,  "D," 
Tioga,  Dover,  Moore,  Pierce,  Twenty-sixth  and  "C" 
streets,  Sedgley  and  Saybrook  avenues,"  be  altered  and 
amended  in  so  far  as  it  authorizes  the  paving  of  streets 
with  vitrified  fire  clay  bricks  or  blocks,  by  inserting  the 
words  "or  shale"  after  the  words  "fire  clay,"  so  that  it 
shall  read,  "The  following  streets  with  vitrified  fire  clay 
or  shale  bricks  or  blocks."

this  entire  paving  during  the  time  of  any  existing  guar- 
antee or  as  required  by  ordinances  of  Councils,  but  in  no 
case  for  a  period  less  than  five  years,  and  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  shall  be  empowered  to  "appoint  an  inspec- 
tor to  see  that  the  work  is  done  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  of  the  Department.

cables  and  tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  also  be 
subject  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed  regulating  refrigerating  com- 
panies, and  also  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors. 

All  materials  and  workmanship  used  in  the  construction

AN  ORDn;rA:NrcE 

Authorizing  the  Glenwood  Rapid  Transit  Street  Railway 
Company  to  lay  tracks  on  certain  streets  and  to  operate 
its  cars  by  electric  motors,  to  be  supplied  from  overhead 
wires,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  said  wires  and  the  poles 
to  support  them,  and  providing  for  the  abandonment  of 
that  portion  of  its  route  not  covered  by  this  ordinance. 

Sectiojst  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  its  charter  granted  under  "An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  of  street  railway  companies 
in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  May  14,  1889,  and  the 
amendments  tliereto,  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
Glenwood  Rapid  Transit  Street  Railway  Company  to  lay 
its  tracks,  with  the  necessary  curves,  turnouts,  switches  and 
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cross-overs  on  and  along  the  following  streets  and  roads, 
and  with  connections  with  intersecting  street  passenger 
railways : 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Thirty-third  street  and 
Montgomery  avenue,  thence  east  on  Montgomery  avenue 
to  Sedgley  avenue,  northeast  on  Sedgley  avenue  to  Dau- 
phin, east  on  Dauphin  to  Glenwood  avenue,  northeast  on 
Glenwood  avenue  to  Westmoreland,  east  on  Westmoreland 
to  Kensington  avenue,  thence  southeast  on  East  Westmore- 
land to  Richmond,  north  on  Richmond  to  Ontario,  north- 
west on  Ontario  to  Kensington  avenue,  thence  west  on 
Ontario  to  Twenty-second,  south  on  Twenty-second  to 
Westmoreland,  east  on  Westmoreland  to  Glenwood  avenue, 
northeast  on  Glenwood  avenue  to  Tioga,  east  on  Tioga  to 
Kensington  avenue,  returning  by  a  second  track  west  on 
Tioga  to  GleuAvood,  thence  southwest  on  Glenwood  to 
Dauphin,  west  on  Dauphin  to  Sedgley  avenue,  southwest 
on  Sedgley  avenue  to  Montgomery  avenue,  west  on  Mont- 
gomery avenue  to  Thirty-third  street,  the  place  of  begin- 
ning. Also,  beginning  at  Fifth  and  Wingohocking  streets, 
north  on  Fifth  to  Courtland,  west  on  Courtland  to  IsTine-- 
teenth,  south  on  I^ineteenth  to  Cayuga,  east  on  Cayuga  to 
Fifth,  north  on  Fifth  to  Wingohocking,  west  on  Wingo- 
hocking to  Germantown  avenue,  north  on  Germantown 
avenue  to  Berkley,  southwest  on  Berkley  to  Roberts  ave- 
nue, southwest  on  Roberts  avenue  to  Wissahickon  avenue, 
southeast  on  Wissahickon  avenue  to  Venango,  east  on 
Venango  to  Old  York  road,  south  on  Old  York  road  to 
Tioga,  west  on  Tioga  to  Twenty-second,  south  on  Twenty- 
second  to  Ontario,  returning  north  on  Twenty-second  to 
Tioga,  west  on  Tioga  to  Twenty-third,  north  on  Twenty- 
third  to  Wissahickon  avenue,  northwest  on  Wissahickon 
a^'enue  by  a  second  track  to  Aliens  lane,  northeast  on 
Aliens  lane  to  Greene,  southeast  on  Greene  to  Manheim, 
southwest  on  Manheim  to  Wissahickon  avenue,  southeast 
on  Wissahickon  avenue  by  a  second  track  to  Roberts  ave- 
nue, connecting  with  the  tracks  at  that  point;  with  the 
right  to  continue  the  track  on  Manheim  from  Greene  to 
Germantown  avenue  and  the  track  on  Greene  street  from 
Manheim  to  Berkley  street,  and  so  much  of  the  chartered 
route  of  this  company  as  is  not  embraced  in  this  ordinance 
is  to  be  deemed  abandoned. 
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Sect.  2.  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
further  granted  to  said  company  to  operate  its  said  line 
by  electric  motors,  and  to  construct  and  maintain  the  over- 
head trolley  system  along  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plying electricity  thereto.  The  said  railway  and  said  trol- 
ley system  to  be  so  built  and  constructed  as  not  to  interfere 
"with  the  building  or  erection  and  operation  of  any  elevated 
passenger  railway  on  any  of  the  said  streets. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall -be  issued  by  the  De- 
partment of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  con- 
structing the  railway  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the 
said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City) ,  which  agreement  shall  be 
in  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among 
other  things,  provide  that  the  said  company  shall  agree  to 
keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether 
paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues 
or  roads  traversed  by  its  line  of  railway;  that  said  com- 
pany shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and 
'conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed,  regulating  the  running  of  passen- 
ger railway  cars  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That 
m  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or 
electrical  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  sup- 
I)lies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs, 
etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  ap- 
proval and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works 
and  Public  Safety ;  and  that  the  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged 
for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  be 
five  cents  per  passenger,  either  by  day  or  night. 

Sect.  4.  That  work  upon  said  railway  shall  be  begun 
and  said  railway  be  completed  within  the  time  limited  in 
the  Act  under  which  said  company  is  incorporated,  and 
any  portion  of  said  line  not  so  completed  may  and  shall 
be  released  to  the  City  by  said  company;  and  that  said 
company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  the  security  approved 
by  the  Mayor,  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carry- 
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ing  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance 
and  agreement  herein  authorized,  which  bond  shall  be  for- 
feited to  the  Citj  if  said  company  shall  default  in  its 
agreement,  and  when  collected  by  suit  or  otherwise  the 
money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  Whenever 
the  said  company  shall  declare  and  pay  upon  its  capital 
stock  dividends  in  excess  of  six  per  centum  it  shall  pay 
into  the  City  Treasury  a  tax  of  five  per  cent,  upon  such 
excess. 

Sect.  5.  That  said  company  shall,  imder  the  super- 
vision of  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  substantial  and  workman- 
like manner,  with  improved  pavement,  as  directed  by  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  all  paved  streets  to  be  occupied  by  it  not 
already  repaved  with  such  improved  pavements,  but  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impose  upon  the 
company  liability  for  original  paving.  Such  repaving 
shall  be  commenced  upon  the  said  streets  as  soon  as  the 
construction  of  tlie  roadbed  or  other  electric  motive  power 
system  shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be  pushed 
and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence 
as  rapidly  as  such  railway  is  being  constructed  in  said 
streets,  or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ; 
if  not  thus  pushed,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the  streets  and  complete  the 
same  at  the  expense  of  the  said  railway  company ;  and  said 
company  shall  at  all  times  thereafter  keep  the  said  paving 
in  good  repair  Avhen  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  so  long  as  the  said  railway  shall  be  main- 
tained on  such  streets.

AN  ORDIISrANCE 

Relating  to  the  Twenty-second  Street  and  Allegheny  Ave- 
nue Passenger  Railway  Company,  confirming  and  au- 
thorizing certain  extensions  of  its  tracks   and  trolley 
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system,  and  extending  the  time  within  which  to  com- 
plete certain  portions  of  its  road  as  covered  by  its  char- 
ters and  extensions  and  other  lines  duly  merged  therein. 

Whereas,  A  line  of  electric  railway  has  been  con- 
structed and  is  in  operation  from  the  corner  of  Ridge 
avenue  and  Midvale  avenue  to  Frankford,  over  a  route 
covered  by  the  charters  of  various  street  passenger  railway 
companies  which  have  been  duly  merged  into  and  become 
part  of  the  Twenty-second  Street  and  Allegheny  Avenue 
Passenger  Railway  Company;  said  merged  companies 
being  the  Germantown  and  Fairmount  Park  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  Chelten  Avenue  Railway  Company,  the  Frank- 
ford  and  Fairmoimt  Passenger  Railway  Company,  the 
Lindley  Avenue  Railway  Company,  the  Fishers  Lane  Rail- 
way Company,  and  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Rapid 
Transit  Street  Railway  Company,  which  cross-town  route 
connects  with  other  tracks  of  the  Twenty-second  Street  and

That  the  right  to  build, 
maintain  and  operate  said  cross-town  line  is  hereby  con- 
firmed and  the  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  extend 
its  double  tracked  railway  with  its  overhead  trolley  system 
along  Torresdale  avenue  from  the  present  terminus  of  said 
tracks  to  Grant  street,  and  along  Grant  street  to  a  point  at 
or  near  the  Frankford  and  Bristol  turnpike  road,  and  thence 
along  a  private  right  of  way  to  be  acquired  or  a  public 
street  to  be  opened  paralleling  or  adjoining  or  adjacent  to 
said  turnpike  to  the  County  Line,  with  the  further  right 
to  extend  its  double  tracks  on  Grant  street  to  the  Delaware 
river,  with  the  alternate  right  to  use  Hegerman  street  in 
place  of  Torresdale  avenue  for  any  distance,  making  the 
necessary  connections  on  any  cross  streets. 

Sect.  2.  Permission  is  further  given  to  the  Twenty- 
second  Street  and  Allegheny  Avenue  Passenger  Railway 
Company,  and  its  lessees,  to  extend  its  tracks  and  overhead 
trolley  system  over,  along  and  upon  the  following  route: 
Beginning  at  Wayne  avenue,  where  it  is  crossed  by  the 
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Tabor  branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad; 
thence  along  a  private  right  of  way  to  be  acquired  adjoin- 
ing the  same  on  the  east,  a  distance  of  about  five  hundred 
feet  to  Windrim  avenue ;  thence  along  Windrim  avenue  to 
Fishers  lane,  and  along  Fishers  lane  to  Fifth  street,  con- 
necting with  the  tracks  on  said  street,  all  with  double  track. 
Also,  beginning  on  Chelten  avenue  where  it  intersects  Old 
York  road  and  connecting  at  that  point  with  the  tracks  now 
on  Chelten  avenue  and  Old  York  road ;  thence  east  with 
double  tracks  on  Chelten  avenue  and  Medary  avenue  to

AE"  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia  to  employ  associate- 
counsel  to  represent  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  certain 
litigation. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the'  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  be  authorized  to  employ  assistant 
counsel,  to  be  associated  with  the  City  Solicitor  and  to  be 
named  by  the  City  Solicitor  as  provided  by  the  Act  of  June 
1,  1885,  to  represent  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  any  liti- 
gation that  may  be  brought  resulting  from  the  investiga- 
tion by  the  Mayor  of  contracts  heretofore  entered  into  hy 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  construction  of  certain) 
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7Jublic  works,  and  particiilarly  for  tlie  performance  of  any 
labor  or  the  furnishing  of  any  materials  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  construction  of  the  filtration  system 
and  boulevards :  Provided,  however,  That  the  expense 
thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000) 
dollars.

blocks,  sheet  asphaltum,  asphaltum  blocks,  vitrified  fire 
clay  or  shale  bricks,  under  the  terms  and  conditions  herein- 
after set  forth :  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  extend  for  uot 
less  than  one  block  or  square  in  length,  from  curb  to 
curb,  and  include  all  necessary  intersections  at  the  sols 
cost  of  the  owners  of  the  property,  and  without  any  cost 
or  charge  to  thxs  City  of  Philadelphia:  Provided,  further. 
That  the  paving  or  repaying  shall  be  done  under  the  di 
rection,  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  as  is  now  required  under  contracts 
with  the  said  City,  and  under  specifications  to  be  furnished 
by  the  said  Department,  which  shall  contain  all  the  usual

Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys),  for  the  year  1905, 
and  to  authorize  a  contract  for  said  work, 

Whereas,  By  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  8,  1905, 
an  appropriation  of  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  thou- 
sand (375,000)  dollars  was  made  by  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania for  the  deepening  and  improving  of  the  channel  of 
the  Delaware  river  conditioned  that  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia should  appropriate  a  like  amount  for  said  purpose; 
therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Treasurer, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  be 
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^authorized  to  borrow  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City 
■of  Philadelphia  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  seventy-five 
thousand  (375,000)  dollars  toward  the  deepening  and  im- 
proving of  the  channel  of  the  Delaware  river,  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  Delaware  Bay.  Said  loan  shall 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  (4)  per  cent,  per 
annum  and  shall  be  redeemable  at  or  within  four  months 
from  its  date;  and  for  the  sum  so  borrowed  certificates  of 
the  City  debt  shall  be  issued  in  the  form  prescribed  by 
existing  ordinances. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  money  raised  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  loan  authorized  by  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  Item  27,  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys), for  the  year  1905,  toward  the  deepening  and  im- 
proving of  the  channel  of  the  Delaware  river,  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  Delaware  Bay,  including  all 
necessary  expenses  for  Engineer  Corps,  Inspection,  Trans- 
portation and  incidentals. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Suiweys)  be  authorized  and  directed  to  enter 
into  a  contract  for  said  work  of  deepening  and  improving 
the  channel  of  the  Delaware  river,  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  of  May  8,  1905,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  (750,000)  dollars;  the  said  amount  to 
be  taken  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  by  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Section  2  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  All  material  removed  under  this  appropriation 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  shall  be  deposited 
along  the  Delaware  river,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  at 
such  points  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  United  States  Engi- 
neer in  charge  of  the  Improvement  of  the  Delaware  river. 
All  ordinances  or  resolutions  inconsistent  herewith  are 
kereby  repealed.

To  provide  for  au  increase  of  indebtedness  in  the  sum  of 
four  million  (4,000,000)  dollars  for  the  removal  of 
grade  crossings,  and  authorizing  the  submission  to  a 
vote  of  the  people  and  fixing  the  day  of  holding  an  elec- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent  of  the 
electors  to  the  said  increase  of  indebtedness,  and  author- 
izing the  corporate  authorities  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia to  make  the  necessary  announcement  by  public 
advertisement  to  the  electors,  and  directing  the  City 
Commissioners  to  prepare  and  distribute  the  necessary 
ballots  as  provided  in  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  govern- 
ing the  increase  of  the  indebtedness  of  municipalities. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  debt  of  the  said 
City  shall  be  increased  in  the  sum  of  four  million  (4,000,- 
000)  dollars  for  the  removal  of  grade  crossings,  to  be  ex- 
pended as  follows:  Along  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway,  from  Spring  Garden  street  to  Wayne 
Junction,  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  (2,500,000) 
dollars,  and  along  the  Richmond  branch  of  the  said  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railway,  from  Front  street  to  Rich- 
mond street,  in  the  Twenty-fifth  and  Thirty-third  Wards, 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent 
of  the  electors  to  the  increase  of  indebtelness  set  forth  in 
Section  1,  an  election  shall  be  held  in  pursuance  of  the  Act

pletree  street,  froin  North  AVater  street  to  North  Delaware 
avenue ;  Filbert  street,  from  North  Water  street  to  North 
Delaware  avenue ;  Church  street,  from  North  Water  street 
to  North  Delaware  avenue ;  Commerce  street,  from  North 
Water  street  to  North  Delaware  avenue;  Urbana  street, 
from  North  Water  street  to  North  Delaware  avenue ;  De- 
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gray  street,  from  South  Water  street  to  South  Delaware 
avenue ;  Crooked  Billet  street,  from  South  Water  street  to 
South  Delaware  avenue ;  alley,  from  27  South  Water  street 
to  South  Delaware  avenue;  alley,  from  119  South  Water 
street  to  South  Delaware  avenue ;  Mattis  street,  from  Dock 
street  to  Spruce  street ;  Spruce  street,  from  South  Front 
street  to  Mattis  street ;  Pine  street,  from  South  Front  street 
to  South  Water  street;  South  Water  street,  from  Dock 
street  to  Pine  street;  alley,  from  321  South  Water  street 
to  South  Delaware  avenue;  alley,  from  468  ISTorth  Second 
street  to  American  street;  alley,  from  243  ISTorth  W^ater 
street  to  ISTorth  Delaware  avenue;  alley,  under  129  North 
Water  street  to  North  Delaware  avenue;  alley,  from  139 
South  Water  street  to  South  Delaware  avenue ;  alley,  from 
333  South  Water  street  to  South  Delaware  avenue;  alley, 
70  feet  from  121  South  Water  street  running  south  135 
feet;  alley,  from  126  South  Delaware  avenue  100  feet 
west;  alley,  from  134  South  Delaware  avenue  100  feet 
west;  and  to  lay  in,  through  and  under  the  same  its  pipes 
and  conduits,  construct  the  necessary  manholes,  and  to 
maintain  and  operate  the  same  and  to  make  connections 
with  any  properties  whose  owner  or  owners,  occupant  or 
occupants,  consent  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  system  of  refrigeration  and  supplying  materials  through 
the  aforesaid  pipes  or  conduits  from  central  stations  for 
refrigerating  purposes,  to  such  persons,  partnerships,  and 
corporations  residing  therein  and  adjacent  thereto,  as  may 
desire  the  same,  at  such  price  or  prices  as  may  be  agreed 
upon. 

All  openings  in  streets  must  be  promptly  filled  with 
suitable  material  thoroughly  and  evenly  compacted 
throughout.  The  paving  must  bo  restored  with  the  same 
character  of  material  equal  in  composition  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  standard  specifications  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  for  such  class  of  work.  Where  pipes  or  con- 
duits are  laid  in  streets  or  roads  not  occupied  by  passenger 
railway  tracks,  the  company  shall  pave  the  space  over  the 
ditch  and  such  space  adjoining  thereto  as  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may 
be  necessary  to  restore  the  street  to  its  proper  condition, 
and  shall  maintain  the  said  space  for  all  time  in  good  con- 
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dition  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department.  In  streets  occu- 
pied by  passenger  railway  tracks,  the  company  shall  repave 
the  entire  distance  from  curb  to  rail  on  the  side  of  the 
street  which  it  occupies,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  ordinance  of  December  9,  1889,  and  shall  maintain 
this  entire  paving  during  the  time  of  any  existing  guar- 
antee or  as  required  by  ordinances  of  Councils,  but  in  no 
case  for  a  period  less  than  five  years,  and  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint  an  inspec- 
tor to  see  that  the  work  is  done  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  of  the  Department. 

The  work  to  be  done  under  this  ordinance,  both  in  the 
construction  of  tlie  plant  and  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
same,  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  ordinance  of 
August  5,  1886,  regulating  the  laying  and  construction 
of  underground  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits, 
cables  and  tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  also  be 
subject  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  passed  regulating  refrigerating  com- 
panies, and  also  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors. 

All  materials  and  workmanship  used  in  the  construction 
and  laying  of  refrigerating  pipes  and  conduits  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  the  materials 
used  shall  meet  such  requirements  and  be  subjected  to  such 
tests  as  the  said  Department  may  prescribe. 

The  work  of  laying  the  pipes  and  conduits  herein  author- 
ized shall  be  begim  within  six  months  after  the  approval 
of  this  ordinance,  and  completed  within  two  years  from 
said  approval;  and  should  said  pipes  and  conduits  not  be 
laid  within  the  said  two  years  in  any  of  the  streets  herein 
authorized,  the  right  to  lay  the  same  shall  cease  and  de- 
termine. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  this  ordi- 
nance, the  said  company  shall  file  with  the  Mayor,  its  bond 
in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  in 
form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  conditioned  that 
it  will  indemnify  the  City  and  owners  of  property  against 
any  and  all  damage  caused  by  the  construction  or  operation 
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of  its  plant,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  the 
conditions  and  agreements  of  this  ordinance  and  all  ordi- 
nances passed  or  to  be  passed  regulating  the  use,  ocoupa- 
tion  and  repairs  to  streets  by  companies  laying  pipes  and 
conduits  of  any  kind  thereunder,  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors.  Said  com- 
pany shall,  before  exercising  any  of  the  privileges  under 
this  ordinance,  first  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the  City 
Treasury  for  the  printing  thereof.

Giving  authority  and  consent  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
to  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  so 
much  of  the  proposed  branch  or  improved  line  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  extending  from  a 
point  in  the  said  City  on  its  present  main  line  at  or 
near  Fifty-sixth  street,  Philadelphia,  to  connections  with 
its  low  grade  line  and  Trenton  Branch,  at  or  near  Glen 
Loch,  in  Chester  County,  as  is  located  within  the  limits' 
of  said  City,  and  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  and  enabling 
the  construction  thereof,  providing  upon  certain  terms 
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and  conditions  for  change  and  alteration  of  certain  City 
plans  by  revising  tlie  lines  and  grades  of  certain  streets 
thereon ;  by  striking  therefrom  and  vacating  portions  of 
certain  streets;  by  extending  certain  existing  streets;  by 
opening  certain  new  streets,  and  by  making  such  revision 
of  lines  and  gTades  of  streets  as  may  be  necessary  to 
properly  complete  the  City  plans  within  certain  limits 
of  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward,  of  the  said  City. 

Whereas,  The  Pemisylvania  Railroad  Company,  has 
in  the  exercise  of  its  lawful  power  and  authority  duly 
located  and  adapted  and  is  about  to  construct  a  branch, 
or  improved  line  of  its  railroad,  commencing  at  a  point 
on  its  present  main  line  at  or  near  Fifty-sixth  street  in  the 
City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  and  extending  thence 
through  said  City  and  through  the  County  of  Delaware,  into 
the  County  of  Chester,  to  points  of  comiection  with  the  said 
Company's  low  grade  line  and  Trenton  Branch  at  or  near 
Glen  Loch,  in  said  last  mentioned  County,  the  portion  of

Seventy-third  street  and  under  Haverford  avenue,  West- 
minster street  and  Vine  street,  and  over  Race  street, 
Arch  street  and  Ashurst  street  to  the  City  Line  at  Cobbs 
Creek,  near  Woodbine  avenue-;  and 

And  whereas,  A  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  cer- 
tain streets  on  said  City  plans,  by  striking  therefrom  and 
vacating  portions  of  certain  streets;  by  extending  certain 
existing  streets,  and  by  opening  certain  new  streets  in  the 
Thirty-fourth  Ward  of  said  City,  is  necessary  to  enable 
the  said  Railroad  Company  to  construct  its  said  branch  or 
improved  line  of  railroad  in  such  manner  as  will  accom- 
modate the  public  convenience  and  promote  the  public 
safety  in  its  operation ;  now,  therefore, 
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Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  Tliat  the  authority  and  con- 
sent of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  be,  and  is  here- 
by given  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Cbmpany  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  the  said  line  of  railroad 
in  the  Thirty-fourtli  Ward  of  tlie  City  of  Philadelphia, 
from  a  point  in  the  present  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road nt  or  near  Fifty-sixth  street  to  a  point  in  the  boundary 
line  between  Philadelphia  and  Delaware  Counties  near 
Woodbine  avenue,  and  to  cross  by  undergrade  or  overhead 
bridges,  all  streets,  roads  and  lanes  which  are  now  open 
or  may  hereafter  be  opened  ac]*oss  the  line  of  the  said  Rail- 
road: Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  au- 
thorize the  longitudinal  occupation  at  g;i'ade  crossing  at 
grade  of  any  street,  road  or  lane. 

Sect.  2.  The  location  and  gi'ade  of  the  said  railroad 
shall  be  substantially  as  shown  upon  a  plan  and  profile 
which,  before  this  oi'dinance  sliall  have  any  effect  or  confer 
any  authority  upon  the  said  railroad  company,  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  officials  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  and  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Surveys.) 

Sect.  3.  The  Department  t^f  Public  Works  (Board  of 
Surveyors)  is  hereby  authorized  to  revise  the  lines  and 
grades  of  any  and  all  streets  and  roads  now  open  or  upon 
the  City  plan  adjacent  to  the  line  of  the  said  railroad,, 
or  affected  by  its  constnictiori,  between  Fifty-ninth  street 
and  Cobbs  Creek,  or  affected  by  any  changes  in  the  grades 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  between  Fifty-second  street 
and  Woodbine  avenue,  caused  by,  or  made  in  connection 
with  the  constiniction  of  the  said  railroad ;  to  strike  from 
the  City  plan  and  vacate  the  following  streets :  Malvern 
avenue  as  now  located,  between  Lancaster  avenue  and  Six- 
tieth street;  Sixty-second  street  as  now  located,  between 
a  point  about  400  hundred  feet  south  of  Woodbine  avenue 
and  Lancaster  avenue ;  the  Lancaster  turnpike  road,  be- 
tween Fifty-ninth  street  and  Lancaster  avenue  and  between 
Fifty-sixth  street  and  Montgomei'y  avenue ;  and  Columbia 
avenue,  between  the  Lancastei-  turnpike  road  and  Jeffer- 
son street,  except  such  portions  of  said  streets  as  may  lie 
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within  the  line  of  new  streets  herein  authorized :  to  place 
upon  the  City  plan  the  following  streets:  Malvern  avenue, 
se\^enty  feet  wide,  between  its  present  intersection  with 
Sixtieth  street.,  and  its  present  intersection  mth  Lancas- 
ter avenue;  Jefferson  street,  seventy  feet  wide,  between 
Fifty-fourth  street  and  Montgomery  avenue;  Fifty-sixth 
street,  sixty  feet  wide,  betAveen  Lancaster  avenue  and  the 
new  line  of  Jefferson  street;  Sixty-second  street,  fifty  feet 
wide,  between  a  point  about  four  hitndred  feet  south  of 
Woodbine  avenue  and  the  new  line  of  Malvern  avenue; 
to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Upland  way,  or  Sixtieth 
street,  between  Coleman  avenue  and  Lebanon  avenue,  and 
of  Lancaster  turnpike  road,  or  Montgomery  avenue,  be- 
tween Lebanon  avenue  and  Fifty-seventh  street;  and  to 
make  such  other  revisions  in  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets, 
and  to  lay  out  such  new  streets  within  the  territory  bounded 
by  City  avenue  on  tlie  north,  Fifty-fourth  street  on  the 
east,  Lansdowne  avenue  on  the  south  and  Cobb's  Creek 
on  the  west,  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  City  plan 
in  that  vicinity. 

Sect.  4.  Wlien  struts  or  roads,  legally  or  physic^ally 
open,  are  cut  off  or  diverted,  or  their  lines  and  gTades,  or 
both  changed,  necessary  and  proper  outlets  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  must  be  made  to  other  streets  or  roads, 
and  the  said  streets  or  roads,  or  their  substitutes,  shall  be 
restored  to  a  condition  equal  to  that  existing  at  the  time  of 
the  change,  at  the  expense  of  the  railroad  company,  which 
shall  pay  all  cost  of  such  changes  and  all  damages  occa- 
sioned thereby. 

Sect.  5.  I^To  street  now  or  hereafter  placed  upon  the 
City  plan  shall  cross  the  said  railroad  at  gTade;  and  all 
streets  upon  the  City  plan,  as  revised  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  streets,  roads  and 
lanes  now  open  or  hereafter  opened,  shall  be  carried  over 
or  under  the  said  railroad.  The  said  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company  shall  bear  the  entire  cost  of  constructing 
and  forever  maintaining  all  liridges,  whether  overhead  or 
under  grade  and  all  tunnels  upc»n  the  lines  of  streets,  roads 
or  lanes  now  legally  or  physically  open,  and  upon  the  lines 
of  Sixty-eighth  and  Sixty-ninth  streets,  and  shall  agree  to 
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pay  one-half  of  the  entire  cost  of  oonstruction,  and  the 
whole  cost  of  maintenance,  of  all  bridges,  whether  overhead 
or  undergrade,  upon  the  lines  of  all  streets  or  roads  now 
upon  the  City  plan  or  placed  thereon  under  authority  of 
this  ordinance,  and  not  otherwise  provided  for  therein,  and 
hereafter  opened  across  the  line  of  the  said  railroad,  when- 
ever Councils,  by  ordinance,  shall  direct  the  construction 
of  said  bridges.  All  bridges  for  carrying  the  said  rail- 
road over  and  above  streets  and  roads  now  opened  or  here- 
after opened  shall  have  a  clearance  of  at  least  fourteen 
(14)  feet  above  the  confirmed  grade  of  the  street,  and  all 
bridges  for  carrying  streets  or  roads  over  and  above  the 
said  railroad  shall  have  a  clearance  of  at  least  twenty  (20) 
feet  above  the  tops  of  the  rails,  and  shall  be  designed  in 
accordance  with  the  standard  specifications  of  the  Departr 
ment  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  for  the 
designing  of  bridges,  ISTo  bridge  of  any  kind  or  character 
shall  be  erected  until  the  plans  for  the  same  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Board  of  Surveyors.  The  said  railroad 
company  shall  keep  its  road,  wherever  it  crosses  the  line 
of  any  street  or  road,  in  good  order  and  condition  at  aU 
times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia  harmless, 
so  far  as  the  said  City  may  be  liable  therefor,  from  any 
liability  or  responsibility  that  may  arise  from  the  con- 
struction or  operation  of  the  said  railroad  over  or  under 
any  of  the  streets  aforesaid,  or  for  the  longitudinal  oc- 
cupation of  Malvern  avenue  with  a  tunnel. 

Sect.  6.  Before  this  ordijiance  shall  become  eifeotive 
or  confer  any  authority  upon  the  said  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  and  before  the  Board  of  Surveyors  may 
confinn  any  of  the  revisions  or  changes  of  streets  and  roads 
herein  authorized,  the  said  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  to  comply  with  the  following  conditions: 
To  reconstruct  at  its  o^\'n  expense  such  joortions  of  the 
Mill  Creek  sewer  as  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Puldic  Works  may  deem  ncce-sary,  from  a  point  in  Sixty- 
eecond  street,  about  four  hnndred  (400)  feet  south  of 
Woodbine  avenue,  along  Sixfy-second  street,  ]\I,alvern  ave- 
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niie,  Sixtieth  street,  ]\Iontg'omeiy  avenue  and  Jefferson 
street,  and  thence  across  property  of  the  said  raih'oad 
company  to  Lancaster  avenue  near  Fifty-sixth  street,  and 
such  other  existing  sewers,  drainage  channels,  water  pipe,, 
electrical  conduits  and  othe  municipal  structures  as  may 
be  affected  by  the  construction  of  said  railroad  and  the 
change  of  lines  and  gi*a.des  of  streets  herein  authorized, 
together  with  all  necessary  appurtenances  and  comiections 
Vvith  existing  sewers,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  speci- 
fications to  be  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  ;  to  forever  maintain  said 
sewer  or  sewers  and  appurtenances  at  its  own  expense  where- 
ever  they  lie  within  property  owned  by  tlie  said  railroad 
company ;  to  permit  inspection  of  the  same  by  representa- 
tives of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  at  any  time  and 
to  repair  same  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Director 
of  said  department.  To  construct  its  railroad  in  tunnel 
from  a  point  northeast  of  Lancaster  avenue,  under  Mal- 
veni  avenue,  Sixty-third  street,  Gross  street,  and  Sixty- 
fourth  street:  Provided,  That  there  shall  be  no  openings 
in  the  surface  of  ]\Ialvem  avenue  from  the  said  tunnel 
to  a  point  west  of  Sixty-fourth  street,  and  to  at  once  con- 
struct steel  or  masonry  bridges  with  floors  paved  with  as- 
phalt, and  to  construct  satisfactory  approaches  to  the  same 
to  the  grades  established  under  autliority  of  this  ordinance, 
at  its  own  expense,  for  carrying  Sixty-sixth  street  and 
Haverford  avenue,  of  their  full  width  as  now  confirmed 
or  as  confirmed  under  authority  of  this  ordinance,  over  and 
above  the  said  railroad ;  also  to  at  once  construct  single  span 
steel  or  masoiiry  bridges  for  carrying  the  said  railroad  over 
and  above  Sixty-eighth  street  and  Sixty-ninth  street  of  their 
full  widths  as  now  confinned  or  confinned  under  authority 
of  this  ordinance,  and  to  forever  maintain  all  the  bridges 
named  in  this  section  at  its  own  expense.  To  dedicate 
or  agree  to  dedicate  to  the  City  as  much  of  the  property 
o^ATied  or  controlled  by  it  as  may  be  required  to  widen  or 
open  any  street  or  road  now  upon  the  City  plan  or  placed 
upon  tlie  City  plan  under  authority  of  this  ordinance, 
crossing  under  or  over  the  said  railroad :  to  dedicate  or 
indemnify  the  City  against  all  damages  and  costs  for  the 
opening  of  the  following  streets  now  upon  the  City  plan 
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or  placed  thereon  under  authority  of  this  ordinance :  Jeff- 
erson street,  between  Fifty-fourth  street  and  Montg-omery 
avenue ;  Malvern  avenue,  bet^veen  Sixtieth  street  and  Lan- 
caster avenue ;  Sixtietli  street  or  Upland  way,  between  Cole- 
man avenue  and  Montgomery  avenue ;  Sixty-second  street, 
between  a  point  about  four  hundred  feet  south  of  Woodbine 
avenue  and  Malvern  avenue;  the  unopened  portion  of 
Fifty-sixth  street,  between  Lancaster  avenue  and  Jefferson 
street;  Montgomery  avenue,  between  Sixtieth  street  and 
Jefferson  street ;  and  so  much  of  Lancaster  avenue,  between 
Fifty-sixth  street  and  Malvern  avenue,  as  is  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  it.  To  open,  gTade  and  macadamize  to  the  lines 
and  grades  confinned  under  authority  of  this  ordinance, 
and  to  construct  the  necessary  bridges  upon  the  following 
streets  at  its  own  expense :  Malvern  avenue,  between  Lan- 
caster avenue  and  Sixtieth  street;  Sixtieth  street,  between. 
Coleman  avenue  and  Montgomer}'  avenue;  Montgomery 
avenue  between  Sixtieth  street  and  Jefferson  street;  Jeffer- 
son street,  between  Montgomei-y  avenue  and  Fifty-fourth 
street ;  and  the  unopened  portion  of  Fifty-sixth  street  be- 
tween Lancaster  avenue  and  Jefferson  street.  To  maintain 
travel  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  upon  all  streets  and  roads  now 
open  to  public  use,  or  upon  streets  or  roads  substituted 
therefor,  at  all  times  during  the  construction  of  the  said 
railroad.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  shall  also 
agree  not  to  claim  any  damages  for  the  opening,  grading  or 
changing  of  grade  of  any  street  or  road  now  open  or  upon 
the  City  plan,  or  placed  upon  the  City  plan  under  authority 
of  this  ordinance,  or  upon  or  across  any  property  owned  or 
controlled  by  it  wdthin  the  territory  covered  by  this  ordi- 
nance, and  shall  file  its  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars  duly  executed  under  its 
corporate  seal,  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor, 
conditioned  to  indemnify  the  City  against  any  and  all  dam- 
ages which  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the 
said  railroad  and  the  consequent  changes  of  lines  and 
grades  of  any  street  or  road  now  legally  or  physically  open, 
and  also  to  faithfully  comply  wath  all  the  conditions,  re- 
quirements and  provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  and  shall  pay 
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into  the  City  Treasury  the  simi  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for 
printing  the  same. 

Sect.  7.  The  authority  herein  granted  for  tlie  con- 
struction of  the  said  railroad  shall  terminate  and  become 
null  and  void  if  the  said  railroad  is  not  completed  within 
ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  appoval  ol  this  ordinance.

RESOLUTION 

Authorizing  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  issue  per- 
mits for  breaking  streets  during  the  months  of  Decem- 
ber, 1905,  January  and  February,  1906,  and  suspending 
Joint  Rule  J^o.  30  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils. 

Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances which  forbid  or  prevent  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  from  issuing  permits  or  permitting  the  doing  of 
work  in  any  streets  of  the  City  during  the  winter  months 
(from  the  first  day  of  December,  1905,  to  the  first  day  of 
March,  1906,  following,  or  any  other  day  or  date)  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  suspended  and  declared  to  be  inopera- 
tive, at  the  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  during  the 
winter  months,  to  the  end  that  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  as  far  as  possible,  permit  the  carrying  on  or  con- 
tinuance of  all  classes  of  work  in  said  Department  which 
may  give  employment  to  our  people.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  sum  of  sixty-fcur- 
thousand  one  hundred  (64,100)  dollars  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  District  Attorney,  for  the 
year  1906. 

For  salaries:  District  Attorney  (fixed  by  Act 
of  Assembly),  (en  thousand  (10,000)  dollars;  three  assist- 
ants (fixed  by  Act  of  Assembly),  five  thousand  (5,000)  dol- 
lars each ;  three  assistants  (fixed  by  Act  of  Assembly),  four 
thousand  (4,000)  dollars  each  ;  two  assistants  (fixed  by  Act 
of  Assembly),  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  each;  in- 
dictment clerk,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars;  assistant 
indictment  clerk,  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dol- 
lars; two  office  clerks,  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200) 
dollars  each;  fee  clerk,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars;  mes- 
senger, nine  hundred  (900)  dollars;  total,  fifty  thousand 
seven  hundred  (50,700)  dollars:  Provided,  The  amount 
appropriated  in  this  item  shall  be  taken  from  the  fees- 
earned  by  the  District  Attorney.

S'ECTioN  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  seventy-

Clerk  and  Index  Clerk  of  Common  Council,  two  thousand 
two  hundred  (2,200)  dollars;  Secretary  of  Finance  Com- 
mittee, two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars;  Committee  Clerk, 
two  thousand  four  hundred  (2,400)  dollars;  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  of  Select  and  Common  Councils,  two  thousand  five 
'hundred  (2,500)  dollars  each;  total,  twenty-three  thousand 
-six  hundred  (23,600)  dollars. 
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Item  2.  For  printing  Journals  and  other  documents, 
twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars:  Provided^  That  the 
bid  for  the  printing  of  the  Journal  and  Appendix  of  Cbm- 
mon  Council  and  the  approved  ordinances  and  other  print- 
ing required  by  Common  Council  shall  be  advertised  for 
and  the  contract  awarded  separately  from  that  for  the 
Journal  and  Appendix  and  other  printing  required  by 
Select  Council,  and  that  no  bid  shall  be  entertained  nor 
shall  any  contract  be  awarded  for  the  Select.  Cbuncil  print- 
ing to  the  parties  who  have  obtained  the  contract  for  that 
of  Common  Cbuncil:  Provided,  further.  That  work  for 
printing  shall  only  be  awarded  to  Contractors  who  pay  the 
recognized  rate  of  wages  adopted  by  the  Typographical 
Union. 

Item  3,  For  binding  journals,  ordinances  and  other 
documents,  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  advertising,  printing  notices  and  amend- 
ments, five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  stationer}^,  three  thousand  five  hundred 
(3,500)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  carriage  hire,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
(1,500)  dollars:  Provided,  That  instead  of  advertising, 
the  Chief  Clerks  of  Councils  shall  invite  written  proposals 
from  not  less  than  three  (3)  responsible  parties,  having  at 
least  ten  (10)  first-class  carriages  of  their  own,  and  shall 
award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder  in  accordance  with 
existing  ordinances,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance:  Provided,  further.  That  the  City  Con- 
troller shall  countersign  no  warrants  drawn  on  this  item 
until  furnished  with  the  bill  approved  by  the  chairman  and 
two  members  of  the  committee  for  whose  use  the  carriages 
were  provided. 

Item  7.  For  postage,  files,  incidentals  and  repairs,  thir- 
teen thousand  (13,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  no  war- 
rants shall  be  drawn  on  this  item  unless  the  bills  are  first 
approved  by  the  Committee  on  Finance :  Provided,  further, 
The  City  Controller  may  countersign  bills  for  the  year 
1905  out  of  this  item.

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Item  8.  For  compensation  of  stenographer  and  type- 
writer and  assistant  clerk,  for  Select  Conncil,  fonrt<^en 
hundred  (1,400)  dollars;  stenographer  and  typewriter  for

for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  four  hundred 
(400)  dollars;  clerical  assistance  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance  and  preparing  list  of  bills  introduced  in  Councils^ 
four  hundred  (400)  dollars;  total,  three  thousand  (3,000) 
dollars. 

Item  10.  For  the  proper  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of 
July,  in  Independence  Square,  and  to  pay  for  music,  etc., 
three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars.

and  award  the  contracts  for  the  same  to  the  lowest  respon- 
sible bidder,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on 
Printing  and  Supplies. 

Provided,  also,  That  not  more  than  ono  thousand 
(1,000)  Journals  and  Appendixes  of  each  branch  of  Coun- 
cils for  each  half  year  shall  be  printed,  and  not  more  than 
four  hundred  (lOO)  copies  of  each  half  year  shall  be  bound 
and  not  more  than  nineteen  hundred  (1,900)  books  of  ordi- 
nances for  each  year  shall  be  printed,  and  not  more  than 
one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  copies  shall  be  bound. 

Provided  further,  Balances  remaining  to  the  credit  of 
Items  2  and  7,  of  the  appropriations  of  1905,  shall  not 
merge  December  31,  1905. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Clerks  of  Councils 
in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances.

Provided,  Tliat  in  repaying  tramway  streets  where  from 
one  intersection  to  the  next  a  majority  of  the  tramway 
stones  are  broken  or  worn  out,  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  may  substitute  from  curb  to  curb 
of  said  street,  granite  blocks  with  pitch  cemented  joints, 
sheet  asphalt,  vitrified  brick  or  block  pavement:  Provided, 
also.  That  in  repaying  gutters  where  the  present  gutter

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  commimicatiorL  of 
this  date  inquiring  what  disposition  shallbe  made  of  tlie  war- 
rant for  December  and  retained  per-centage  relative  to  con- 
tract with  Ruch,  Laughlin  &  Ciompanj,  fur  cleaning  the 
streets  of  the  Fourth  District  during  the  year  1904. 

It  appears  therefrom  that  heretofore  Mr.  Ruch  of  that 
finn,  as  a  partner,  has  collected  all  warrants  due  to  it  under 
oral  authority  from  the  other  partners.  It  seems  now  that 
Messrs,  Laughlin  and  Dorney,  the  two  other  partners,  have 
requested  that  the  December  warrant  and  retained  per-cent- 
age be  not  paid  to  Mr.  Ruch,  but  to  themselves. 

Under  these  circumstances,  there  is  no  use  of  the  muni- 
cipality inducing  a  possible  law  suit  regarding  the  matter, 
and  therefore  I  would  advise  you  to  refuse  to  pay  any  of 
them,  until  they  have  agreed  among  tliemselves,  and  fur- 
nish written  autliority  thereof  to  yourself  as  to-  whom  shall 
receive  such  warrant.

Malone  and  Company  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  dated 
May  14th,  1902  ;  also,  the  agreement  between  P.  A.  Malone 
k  Company  and  John  Dougherly,  dated  August  31st,  1903, 
wherein  the  said  John  Dougherty  was  to  take  over  the  com- 
pletion of  the  said  contract  and  authorizing  the  execution  of 
all  papers,  instniments  necessai'y  therein,  and  also,  letter  of 
attorney  of  said  P.  A.  j\Ialone  &  Company  to  John  Dough- 
erty, dated  September  5th,  1903,  authorizing  him  as  attor- 
ney in  fact  to  collect  all  warrants  or  monies  now  due  or 
shall  become  due  on  the  said  contract ;  also,  the  letter  of  re- 
quest of  P.  A.  ]\1  alone  &  Company  to  John  W.  Hill,  Chief 
Eiigineer,  dated  September  8th,  1903,  notifying  him  of  the 
appointment  of  John  Dougherty  as  attorney  in  fact  to  take 
cliarge  of  and  complete  the  work  and  receive  the  warrants 
therefor  with  the  approval  of  the  sureties  of  the  said  P.  A. 
Malone  &  Company  endorsed  thereon ;  also,  the  letter  of 
John  W.  Hill,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration, 
approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public

In  pursuance  thereof  John  Dougherty  executed  as  attor- 
ney in  fact,  a  supplemental  contract  witli  tlie  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, dated  December  10th,  1903,  to  complete  the  work, 
Avith  the  same  surety  as  is  on  the  bonds  necompanying  the 
original  contract,  and  I  am  infonned  that  the  warrants  for 
the  work  done  on  both  the  original  and  supplemental  con- 
tracts have  heretofore  been  paid  over  to  John  Dougherty. 


Tlieirefore  I  am  of  the  opiinon  that  the  question  as  to 
what  extent  the  woa-k  is  completed  rests  entirely  with  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  determine, 
and  payment  of  a  part  of  tlie  retained  percentage  may  be 
made  to  Jolm  Dougherty,  attorney  in  fact  of  R.  A.  Mlalone 
and  Company,  if  he  deems  it  advisable,  with  the  assent  of 
the  surety,  retaining,  however,  a  sufficient  sum  to  protect 
the  Oity  of  Philadelphia  from  any  contingency  regarding 
the  work.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communcation  of 
January  7th,  with  enclosure  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Bureau  of  Filtration  relative  to  Contract  No.  66  witli 
J.  H.  I^uchheim  for  the  improvement,  extension  and  fil- 
tration of  the  water  supply.  Therefrom  is  appears  that  suit 
has  been  entered  against  the  City  by  one  Matthew  Ifill,  for 
damages  arising  from  loss  of  business,  etc.,  by  reason  of  tlie 
laying  of  water  mains  under  said  contract. 

By  Items  116  and  117  of  the  specifications  it  is  provided 
that  the  contractor  agrees  to  indemnify  the  City  from  all 
suits  or  actions  of  every  nature  and  description  for  or  on 
aoeount  of  any  damages  or  injuries  arising  from  the  con- 
tractor's or  his  agent's,  etc.,  performance  of  the  work,  or 
from  the  nature  thereof,  or  from  the  action  of  the  elements,, 
etc. ;  the  contractor  agreeing  that  so  much  of  the  money  due 
him  under  the  agreement  as  shall  be  considered  necessary 
by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  be- 
retained  until  such  suits  or  claims  shall  have  been  settled. 


The  contractor  also  agrees  to  indemnify  the  City  from  dam- 
ages to  persons  or  property  resulting  from  his  negligence  or 
damage,  or  incidental  to  the  conduct  of  the  work. 

From  what  you  state  of  tlie  nature  of  Mr.  IfiU's  suit 
against  the  City,  I  think  it  improbable  that  his  claim  can  be 
sustained,  but  the  City  should  protect  itself,  even  against 
such  a  possibility,  however  remote  it  may  appear. 

I  therefore  think  that  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
contract  you  should  withhold  sufficient  money  to  meet  the 
claim,  if  the  plaintiff  should  succeed  in  establishing  it,  or 
in  your  discretion,  in  lieu  thereof,  you  may  take  a  bond 
ivith  such  security,  if  any,  as  you  may  deem  necessary  to 
[guard  the  City  against  any  liability  in  the  premises.

Dear  Sir: — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  an  inquiry  from  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  whethei'  that  Bureau  should 
continue  to  receive  affidavits  of  the  non-use  of  city  water  in 
cases  where  claims  for  water  rent  have  been  placed  with  this 
department  for  lien.  He  states  that,  if  lawful,  he  would 
prefer  the  affidavits  to  be  made  with  his  Bureau  rather  than 
with  this  department. 

I  see  no  objection  to  this  course,  and,  on  the  contrary, 
think  it  the  most  proper  one  to  follow,  as  it  will  enable  said 
Bureau  to  investigate  the  facts  where  such  affidavits  are 
made,  which,  of  course,  this  department  would  not  have  the 
facilities  for  doing. 

I  would  therefore  advise  that  the  Bureau  of  Water  re- 
<ieive  the  affidavits  in  such  cases,  as  heretofore,  being  care- 
ful, however,  to  advise  this  department  in  every  such  in- 


stance  of  the  receipt  of  the  affidavit,  so  that  the  necessary 
entry  may  be  made  here  for  the  Avithdrawal  or  satisfaction 
of  the  lien.

Deau  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquii-y  whether  you 
have  authority  to  pay  the  mandamus  for  $195,000  for  road 
damages  in  re  opening  of  Boulevard,  from  Broad  street  to 
Second  street,  out  of  general  funds. 

As  you  Imow,  a  Bill  in  Equity  is  pendng  to  prevent  the 
payment  of  these  damages  from  the  fund  directed  to  be 
transferred  for  that  purpose  by  Ordinance  of  December  17, 
1904. 

The  writ  of  mandamus  is  an  execution  of  the  court  com- 
manding you  to  pay  the  damages  awarded  out  of  any  funds 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  as  there  exists  an  appro- 
priation for  mandamus  sufficient  for  this  purpose,  I  think 
you  have  no  option  but  to  pay  it  out  of  such  fund.  If  the 
Bill  in  Equity  should  hereafter  be  sustained,,  it  is  manifest 
that  such  appropriation  to  mandamus  executions  is  the  only 
one  out  of  which  such  payment  could  be  made.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  such  Bill  in  Equity  should  not  prevail,  the 
amount  paid  out  in  satisfaction  of  this  mandamus  may  bo 
made  up  from  the  $500,000  directed  to  be  transferred.  In 
either  event,  the  final  result  is  the  same  and  no  damage  or 
loss  can  result  to  the  city  from  payment  of  this  mandamus 
out  of  the  fund  in  question,  as  Avhether  the  bill  be  sustained 
or  not,  the  city  will  be  required  to  pay  this  amount,  and  it 
can  make  no  difference  practically  whether  it  be  paid  in  the 
first  instance  from  tlie  general  mandamus  appropriation  or 
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from  the  fund  which  the  aforesaid  ordinance  has  appropri- 
ated to  that  specific  use.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  commimication  of  January  28th 
last,  relative  to  burial  at  tlie  expense  of  the  city  of  an  ex- 
soldier  who  died  at  the  State  Home  for  Soldiers  and  Sailors 


at  Erie,  and  who,  I  assume,  from  the  letter  of  Adjutant 
General  Thomas  J.  Stewart,  which  you  quote,  was  a  resi- 
dent of  this  city  up  to  the  time  of  his  admission  into 
that  Institution,  I  reply  that  in  my  opinion  by  becoming  an 
inmate  of  the  said  Home  the  soldier  in  question  did  not  lose 
his  settlement  in  this  county,  and  is  therefore  to  be  re- 
garded as  if  he  were  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
at  the  time  of  his  death. 

The  Act  of  May  12,  1885,  provides  for  burial  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  county  of  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  etc., 
who  served  durng  the  late  Rebellion,  or  in  any  preceding 
war,  who  shall  have  died  in  the  county  from  which  such  re- 
lief is  sought.  To  interpret  this  language  literally,  no  ex- 
soldier  dying  out  of  the  county  of  his  residence,  and  away 
from  his  home,  would  l>e  entitled  to  burial  at  public  expense 
in  the  place  where  he  lived,  and  where,  it  is  to  be  presumed, 
his  family  or  other  relatives  would  wish  him  to  be  interred, 
and  where,  it  may  be  supposed,  he  himself  would  desire  his 
body  to  be  laid,  but  rather  at  the  place  where  he  had  died, 
perchance  by  accident. 

Such  literal  interpretation  would,  in  my  judgment,  con- 
tro^-ert  the  spirit  of  the  Act,  which  meant  that  soldiers  hav- 
ing insufficient  means  should  receive  decent  interment  at 
their  place  of  residence. 

Therefore,  in  the  case  to  which  you  refer,  the  expense  of 
burial  within  the  amount  limited  by  the  Act  of  1885  and 
its   amendatory   Act   should    be  borne    by    the   City   of 
Philadelphia,,  and  I  accordingly  advise  you  to  that  effect.

Dear  Sir: — To  you  inquiry  relative  to  the  deposit  of 
snow,  etc.,  in  the  Delaware  River,  I  reply  that  the  Acts  of 
Congress  provide  for  the  punishment  by  fine  and  imprison- 
ment of  any  person  who  shall  dejwsit  any  matter  of  any 
kind,  except  that  flowing  from  streets  and  sewers,  into 
the  waters  of  any  harbor  or  river  of  the  United  States,  for 
the  improvement  of  which  money  has  been  appropriated  by 
Congress. 

Under  these  Acts  you  will  see  that  the  dumping  of  snow 
into  the  Delaware  Riv6r  is  forbidden.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  wlio  is  reponsible  for  pav- 
ing Tacony  street,  from  Bridge  street  to  Kennedy  street, 
and  whether  such  responsibility  rests  upon  the  owners  of 
abutting  property,  or  the  Hohnesburg,  Tacony  &  Frankfcrd 
Electric  Railway  Co.,  whose  tracks  occupy  tliat  street,  I 
reply  tliat  if  the  macadam  pavement  which  is  now  upon 
that  street  is  to  be  regarded  as  an  original  paving  and  the 
proposed  new  paving  therefore  as  a  second  paving,  the 
railway  company  is  liable  for  the  cost  thereof.  On  the  con- 
trary, should  the  proposed  paving  be  regarded  as  an  original 
paving,  the  abutting  o^vners  are  liable  for  the  same,  if  the 
section  be  urban,  and  not  rural,  in  character.  This  depart- 
ment has  not  in  its  possession  the  necessary  data  to  deter- 
mine whether  such  paving  is  an  original  paving  or  a  second 
paving,  and  even  with  all  the  data  which  may  be  available 
in  the  state  of  the  law  upon  the  subject  it  is  difficult  to  de- 
cide that  question  in  advance. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  railway  company  be  notified  to 
pave  the  cartway  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  ordin- 
ance. If  it  fail  or  neglect  to  comply  with  this  notice,  the 
City  should  do  the  paving  and  file  liens  against  the  abut- 
ting property.  The  question  of  liability  can  then  be  deter- 
mined in  appropriate  litigation  instituted  both  against  the 
property  ovmers  and  the  railway  company  for  that  purpose. 
In  anticipation  of  such  litigation  the  position  of  the  city 
would  be  benefited  if  you  would  send  to  this  Department  a 
reference  to  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  original  macada- 
mizing of  Tacony  street,  and  all  ordinances  directing  the- 
making  of  repairs  thereto.

My  Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  _your  inquiry  Avhether 
money  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  tracks  on 
Trenton  Avenue  can  be  diverted  by  Councils  to  the  aboli- 
tion of  tracks  and  grade  crossings  on  Ninth  Street,  I  would 
■call  your  attention  to  the  Ordinance  of  September  27,  1897, 
under  which  the  question  of  borrowing  the  money  for  this 
purpose  was  submitted  to  a  popular  vote.  Authority  was 
thus  sought  to  borrow  "ISTine  hundred  thousand  (900,000) 
dollars  for  abolition  of  grade  crossings  on  the  line  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad." 

Pursuant  thereto,  the  Ordinance  of  June  17,  1898,  page 
129,  in  the  same  language  authorized  the  money  to  be 
borrowed  and  bonds  issued  therefor.  The  electors  having 
thus  empowered  Councils  to  borrow  money  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  on  the  line  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  fund  raised  by  virtue  of  such  vote  cannot  be  di- 
verted to  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  in  any  other  local- 
ity, or  to  any  purpose  at  all,  except  that  specified  in  the 
■ordinance  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken.

Dear  Sir: — To  the  inquiry  of  the  Chief  Etigineer  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  whether  the  Ordinance  of  March  30, 
1896,  for  the  protection  of  sub-contractors  and  requiring 
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contractors  to  file  penal  bonds,  should  be  followed  in  cases 
where  the  owners  of  property  fronting-  on  public  streets 
shall  construct  private  sewers  without  expense  to  the  city, 
under  the  Ordinance  of  April  4,  1891,  I  reply,  that  the  Or- 
dinance of  1896  is  intended  to  protect  sub-contractors  in 
cases  where  the  money  due  the  principal  contractor  is  to  be 
paid  by  the  city  itself,  and  consequently  where  no  rig-ht  of 
attachment  exists  in  favor  of  such  sub-contractors  or  others 
furnishing  work  and  material  to  the  stinicture  contracted 
for.  In  the  case  of  private  sewers  to  be  constructed  without 
expense  to  the  city,  it  is  the  owner  of  the  property  and  not 
the  city  wdiich  enters  into  a  contract  for  the  building  of 
such  se-wers.  The  sub-contractor,  therefore,  is  not  denied 
the  right  to  attach  any  money  in  the  hands  of  the  owner 
which  may  be  due  to  the  principal  contractor  for  debts 
owing  by  the  latter  to  the  sub-contractor. 

You  further  ask  whether  the  city  could  be  held  liable  by 
sub -contractors  upon  these  sewers  because  they  are  turned 
over  to  the  municipality.  I  think  no  such  liability  would 
exist,  and  would  therefore  advise  you  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  require  compliance  with  the  Ordinance  of  March 
30,  1896,  in  the  cases  to  which  you  refer.

My  Dtsar.  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  wdiether  all  the  Magis- 
trates should  appear  before  you  and  draw  for  the  courts  to 
be  held  by  them  respectively,  or  only  those  elected  on  Feb- 
rua.ry  21st,  last,  should  participate  in  the  dramng,  I  reply 
that  in  Commonwealth  vs.  Thompson,  11  W.  N.  O.  63,  it 
Tvas  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  that  all  of  the  Magis- 
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trates  should  appear  at  each  quinquennial  drawing  and 
select  the  courts  as  provided  by  law. 

In  Rogers  vs.  x\shbridge,  9  District  Eep.  195,  the  same 
ruling  was  made  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  this 
County,  though  this  was  not  the  precise  point  at  issue. 

As  the  present  is  one  of  the  regular  five  yearly  periods 
counting  from  the  year  1875, — the  beginning  of  such 
periods, — it  follows  that  all  of  the  Magistrates  should  as- 
semble in  your  presence  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  for  the 
courts  they  are  to  hold.  It  seems  senseless,  but  yet  such  ap- 
pears to  be  the  law.

My  Dear  Sir: — In  reference  to  the  matter  of  the  ele- 
vation of  the  grade  crossings  along  the  line  of  the  Reading 
Railway,  as  to  the  plan  of  securing  the  share  the  city  would 
be  compelled  to  bear,  I  have  given  tlie  m jitter  careful  con- 
sideration and  find  it  very  difficult  to  devise  a  la^^^ul  plan 
which,  Avould  not  require  a  loan. 

I  understand  that  there  is  now  the  sum  of  $1,000,000 
available  for  that  purpose  which  was  included  in  the  recent 
loan,  leaving  the  balance  of  the  share  which  the  City 
agrees  to  assume  to  be  raised  in  some  way.  This  could 
possibly  be  done  by  the  city  agreeing  to  pay  a  certain 
amount  annually  for  a  period  of  years,  so  apportioned  that 
the  annual  instalments,  principal  and  interest,  would  come 
within  the  current  revenues  of  the  city.  For  example, 
Councils  might  appropriate  a  portion  of  the  sum  required 
annually  for  a  period  of,  say,  ten  years,  thus  making  up  tlie 
city's  share.     This  plan,  however,  is  not  free  from  objec- 
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tion,  as  it  may  be  said  that  when  Councils  make  the 
appropriation,  as  they  would  be  required  to  do  before  the 
•city  entered  into  the  contract  with  the  railway  company, 
that  there  was  not  in  the  treasury  the  money  so  appropri- 
ated. The  Act  of  June  11,  1879  (P.  L.  130,  Sec.  3)  re- 
quires before  a  contract  is  entered  into,  that  an  appropria- 
tion for  it  be  made. 

Moreover,  it  w^ould  be  necessary  in  order  that  such  appro- 
priation should  not  be  regarded  as  the  creation  of  a  new 
debt,  that  the  proposed  im])rovement  should  \ye  held  to  per- 
tain to  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  city  (Brown  vs.  Corry, 
175  Pa.  528).  It  is  likely  that  the  Court  would  so  hold, 
;and  it  is  very  probable  that  in  view  of  the  importancie  of  the 
improvement  no  objection  would  be  made  to  this  method  of 
providing  the  funds  therefor. 

The  safest  and  surest  plan,  however,  is  to  create  a  loan  to 
cover  the  expense  of  the  city's  share  of  the  cost  of  elevating 
the  tracks,  and  tliis  is  the  only  method  which  occurs  to  me 
as  one  that  could  be  unhesitatingly  approved  as  being 
clearly  in  accordance  with  law.

Dear  Sir  :— Your  letter  of  the  28th  inst.,  with  a  copy  of 
the  communication  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways, calling  3^our  attention  co  the  complaint  made  by  the 
Grove  Linseed  Oil  Company  respecting  the  dilapidated 
condition  of  the  sluice  in  the  Delaware  river  bank  below 
Oregon  avenue,  inclosed,  was  duly  received.  In  your  letter 
you  say :  "This  question  has  developed  into  a  very  serious 
•one,  and  if  the  city  is  compelled  to  maintain  these  sluices 
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from  time  to  time  for  the  benefit  of  private  corporations- 
or  individuals,  it  will  entail  npon  the  city  a  very  great 
expense." 

There  is  no  obligation  npon  the  city  to  maintain  the 
meadow  banks  or  other  structures  connected  therewith^ 
This  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of 
Betham  vs.  Philadelphia,  lOfi  Pa.,  302,  where  an  unsuc- 
cessful attempt  was  made  to  hold  the  city  liable  for  in- 
jury to  property  due  to  the  inundation  of  the  low-lying 
ground  in  the  southern  section  of  the  city,  and  caused  by 
the  blowing  out  of  a  sluice  constructed  by  the  city  through 
the  bank  maintained  by  the  Greenwich  Island  Meadow- 
Company. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  ISth  Century,  the  land  o^vners 
in  the  southern  section  of  the  county  (now  city)  of  Phila- 
delphia Avere  authorized  by  legislative  enactment  to  or- 
ganize into  companies  in  order  to  enable  the  owners  of 
meadow  lands  to  co-operate  in  reclaiming  said  lands  from 
the  ebb  and  flow  of  the  tides  of  the  Delaware  river;  and  for 
this  purpose  said  companies  were  authorized  to  construct 
embankments,  sluices,  dykes,  drains,  etc.,  etc.,  with  the 
power  to  levy  tax  upon  the  owners  of  adjoining  lands 
subject  to  the  overflow  of  said  river,  for  the  cost  of  the  con- 
struction and  the  maintenance  of  said  Avorks.  Pursuant 
to  the  authority  thus  granted,  several  companies  were 
organized,  and  thereupon  constructed  and  have  maintained 
until  within  a  year  all  the  works  necessary  to  protect  said 
lands,  although  the  city  from  time  to  time  during  the  past 
thirty  years  has  contributed  towards  the  expense  of  main- 
taining said  works.  During  the  past  year  one  of  the  com- 
paines  having  control  of  the  territory  wherein  the  Grove 
Linseed  Oil  Company  is  located  surrendered  its  charter, 
and  has  abandoned  the  works  formerly  constructed  and 
maintained  by  it.  While  the  several  companies  have  ex- 
ercised juridiction  over  contiguous  territory,  the  authority 
of  each  extended  only  to  the  section  of  the  bank  immedi- 
ately in  front  of  the  property  under  its  control ;  in  other 
words,  each  company  maintained  a  particular  section  of 
one  continuous  embankment  and  the  sluices  in  such  section 
constructed.  If,  therefore,  the  works  formerly  maintained 
by  the  company  whose  charter  has  been  surrendered,  be- 
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come  impaired  to  the  extent  of  permitting  the  waters  of 
the  Delaware  river  to  pas®  through  the  works,  the  sections 
of  the  hank  maintained  by  the  other  companies  will  be  in- 
effectual to  prevent  the  inundation  of  several  thousand 
acres  of  ground  to  a  depth  of  from  four  to  six  feet,  thereby 
exposing  the  highways,  sewers.  League  Island  Park,  and 
other  municipal  improvements  to  serious  injury. 

Should  the  exigency  of  the  situation  require  action,  the 
city  has  authority  in  the  exercise  of  its  police  power  to 
enter  upon  the  ground  now  or  formerly  controlled  by  the 
meadow  companies  to  make  such  repairs  as  public  neces- 
sity may  require.  The  cost,  however,  must  be  borne  by 
the  city,  as  there  is  no  authority  to  lien  the  properties 
benefited  by  the  outlay.

Dear  Sir: — In  further  reference  to  the  subject  of  the 
paving  of  Tacony  street,  from  Bridge  to  Kennedy  street, 
from  the  facts  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed  in  your 
last  communication  in  the  matter,  it  would  appear  that 
the  present  proposed  pavement  is  an  original  paving  within 
the  meaning  of  the  law,  for  which  the  abutting  owners,  if 
the  property  be  not  rural,  would  be  liable. 

It  further  appears  therefrom,  moreover,  that  the  ordi- 
nance authorizing  such  paving  requires  the  contractor  to 
accept  assessment  bills.  In  view  of  this  provision  it 
would  seem  to  be  the  duty  of  your  <lepartment  to  treat  the 
paving  as  a  new  one,  and  1o  carry  out  the  requirement 
that  the  contractor  shall  take  such  assessment  bills  in  pay- 
ment for  his  work  and  assume  any  risk  which  may  exist. 
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of  the  pavement  being  held  to  be  a  second  one.  Should 
the  contractor  refuse,  however,  to  agree  to  take  the  assess- 
ment bills,  then  in  view  of  the  difficulty  in  determining 
whether  a  pavement  is  an  original  or  first  pavement,  for 
the  cost  of  which  the  property  would  be  liable,  I  would 
suggest  that  before  the  city  shall  undertake  to  pay  the 
contractor  by  warrant,  if  Councils  so  direct,  you  notify  the 
railway  company  to  repave  the  street,  so  that  in  the  event 
of  the  courts  relieving  the  property  o^vner  we  will  not  be 
defeated  in  a  suit  against  the  railway  company  to  recover 
the  cost,  because  notice  to  repave  was  not  given  it.

As  stated  in  my  former  communication,  it  is  my  opin- 
ion, notwithstanding  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General 
to  the  contrary,  that  the  commissions  on  personal  prop- 
erty taxes,  which  prior  to  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  Philadelphia  vs.  McMichael  and  Philadelphia 
vs.  Moore,  were  retained  by  the  County  Treasurers,  belong 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  should  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury.  , 

Since  the  receipt  of  your  letter  I  have  had  an  interview 
with  the  Attorney  General  and  have  arrangegd  mth  him 
for  the  institution  of  an  amicable  action  between  the  city 
and  State,  in  order  to  have  the  question  raised  by  the 
Auditor  General's  department  judicially  determined. 
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"We  hope  to  have  the  matter  submitted  to  the  court 
within  a  short  time.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  3rd  ult.,  in  reference  to 
bills  for  paving  Berks  street,  in  front  of  the  Monument 
Cemetery,  received. 

You  enclose  copies  of  letters  from  Joseph  H.  Shoemaker, 
Esq.,  attorney  for  the  Mounment  Cemetery  Company,  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company,  the  contractors  who  per- 
formed the  work,  and  also  a  letter  from  Wm.  H.  Brooks, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

You  desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  Monument 
Cemetery  Company  is  liable  for  the  paving  of  Berks  street, 
from  Broad  street  to  Sixteenth  street,  under  the  terms  of 
the  Act  of  June  4,  1901. 

It  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  determine  that  ques- 
tion. If  the  property  of  the  Monument  Cemetery  Com- 
pany is  a  burial  place  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  it  is 
liable  for  the  paving  of  Berks  street ;  if  it  is  a  burial  place 
not  used  or  held  for  private  or  corporate  profit,  it  is  exempt 
from  liability  for  the  paving  by  the  Act  of  1901.  Whether 
it  be  a  cemetery  for  profit  or  not  can  only  be  determined 
by  a  trial  in  the  courts.  It  originally  ownea  a  large  tract  of 
land,  and  evidently  for  profit,  sold  almost  all  of  it  for 
burial  lots.  The  lots  sold  and  used  for  burial  purposes,  I 
understand,  are  exempt  from  taxation;  the  ground  still 
owned  by  the  company  is  taxable. 

It  is  not  similar  to  the  German  Lutheran  Cemetery 
Company,   because  there  the  cemetery  was   attached  to 
the  church  property  and  was  for  the  use,  for  burial  pur- 
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poses,  of  the  members  of  the  congregation.  Do  not,  how- 
ever, infer  from  this  that  we  have  determined  that  the 
German  Lutheran  Cemetery  Company  is  not  liable  for  the 
street  improvements,  but  we  thought  it  was  sufficiently 
doubtful  for  the  city  to  take  the  assessment  bills  and  as- 
sume the  responsibility  of  collecting  them,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, from  the  abutting  property. 

In  the  case  of  the  Monument  Cemetary  Company,  I 
■understand  from  the  communication  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  that  the  contractor  agreed  to  accept 
the  assessment  bills,  and  the  bills  against  the  property  of 
the  Monument  Cemetery  Company  were  received  by  the 
contractor  in  payment.  Until  the  contractor  fails  to  col- 
lect it  cannot  be  determined  v.'hether  the  Monument  Ceme- 
tery Company,  as  to  the  abutting  property  on  Berks  street, 
is  liable  for  the  cost  of  the  paving.  It  may  be  that  in 
the  proceedings  to  assess  damages  the  city  refused  to  allow 
an  estimate  for  the  cost  of  paving,  but  that  was  because 
a  claimant  is  not  entitled  to  recover  as  damages,  the  cost 
of  street  improvements.  The  city  would  have  taken  this 
position  in  the  case  of  an  individual  property  owner.

Deae  Sie: — To  your  inquiry  relative  to  the  ten-foot 
strip  of  ground  on  Highland  avenue  south  of  Roanoke  street, 
I  reply,  that  it  appears  therefrom  that  E.  B.  Faries,  Esq., 
one  of  the  executors  of  the  H.  H.  Houston  Estate,  offers  to 
deliver  a  <leed  of  Mr.  Houston  and  wife  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  the  said  strip  of  ground  upon  being  paid  $25 
for  his  services  in  the  matter.  It  further  appears  that  Mr. 
Houston  in  his  lifetime  intended  to  convey  said  strip  to  the 
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city,  and  doubtless  made  siicli  deed  for  that  purpose;  also, 
that  a  police  station  house  has  been  erected  upon  a  part 
thereof.  You  request  to  be  advised  what  action  your  de- 
partment should  take  in  the  premises. 

I  do  not  think  that  your  department  has  authority  to 
take  any  action  in  the  absence  of  an  ordinance  directing 
that  some  course  be  followed.  Since,  however,  the  city  has 
erected  a  building  upon  the  ground  in  question,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  it. obtain  a  proper  title  thereto,  and  I  would  suggest 
that  your  department  prepare  an  ordinance  authorizing 
said  sum  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Faries  for  the  deed,  and  making 
the  necessai-y  appropriation  for  that  purpose.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  whether  the  clerks  of  Title 
Companies  should  be  allowed  to  make  abstracts  or  trans- 
soripts  from  the  books  in  your  custody  as  Receiver  of 
Taxes,  and  in  which  you  state  that  it  has  been  customaiy 
for  many  years  to  permit  this  to  be  done  under  your  pre- 
decessors, I  reply  tliat  such  books  are  public  records,  and  in 
the  opinion  of  this  department  are  therefore  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  any  citizen.  The  right  to  make  transcripts  or 
abstracts  therefrom  follo^vs  from  the  former  right. 

There  has  been  some  diversity  of  opinion  by  the  various 
courts  before  which  substantially  the  same  question  has 
arisen,  but  I  think  the  following  quotation  from  the  case  of 
Commonwealth  vs  Walton,  6  District  Eeports,  287,  per 
Audenried,  Judge,  embodies  the  more  generally  accepted 
view  upon  the  subject  :■ — 
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^*It  may  now  be  regarded  as  settled  law  in  this  coun- 
try tliat  every  coiiDorator  or  citizen  of  a  municipality 
has  the  right,  on  all  proper  occasions,  to  inspect  and 
eepy  its  records,  books  arid  dooumenls.  It  is  not  con- 
fined to  such  persons  only  as  may  have  a  special  in- 
terest in  the  result  of  the  examination.  And  while,  of 
course,  tliis  right  must  be  exercised  under  such  regu- 
lations as  are  reasonably  necessary  for  the  safety  of 
the  records  sought  to  be  inspected,  and  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  times  as  not  to  interfere  with  the 
business  of  the  office  where  they  are  stored,  the  court 
will,  by  writ  of  mandamus,  compel  its  recognition  by 
the  custodian  of  the  records,  in  tlie  event  that  he  forbid 
or  obstruct  their  examination.  .  .  .  They  are 
puhllc  records,  open  to  tl^e  inspection  of  e^^ery  citizen, 
and  it  is  not  for  the  respondent  to  inquire  into  or  pass 
upon  the  motives  of  those  who  ask  to  see  them."

Deak  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  whether  the  Philadelphia- 
Merion  Transportation  Company  is  not  rcquii^ed  to  take  out 
a  license  for  carrying  passengers,  I  reply  that  from  your 
communication  it  appears  that  said  company  is  operating  a 
car  by  gasoline  tlirougli  tlie  streets  of  the  city,  from  a  point 
on  Fifty-seeond  street  to  the  County  Line,  conveying  passen- 
g'ers  for  a  fare  of  five  cents  each ;  also,  that  it  has  taken 
out  a  state  license  and  a  city  operator's  license  for  said  car. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  department  the  car  in  question 
would  seem  to  l>e  more  in  the  nature  of  an  omnibus,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Ordinance  of  Mjarch  7,  1893,  page  16, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  running  of  omni-

buses  in  the  City  of  Philadelpliia  and  providing-  for  licens- 
ing the  same,'-  but  whatever  it  may  be,  it  is  not  such  a 
vehicle  as  can  be  run  under  a  private  license. 

Section  4-  of  the  Ordinance  of  1893  prescribes  the  fee  or 
chai-g-e  payable  for  the  privilege  of  running  omnibuses, 
which  fee  is  made  dependent  upon  their  weight,  together 
with  that  of  the  passengers  carried;  Provided,  further, 
lioirevei\  That  no  license  shall  issue  for  any  omnibus  the 
weight  of  which  when  loaded  shall  exceed  eleven  thousand, 
pounds.

Gentlf:\ien  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  5th 
inst,  in  reference  to  amending  tlie  various  loan  ordinances 
relative  to  the  rate  of  annual  taxes  to  be  levied. 

You  say  ths  Ordinance  of  June  lY,  1898,  provides  for 
the  levy  of  an  annual  tax  of  a  sum  "'not  more  than  seven- 
tenths  (7/10)  of  a  mill."  I  would,  call  your  attention  to 
the  amendment  of  the  above  ordinance  by  the  Ordinance  of 
November  2,  1898,  page  222,  making  it  read  "^Vhenever 
any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance  there 
shall  be  .  .  .  an  annual  tax  levied  of  seven-tenths 
(7/10)  of  a  mill  to  pa.y  the  interest  and  also  the  principal 
of  the  said  loan  within  thirty  years,  and  there  is  hereby 
annually  appropriated  out  of  the  tax  so  collected  a  s\im 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  loan,  and  also  the  prin- 
cipal thereof,  within  thirty  years  and  as  the  same  becomes 
payable."  The  same  language  substantially  has  been  used 
in  all  the  later  ordinances. 
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It  appears  that  the  recent  increase  in  the  vahiation  of 
real  estate  in  the  city  has  been  so  large  as  to  make  unneces- 
sary the  levy  of  a  tax  at  the  rate  set  forth  in  the  various 
ordinances  providing  for  the  same,  and  you  desire  to  know 
whether  Councils  and  tlie  Sinking  Fund  Commission  may 
so  amend  the  ordinance  as  to  change  the  rate  of  the  tax  levy 
as  thus  provided. 

By  Act  of  Assembly  it  is  required  that  before  tlie  issue  of 
municipal  loans  there  shall  be  an  annual  tax  levied  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  interest  and  sink  the  principal  within 
thirty  years.  After  the  loan  has  been  made,  therefore,  I 
think  neitlier  Councils  nor  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission 
have  power  to  change  the  rate  of  tax,  since  the  actual  levy 
thereof  is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  issue  of  the  loan. 
But  it  is  not  necessary  to  set  f.side  the  entire  amount  of  the 
annual  tax  each  year  for  the  redemption  of  the  loan  when 
such  amount  is  in  excess  of  that  requirement.  Only  a  sum 
sufficient  for  the  pur[30se  of  interest  payment  and 
redemption  need  be  provided  by  Councils. 

Relative  to  tlie  earlier  ordinances  which  direct  an  animal 
levy  in  a  sum  "not  more  than"  the  designated  rate,  it  is 
clear  that  by  this  language  the  sum  to  be  appropriated  is 
not  definitely  fixed,  but  remains  witliin  the  discretion  of 
Councils  so  long  as  a  sufficient  sum  is  set  aside  to  pay  the 
interest  and  principal  within  th.e  requisite  period.  And 
even  the  later  ordinances,  providing  for  an  annual  tax  in  a 
stated  sum  as  thereby  levied,  it  has  already  been  seen,  make 
an  appropriation  out  of  such  tax  "in  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  said  loan,  and  also  the  principal  thereof, 
within  thirty  years  and  as  the  same  becomes  payable,"  so 
that  as  to  the  latter  class  of  loans  also,  there  is  no  specific 
obligation  to  appropriate  the  whole  of  the  tax  if  it  be  in 
excess  of  the  amount  necessary. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  City  Cbntroller  in  his 
statement  sent  each  year  to  Councils,  set  apart  or  specify 
the  sum  required  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  also 
the  proper  proportion  of  the  principal.  Should  the  amount 
so  designated  be  less  than  that  Avliich  would  accrue  under 
the  rate  of  tax  mentioned  in  tlie  several  ordinances, 
Councils  may  then  appropriate  such  smaller  amount  for  the 
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purpose;  and  since  the  same  suffices  to  pay  tlie  interest 
and  make  due  provision  for  the  principal,  neither  tlie  spirit 
nor  the  letter  of  the  law  or  ordinances  will  be  infringed, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  this  department,  no  valid  objection 
can  be  made  to  tliis  course  of  procedure.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  14-th  insr.  enclosing  copy 
of  a  communication  from  George  Stuart  Patterson,  Esq., 
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Ass't  General  Solicitor  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  letter  of  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company, 
in  reference  to  assessment  bills  against  the  right  of  way  of 
the  Connecting  Railway  Company  for  the  paving  of  Le- 
high avenne,  received. 

The  courts  have  not  determined  whether  under  the  Act 
of  June  4,  1901,  the  right  of  way  of  a  railroad  company 
can  be  assessed  with  cost  of  paving  streets  or  the  making  of 
other  street  improvements.  The  cases  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Patterson,  were  decided  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of 
1901.  Section  5  of  that  Act,  after  enumerating  what 
proj)erty  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  provides  as  fol- 
lows :  "all  other  real  estate  by  whomsoever  o^v^led  and  for 
whatsoever  purpose  used,  shall  be  subject  to  all  tax  claims 
and  municipal  claims  herein  provided  for."  Whether 
this  will  include  the  right  of  way  of  a  railroad  company  is 
a  matter  which  the  Courts  will  be  required  to  determine.  In 
all  such  cases  we  have  advised  your  department  to  make  as- 
sessment bills  against  the  right  of  way  until  such  times  as 
the  matter  has  been  decided  by  the  Court.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  whether  the  city  has  the 
right  and  should  exercise  the  power  C'f  paving  ISTevada  and 
Mole  streets,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward,  I  reply,  that 
from  your  communication  it  appears  that  Mr.  John  Staf- 
ford has  by  conveyance  of  properties  abutting  on  those 
streets,  called  for  them  as  boundary  lines  of  such  proper- 
ties. I  further  gather  that  the  condition  of  the  said  streets 
is  such  as  to  make  them  exceedingly  dangerous,  and  there^- 
upon  you  desire  to  know  whether  the  city  should  by 
paving,  put  them  in  proper  condition,  or  whether  they 
are  to  be  regarded  as  private  streets  with  which  the  city 
has  no  right  to  interfere. 

In  the  recent  case  of  Barnes  vs.  Railroad,  27  Superior 
Court,  84,  (Advance  Reports)  it  w^as  decided  that  a  con- 
veyance of  property  which  calls  for  a  designated  street  as 
a  boundary,  not  only  requires  the  grantor  to  keep  such 
street  open  for  the  benefit  of  his  grantee,  but  also  operates 
as  a  dedication  thereof  to  the  public.  The  same  decision 
had  been  made  in  several  earlier  cases. 

If  there  were  no  further  facts,  therefore,  I  would  be  of 
•opinion  that  the  streets  in  question  were  to  be  treated 
.■as  public  streets  and  to  be  paved  accordingly  by  the  city

when  such  paving-  shonhl  be  regarded  as  necessary  and 
proper,  bnt  I  am  further  informed  by  the  Assisstant  Cbm- 
missioner  of  Highways  for  the  District  in  which  said 
streets  are  situated,  that  the  owner  of  the  property  covered 
by  the  bed  of  the  streets  is  about  to  execute  a.  deed  specific^ 
ally  dedicating  the  streets  to  the  city.  This,  of  course,, 
removes  any  possible  question  that  might  arise  u^mu  the 
siubject,  and  requires  that  your  question  be  answered  in 
the  affirmative,  to  the  effect,  to  wit,  that  the  cdty  will  be 
justified  in  making  repairs  or  doing  the  repaving  which  is 
needed.

Dear  Sir  : — Relative  to  the  private  sewer  constructed 
by  Robert  Wilson  in  Fifty-first  street,  north  of  Race  street, 
concerning  which  you  transmit  the  inquiry  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Board  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  whether 
the  city  can  be  charged  its  pro  rata  share  of  the  cose  of 
construction  when  it  connects  a  public  school  with  said 
sewer,  I  reply  that  the  matter  is  governed  by  the  Ordinance 
of  April  4,  1891,  page  187,  which  provides  that  such  pri- 
vate sewers  may  be  constructed  by  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  upon  the  street  in  which  it  is  desired  to  lay  the 
sewer.  It  is  further  provided  that  such  construction  shall 
be  "at  the  sole  cost  of  the  CAvner  or  owners  of  property 
and  mthout  any  cost  or  charge  whatsoever  to  the  city." 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Department  the  last  cited  pro- 
vision means  only  that  the  city  shall  not  be  called  on  tO' 
contribute  to  the  original  construction  of  the  sewer,  but 
that  the  same  shall  be  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  person  or  per- 
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sons  building-  the  same.     This  has  no  reference  to  the  city 
as  an  owner  of  property  which  it  seeks  to  connect  with 
private  sewers  so  built.      In  that  respect  it  is  upon  the 
same  footing  as  other  property  owners.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  relative 
to  the  issuing  of  permits  for  buildings  in  Birch  Place. 
Therefrom  it  appears  that  in  1900,  Messrs.  Marks  Bro- 
thers acquired,  partly  by  lease  and  partly  by  purchase, 
properties  on  Arc4i  street  west  of  their  corner  store,  and 
on  Eighth  street  north  thereof.  On  the  land  so  leased  and 
purchased,  including  Birch  Place,  they  erected  their  pres- 
ent building.  Birch  Place  being  an  alley  twelve  feet  wide 
running  west  from  Eighth  street,  one  hundred  and  forty- 
four  feet  north  of  Arch  street,  but  not  running  through 
to  the  next  public  street  west  of  Eighth  street.  This  ave- 
nue (Birch  Place)  was  not  dedicated  to  the  city  but  was 
laid  out  about  one  hundred  years  ago.  Messrs.  Marks 
Brothers  having  retired  from  business  the  different  prop- 
erties have  reverted  to  their  original  owners  and  the  bonds- 
men of  that  firm  are  required  under  their  bond,  to  restore 
the  buildings  previously  existing  to  their  original  con- 
struction. Tn  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of 
April  8,  1890,  page  124,  you  inquire  whether  it  would 
be  proper  to  issue  the  necessary  permits  as  requested.  That 
ordinance  provides  that  no  street  to  be  o}>ened,  shall  be  ac- 
cepted or  placed  upon  the  ]il:in  of  the  city  that  is  of  a  less 
width  than  thirty  feet,  or  unless  it  shall  run  from  one 
public  street  to  another  and  in  a  straight  line ;  Providing, 
further.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  issue  any  permit  for- 
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the  erection  of  any  building  or  buildings,  or  for  the  intro- 
duction of  gas,  water,  sewer  or  drains  or  to  make  surveys 
or  give  lines,  or  in  any  manner  countenance,  authorize  or 
permit  the  erection  of  any  building  or  buildings  fronting 
on  any  street  unless  said  street  shall  be  not  less  than  thirty 
feet  in  width  and  shall  be  continuous  and  run  in  a  straight 
line,  from  one  public  street  to  another. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of 
1890  apply  to  the  conditions  involved  in  your  inquiry. 
Birch  Place  appears  to  have  been  a  private  alley,  and 
maintained  as  such  by  the  owners  of  the  surrounding  prop- 
erty, for  a  period  of  one  hundred  years.  Upon  leasing 
the  said  properties  to  Messrs.  Marks  Brothers,  the  alley 
was  only  temporarily  abandoned,  the  conditions  of  the 
bonds  obviously  looking  to  the  restoration  of  the  buildings 
to  their  original  condition  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease. 

The  ordinance  prohibits  the  erection  of  buildings  upon 
streets  of  the  character  therein  indicated, — that  is  to  say, 
the  construction  or  erection  of  new  buildings.  The  present 
application  is  rather  to  restore  the  buildings  to  their 
original  conditions  than  to  erect  such  new  ones.  The  pur- 
pose is  not  to  create  a  set  of  new  conditions,  but  to  resume 
old  ones  which  it  was  never  the  purpose  of  the  parties  in- 
terested permanently  to  interrupt. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  prohibitions  in- 
tended in  the  ordinance  to  which  you  refer,  do  not  require 
that  you  should  refuse  to  issue  the  building  permits  as 
requested.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  communication  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Merion  Transportation  Company  to 
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yourself,  in  relation  to  the  charge  of  an  omnibus  fee, 
which  you  have  forwarded  to  this  department  and  which 
I  herewith  return. 

The  Act  of  April  '23,  1903,  which  is  therein  referred 
to,  provides  for  the  licensing  of  automobiles  and  contains 
a  provision  that  no  person  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  license 
fee  in  more  than  one  city  or  municipality  in  any  one  year. 
This,  however,  I  think  refers  merely  to  the  right  of  oper- 
ating an  automobile  as  such  and  without  reference  to  its 
character  as  a  public  conveyance.  It  does  not  sanction 
the  running  of  omnibuses,  which  so  far  as  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  is  concerned,  are  governed  by  the  Ordinance 
of  March  7,  1893,  page  16.  That  ordinance  establishes 
a  system  of  license  fees  for  onmibuses  varying  with  the 
weight  of  the  vehicle,  and  providing  that  no  license  shall 
issue  for  any  omnibus  the  weight  of  which  shall,  when 
loaded  with  passengers,  exceed  eleven  thousand  pounds. 
The  ordinance  forbids  the  running  of  omnibuses  within  the 
city  unless  a  proper  license  therefor  shall  be  obtained 
and  the  fee  paid  and  section  4  fixes  a  penalty  of  one  thou- 
sand (1,000)  dollars  for  any  failure  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  that  section.  Section*  7  makes  it  the  duty  of 
the  City  Solicitor  upon  evidence  of  any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  being  filed  with  him,  to  sue 
for  and  recover  the  penalty  for  such  violation. 

If  the  vehicle  of  the  Transportation  Company  be  an 
omnibus,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Department,  that  company 
is  not  protected  in  operating  the  same  by  having  obtained 
an  automobile  license  in  Montgomery  County. 

The  fundamental  question  is,  therefore,  whether  such 
vehicle  is  an  automobile  within  the  meaning  of  the  ordi- 
nance above  mentioned. 

As  stated  to  you  in  my  former  communication  upon  this 
subject,  it  would  seem  that  the  vehicle  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Merion  Transportation  Company  should  be  regarded 
as  an  omnibus,  and  therefore  will  require  the  taking  out 
of  a  license  for  the  running  of  such  omnibus  before  it  can 
be  lawfully  operated  upon  the  streets  of  the  City,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  said  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  relative 
to  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Philip  H.  Johnson, 
Architect  for  the  erection  of  new  hospital  buildings  &c., 
under  the  clause  in  the  contract  to  the  effect  that  two  per 
cent,  on  the  amount  of  the  contract  and  agreement  when 
consummated  shall  be  paid  to  him.  If  this  language  stood 
alone  it  would  be  difficult  to  decide  whether  "consum- 
mated" referred  to  the  execution  of  the  contracts  or  to  their 
completion,  that  word  being  frequently  used  in  each  sense. 
The  doubt  is  resolved,  however,  when  the  context  is  con- 
sidered. The  entire  clause  of  the  contract  between  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  Mr.  Johnson,  which  relates  to 
the  compensation  of  the  latter,  is  as  follows : 

''In  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the  fore- 
going,  the   party  of  the   first  part  convenants   and 
agrees  to  pay  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the 
sum  of  five  per  centum  of  the  total  cost  of  the  said 
buildings  when  completed,  including  all  the  fixtures 
necessary  to  render  them  fit  for  occupation.      The 
amount  to  be  paid  in  instalments  as  follows :  'One  per 
cent,  on  the  estimated  cost  of  the  work  involved  by 
preliminary  drawings,  wiien  such  drawings  have  been 
approved  by  the  said  party  of  the  fist  part.     Two 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  each  contract  and  agree- 
ment when  consummated.    The  balance,  two  per  cent., 
to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  the  conpletion  of  the  con- 
tract and  the  said  buildings  are  ready  for  occupancy." 
It  is  clear  from  the  verbiage  thus  used  that  one  per 
cent,  on  the  cost  of  the  work  is  to  be  paid  when  the  draw- 
ings shall  be  approved,  "two  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of 
each  contract   and   agreement  when  consummated,"   and 
two  per  cent,  at  the  completion  of  the  contracts  and  when 


tlie  building  are  ready  for  occupancy,  making  in  all  five 
per  cent,  it  is  clear  that  the  two  per  cent,  to  be  paid 
upon  consummation  is  due  some  time  intermediate 
between  the  acceptance  of  the  drawings  and  the  com- 
pletion of  the  buildings  and  their  readiness  for  occupancy. 
The  only  period  thus  intermediate  to  which  the  word 
^'consummated"  could  properly  be  held  to  apply  would 
seem  to  be  the  period  when  the  contracts  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  buildings  are  executed ;  and  I  am  accordingly 
of  the  opinion  that  when  the  contracts  shall  be  so  exe- 
cuted, if  this  has  not  already  been  done,  the  two  per  cent, 
payable  upon  the  consummation  thereof  will  become  due.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  under  date 
of  the  10th  instant  regarding  the  failure  of  George  C. 
Dietrich  under  Contract  No.  29  to  do  certain  work,  wherein 
there  was  a  sum  of  $800  retained  to  cover  such  deficiencies, 
and  it  appearing  that  leaks  in  the  roof  of  the  pump  well 
now  exist,  and  your  question  regarding  the  same  being  as  to 
whether  you  can  apply  the  balance  of  $200  to  the  making  of 
repairs  thereto,  I  would  answer  that  a  portion  of  the  pro- 
vision of  the  said  contract  is  as  follows : — 

"Or  shall  he  (the  said  contractor)  neglect  or  refuse 
to  renew  or  again  perform  such  work  as  may  be  re- 
jected by  the  said  Director  as  defective  or  unsuitable, 
or  shall  he  in  any  other  manner  in  the  opinion  of 
the  said  Director  make  default  in  the  performance  of 
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his  contract,  then,  and  in  any  such  case  the  said  Direc- 
tor shall  promptly  notify  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  in  writing  of  such  neglect  or  default.     If  such 
notitication  be  without  effect  witliin  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  delivery  thereof,  then  and  in  that  case  the 
said  Director  may  notify  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  to  discontinue  all  work  under  this  contract ;  and 
the  said  Director  shall  thereupon  have  full  authority 
and  power  immediately  to  purchase  such  materials, 
tools  and  macliinery,  and  to  employ  such  workmen  as 
in  his  opinion  shall  be  required  for  the  proper  com- 
pletion of  the  said  work  at  the  cost  and  expense  of 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part  or  his  surety,  or  both ; 
or  the  said  Director  may  without  notice  declare  this 
contract  null   and   void,   and   the  security  bond   and 
retained  percentage  and  the  material  delivered  and 
used  in,  on  or  about  the  said  work,  shall  then  become 
the  property  of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia." 
If  this  defect  arises  from  the  neglect  of  the  contractor 
in  the  performance  of  the  said  contract,  then  under  the 
above  quoted  provision  tliereof,  in  my  opinion  you  have  full 
authority  to  retain  the  said  $200  and  apply  it  to  the  perfect- 
ing of  said  work.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  Avhethei'  a 
police  boat  which  has  become  disabled  and  for  which  the 
city  hasi  no  further  use  can  be  sold  without  an,  ordinance 
authorizing  this  to  be  done ;  or  whether  the  Ordinance  of 
June  5,  1877,  page  151,  is  sufficient  authority  for  tliat  pur- 
pose. 
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The  ordinance  referred  to  authorizes  the  sale  of  city  prop- 
erty not  in  use,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Markets  and  City  Property  this 
course  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city,  subject  to  confir- 
mation by  Cbuncils.  The  ordinance,  however,  requires  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  to  be  paid  into  the  Sinking  Fund,  and 
also,  that  the  necessai-y  deed  or  deeds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
M'ayor. 

These  provisions,  especially  the  former  one,  Avould  seem 
to  confine  the  scope  of  the  ordinance  to  real  estate,  since  the 
proceeds  of  personal  property  are  not  in  any  case  to  be  paid 
into  the  Sinking  Fund. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  the  ordinance  in  ques- 
tion will  not  authorize  the  sale  of  the  police  boat  to  which 
yoii  refer,  and  that  a  special  ordinance  for  that  purpose 
would  seem  to  be  necessary.

Deae  Sie  : — Relative  to  your  inquiry  who  should  issue  a 
permit  to  the  surety  for  the  contractor  who  is  proceeding 
with  the  work  of  raising  the  "S:  S.  Bermuda"  in  the 
Delaware  River,  such  permit  being  for  the  use  of  explosives 
in  the  course  of  said  work,  I  reply  that  by  Act  of  April  14, 
1859,  P.  L.  643,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Master  Warden 
of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  upon  information  of  the 
sinking  of  any  vessel  in  the  channel  way  of  the  tide  waters 
of  tlie  Delaware  River  within  the  limits  of  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia  to  give  notice  requiring  the  removal  thereof; 
:and  Providing  further,  That  upon  such  notice  being  dis- 
obeyed he  shall  proceed  to  effect  the  removal  of  the  obstruc- 
tion. 

By  Act  of  March  29,  1903,  Section  16 ;  4  Staith,  page 
'72,  provision  is  made  for  the  appointment  of  the  Harbor 
Master  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  by  the  Governor,  and 
among  his  duties  is  declared  to  be  that  of  superintending 
the  execution  of  all  laws  of  the  Commonvv'-ealth  and  of  all 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  corporation  of  the 
city  or  of  the  Wardens  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  "for 
cleaning  the  docks  and  wharves  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia, 
for  preventing  all  nuisances  at  the  wharves  and  docks  afore- 
said by  burning  or  breaming  any  ships  or  vessels  or  other- 
wise howsoever,"  and  generally  for  the  execution  of  the 
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neoessaiy  orders  for  keeping    the  docks  and  wharves  in. 
proper  condition  and  the  channel  way  unobstructed. 

As  such  executive  officer  for  the  aforesaid  purposes,  I 
think  that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Harbor  Master 
for  the  necessary  permit.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  relative  to 
contract  with  Messrs.  Melville  and  Macalpine,  ISTaval  archi- 
tects for  the  drawing  of  plans  and  specifications  in  the 
construction  of  two  City  lee  and  Fire  Boats.  I  under- 
stand therefrom  that  an  ordinance  was  duly  passed  and  ap- 
proved March  23rd  1905,  providing  an  ap];:)^'opriation  of 
$250,000  for  the  building  of  said  boats ;  that  a  contract 
was  thereupon  made  with  Messrs.  Melville  and  Macalpine 
to  draw  plans  for  that  purpose,  stipulating  for  payment  to 
them  of  five  per  cent,  of  tlie  contract  price ;  two  per  cent, 
payable  upon  the  awarding  of  the  contract  for  tlie  construc- 
tion of  the  boats,  and  three  i3<?r  cent,  to  be  paid  upon  their 
■oompletion  and  delivery.  After  the  execution  of  said  con- 
tract it  was  found  that  the  sum  of  $250,000  was  insufiicient 
to  build  the  two  boats,  and  under  a  resolution,  of  Councils 
autiiorizing  that  step  an  award  was  made  to  MIessrs.  Ci'amp 
■&  Sons  for  the  construction  of  the  boats  for  the  sum  of 
$730,000.  Thereupon  a  new  contract  has  been  drarwn  with 
the  IsTaval  Architects  for  the  payment  of  five  per  cent,  upon 
tlie  latter  sum  amounting  to  $36,500.  It  is  concerning 
the  last  mentioned  contract  that  you  inquire. 

The  appropriation  of  $250,000  heretofore  made  has  not 
yet  been  increased  so  as  to  cover  the  amount  to  be  paid 
under  the  contract  awarded  to  Cramp  and  Sons,  as  already 
stated. 
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Since  the  sum  of  $250,000  has  been  appropriated  to  this- 
purpose,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  been 
authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  buildino-  of  the 
said  vessels,  I  am  of  opinion  tliat  any  contracts  which 
it  may  make  for  that  purpose  within  the  sum  appropriated 
are  valid  and  proper,  and  that  there  is  no  objection  to  your 
countersign! ing  the  same.

''I  am  directed  by  tlie  Committee  on  Street  Passen- 
ger Railways  to  refer  to  you  copies  of  ordinances  to 
repeal  ordinances  authorizing  the  Moyamensing  and 
Southwark   Rapid   Transit   Co.,   the  P'rankford   and 
Southwark  Philadelphia  Cdty  Passenger  Railway  Co. 
and  the  Twenty-second  and  Allegheny  Avenue  Pass- 
enger Railway  Co.  to  extend  tracks  and  trolley  system 
in  certain  streets,  and  ask  your  opinion  as  to  tlie  right 
of  Councils  to  pass  the  pending  bills  repealing  these 
ordinances,  tlie  same  having  been  passed  by  Councils 
on  May  18,  1905." 
While  the  ordinances  which  it  is  proposed  to  repeal  are 
not  before  me,  yet  I  understand  that  they  were  ordinances 
giving  the  consent  of  Councils  to  the  extension  of  the  tracks 
of  the  above  named  railway  comp'anies  on  certain  streets  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  which  passed  Councils  on  the 
4th  day  of  May,  1905,  were  vetoed  by  his  Honor,  the  Mayor 
and  passed  by  Councils  on  May  18,  1905,  over  the  said  veto. 
Article  XVII,  Section  9  of  the  Constitution  of  1874 
provides  that  "no  street  passenger  railway  shall  be   con- 


■structed  within  the  limits  of  any  city,  borong-h,  or  toAvnship, 
without  the  consent  of  its  local  authorities." 

In  the  present  case,  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities 
was  given  to  the  said  railway  companies  to  extend  their 
tracks  by  said  ordinances  of  May  18,  1905.  By  tlie  present 
■ordinances  it  is  now  proposed  to  withdraw  or  revoke  that 
consent. 

Councils  as  legislative  bodies  have  the  right  ordinarily 
to  repeal  any  ordinances  which  they  may  have  passed. 
Wliere,  ho^\'e^"er,  consent  has  been  given  by  them  to  the 
■exercise  of  a  franchise  by  a  passenger  railway  company 
and  the  railway  company  has  entered  into  possession  of  tlie 
streets,  or  has  done  some  act,  or  incurred  expense  in  carry- 
ing into  effect  the  privilege  or  franchise  so  granted, 
Councils  cannot  lawfully  "\vitlidraw  or  revoke  their  consent 
by  a  repeal  of  the  ordinance  conferring  it^  since  to  do  so 
would  be  in  effect  to  take  away  or  destroy  tlie  property 
rights  of  the  railway  company. 

I  am  not  informed  by  your  letter,  but  I  assume  the  fact 
to  be  that  these  railway  companies  have  not  done  any  act 
pursuant  to  the  said  ordinances,  or  which  was  required  by 
the  same,  by  which  there  was  irrevocably  vested  in  them  the 
privilege  or  franchise  to  occupy  the  streets  mentioned ;  that 
no  permit  has  been  granted  to  them  by  the  Board  of  Higji- 
way  Supervisors  for  the  purpose  of  laying  their  trades ;  and 
that  they  have  not  entered  into  possession  of  the  streets 
named,  nor  incurred  expense  in  the  consti'uction,  operation 
or  extension  of  their  system  over  the  same. 

Therefore,  in  my  opinion.  Councils  have  the  full  power 
and  authonty  to  repeal  the  said  Ordinances  of  May  18, 
1905.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  June 
lOiJi, — M'hat  is  the  meaning  of  the  phrase  "delivered  to 
the  contractor  at  the  site  of  the  work," — as  used  in  para- 
gi'aph  176,  page  QQ,  of  the  speciii cations  forming  part  of 
Contract  29,  Lardner's  Point  Pimiping  Station  No.  2. 

By  the  langiiage  tlius  used  the  obligation  is  placed  upon 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  deliver  certain  material  to  the 
contractor  at  the  site  of  the  work,  and  you  wish  to  know 
whether  this  requires  delivery  on  railroad  cars,  or  boats  or 
barges,  at  the  site  of  the  work  generally,  or  whether  it  re- 
quires that  the  city  should  at  its  own  expense  unload  the 
material  so  furnished  and  transport  it  to  that  portion  of  the 
site  of  the  work  Avhere  it  is  to  be  actually  used  in  the  process 
of  construction. 

The  matter  is  one  which  is  governed  largely  by  the  usage 
of  the  business  as  well  as  by  tlie  terms  of  the  contract., 
From  the  latter  I  think  it  is  clear  that  if  the  material  can 
be  delivered  upon  cars,  boats  or  barges,  at  any  portion  of  the 
site  of  the  work,  the  city  by  so  furnishing  sudi  material  at 
the  wharf  or  point  upon  the  railroad  which  is  at  the  site 
of  the  work  and  which  is  nearest  tO'  that  particular  place 
where  it  is  to  be  used,  has  complied  with  the  terms  of  the 
contract,  and  is  not  required  eitlier  to  unload  the  material 
from  the  oars  or  boats,  or  to  transport  it  to  the  point  where 
it  is  to  be  actually  used  in  the  work ;  or  to  pay  for  so  doing. 

Unless  there  is  a  clear  and  well  defined  usage  to  the  con- 
trary, I  would  therefore  instruct  you  that  the  officials  of  the 
city  should  construe  the  contract  in  accordanoe  with  the- 
foregoing  understanding.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  _your  inquiry  of  the  14tli 
inst.,  whether  it  woiihl  be  proper  and  advisable  for  Cbuncils 
to  pass  an  ordinance  for  the  opening  of  Ludlow  street  be- 
tween Markoe  and  Forty-eighth  streets,  an  ordinance  hav- 
ing already  been  passed  to  la\'  a  sewer  in  said  street  and 
security  having  been  entered  for  damages  to  private 
property  therefrom.  The  object  of  introducing  the  ordin- 
ance for  the  opening  of  the  street  at  this  time,  I  understand, 
is  that  damages  for  both  purposes  may  be  assessed  together. 

I  see  no  legal  objection  to  this  course,  which,  on  the  con- 
trary, would  seem  to  be  an  advisable  one. 

I  return  herewith  the  draft  of  ordinaiice  forwarded. 
You  say,  ''If  this  meets  with  your  view,  I  would  suggest 
the  advisability  of  having  the  ordinance  intxoduced,  a  draft 
of  Avhich  is  for^varded  herewith."  Do  you  mean  thereby 
that  this  department  shall  take  the  initiaiive  in  procuring 
the  introduction  of  such  an  ordinance?  If  so  I  will  take 
pleasure  in  so  doing.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
relative  to  private  sewer  built  in  1898  by  Cornelius  Haney 
on  West  Logan  street,  between  Morris  street  and  Pulaski 
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avenue,  in  accordance  ^vith  the  Ordinances  of  May  12, 
1866,  and  April  4,  1891.  Application  lias  been  made,  it 
appears,  to  connect  vnth  said  sewer,  and  you  inquire  to 
whom  pajTiient  should  be  made  of  the  applicant's  share  of 
the  expense  of  construction,  Mr.  Haney  having  made  an 
assignment  to  one,  William  C.  lIcBride,  who,  you  state, 
under  order  of  tlie  Court,  has  sold  all  of  the  property 
abutting  on  the  street  which  Mr.  Haney  formerly  o\vned. 

All  rights  to  be  compensated  for  the  use  of  the  sewer 
which  Mr.  Haney  had,  having  passed  to  his  assignee,  it 
would  seem  that  pajnnent  of  such  compensation  may  be 
made  to  the  latter. 

You  further  ask  what  proceedings  chould  be  followed 
to  protect  the  city  from  claims  which  might  be  made  by 
Cornelius  Haney  in  case  a  j)erniit  should  be  granted  after 
payment  is  made  to  another  party.  In  order  to  meet  such,  a 
contingency  I  would  suggest  that  the  applicant  be  required 
to  furnish  a  bond  indemnifying  tlie  city  against  any  such 
claims.

In  re  Repairs  to  Mole  and  Nevada  streets. 

A.  Lincoln  Acker,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  repairs  to  Mole  and  N^evada  streets,  received.  A  similar 
coimmunication  under  date  of  April  14,  1905,  was  received 
from  Peter  E.  Costello',  Esq.,  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  AVorks,  and  answered  by  me  on  April  18,  1905, 
&  copy  of  which  answer  I  enclose  herewith. 
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As  stated  in  that  opinion,  Mole  and  Nevada  streets  may- 
be public  streets  as  far  as  the  grantor  it^  concerned,  and 
likewise  as  to  the  city  itself,  if  they  have  been  accepted  by 
the  ]3roper  authorities.  As  they  do  not  run  from  street  to 
street,  and  have  not  been  opened  and  in  use  prior  to  1871, 
they  could  not  be  placed  upon  the  city  plans,  and  under  the 
present  ordinance  a  deed  of  dedication  could  not  be  accepted 
by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  stated  in  your  letter,  and  which 
did  not  appear  in  that  of  your  predecessor,  and  al^o  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  these  streets  have  not  been,  and  under 
the  present  law,  cannot  be  plotted,  I  would  advise  that 
you  regard  them  at  the  present  time  as  private  streets,  ajid 
follow'the  Ordinance  of  Mtirch  21,  1887,  page  62,  as  to 
their  repairing. 

If  the  pro]>erty  o's\mers  refuse  to  repair  said  streets,  after 
notice  and  within  the  time  required  by  the  Ordinance,  then 
you  should  do  so,  and  this  department  will  endeavor  to 
compel  the  property  o\\iiers  to  make  payment  to  the  city. 
If,  however,  we  fail  in  so  doing,  the  city  will  not  be  in  any 
worse  condition  than  by  now  repairing  them  without  first 
notifying  the  property  owners.

My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: — In  reference  to  your  oral  query 
addressed  to  me  on  Saturday,  if  you  will  permit  me,  I 
would  prefer  to  answer  it  by  submitting  a  synopsis  of  the 
law  rather  than  to  formulate  an  opinion,  for  the  reason, 
that  in  view  of  the  poissibilities  that  may  occur,  which  you 
can  understand,  by  the  means  thus  taken  I  would  be  left 
;at  liberty  to  freely  argue  the  case. 
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In  the  very  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  per 
Brown,  J.,  in  the  case  of  Major  vs.  Aldan  Borough,  209 
Pa.,  247,  the  opinion  of  the  court,  after  adverting  to  the 
fact  that  the  electors  do  not  pass  upon  the  purposes  of  th© 
loan,  but  upon  the  question  Avhether  the  loan  shall  be 
authorized  or  not,  as  previousl}'  decided  in  Barr  vs.  Phila., 
191  Pa.,  438,  continues  as  folloAvs: 

""Wlien,  by  an  ordinance,  the  municipal  authorities 
direct,  in  conformity  to  the  constitutional  requirement, 
the  submission  to  a  popular  vote  of  tJie  question  of  the 
increase  of  the  indebtedness,  the  purpose  for  increas- 
ing it  is  distinctly  set  forth,  and,  in  the  notice  of  the 
election  this  pui'pose  again  appears,  and  on  his  ticket 
the  elector  finds  a  brief  statement  of  it  and  the  a^mount 
of  the  increase,  the  borough  council  cannot,  after  che 
increase  is  authorized  by  a  popular  vote,  so  cast,  divert 
the  money  from  the  purpose  for  which  tliey,  in  the  first 
instance,  declared  it  was  to  be  used.  In  voting  for  the 
increase  the  electors  have  a  right  to  assume,  and  vote- 
accordingly,  that  tlieir  representatives  will  expend  the 
money  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  asked  it.  To 
permit  them  to  do  otherwise  would  be  to  permit  theni' 
to  practice  fraud  and  deception  upon  their  trusting 
constituents,  and  when  an  attempt  is  made  by  those  in 
authority  to  so  violate  faith  wdth  the  people,  they  will 
be  halted  by  a  chancellor.  But  such  diversion  of  public- 
moneys  from  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  raised 
must  be  substantial.  Sound  discretion  must  rest  in 
the  authorities  in  carrying  out  the  purpose,  and  the 
mere  adoption  of  a  certain  method  in  doing  so,  or  mak- 
ing changes  in  the  same,  camiot  be  regarded  as  an  un- 
lawful diversion,  if,  in  tlie  end,  the  real  purpose  of  the 
authorized  loan  is  attained." 

While  this  w^as  decided  with  reference  to  a  borough,  yet 
the  Acts  of  Assembly  bearing  on  the  subject  apply  generally 
to  municipal  cor]3orations  of  every  kind,  so  that  no  distinc- 
tion favorable  to  cities  of  the  first  class  would  seem  possible. 
Indeed,  cities  of  that  class  differ  from  others  only  in  being- 
subject  to  the  special  proviso  contained  in  Section  11,  Act: 
of  May  23,  1874,  P.  L.  234: 
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"That  the  specific  purpose  or  purposes  for  which-, 
the  said  loan  is  authorized  shall  be  distinctly  set  out 
in  the  said  ordinance,  and  that  the  moneys  received 
for  said  loan  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purposes  other 
than  those  so  stated."" 
What  was  actually  decided  in  the  case  above  referred  tO' 
was  that  after  a  loan  had  been  authorized  for  a  Telford 
road,  slight  deviations  in  tlie  structure  of  the  roadway, 
which  it  was  urged  would  make  it  something  different  from 
Telford,     were    not   sufficient    to   prevent     the    borough 
authorities  from  using  the  borrowed  money  as  they  pur- 
posed doing. 

I  understand  yoiir  inquiry  to  relate  specifically  to  the 
following  items:  $1,000,000  for  a  library  site  and  build- 
ing; $900,000  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  ou  the 
line  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Trenton  Railroad,  concerning 
'both  of  which  authority  was'  derived  from  the  voters  under 
the  election  provided  for  by  Ordinance  of  September  27, 
1897  ;  and  approximately  $513,000  of  the  loan  for  the  Sub- 
way. 

I  am  informed  that  a  part  of  these  sums  has  already 
been  borrowed  for  the  several  purposes  indicated,  the 
balance  not  yet  having  been  negotiated.  As  to  the  part  not 
borrowed,  it  would  seem  that  the  city  authorities  have  not 
the  right  tO'  proceed  with  the  issue  of  the  loans  with  the  in- 
tention of  using  the  fund  to  be  so  raised  for  a  purpose 
other  than  that  which  was  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the 
electors  and  printed  upon  the  ballots  cast  by  them. 

As  to  the  sums  which  have  actually  been  borrowed,  the 
inference  would  also  seem  to  be  that  they  can  not  be  used 
for  purposes  other  than  those  authorized  by  the  electors, 
unless  such  purposes  have  been  otherwise  accomplished,  or- 
from  any  cause  have  become  impossible  of  fulfilment,  in 
which  event,  the  city  would  not  be  precluded  from  apphang 
the  money  for  the  abolitiou  of  the  grade  crossings  on  the- 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway,  or  in  suoh  other  manner 
as  the  proper  autliorities  may  deem  advisable. 

The  foregoing  necessarily  brief  and  general  expressions- 
embody  an  exposition  of  the  law  as  it  is  at  present.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  recei]>t  of  yonr  communication 
relative  to  ]\Ir.  Howard  S.  Bear,  Avho  is  Secretary  of  the 
29th  Sectional  School  Board  and  Fifth  Assistant  Clerk  of 
the  Orphans'  Coiu't.  You  state  that  your  attention  has 
been  called  to  the  Act  of  June  1st,  1885,  knoAvn  as  the 
"Bullitt  Bill,"  with  the  suggestion  that  the  two  positions 
held  by  Mr.  Bear  are  incompatible  under  that  Act,  and 
therefore,  that  he  should  not  be  permitted  to  draw  the 
salaries  pertaining  to  both  positions. 

The  pertinent  provision  of  that  Act  is  as  follows:  "Xo 
person  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  of  profit  in  any  city 
department,  and  no  person  shall  hold  any  office  of  profit 
under  the  city  or  any  department  thereof  while  holding  any 
other  official  or  representative  position  of  profit  in  or  under 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  of  this  Clommon- 
wealtli,  or  of  any  such  city,  except  in  the  militia  seiwice  of 
this  Commonwealth." 

The  secretaryship  of  a  sectional  school  board  is  not,  I 
think,  an  office  within  the  meaning  of  said  Act,  conse- 
quently the  holder  of  that  position  is  not  disqualified  from 
"holding  any  other  official  or  representative  position  of 
profit  in  or  under  the  government  of  the  United  States,  of 
this  Commonwealth,  or  of  any  such  city." 

I  therefore  think  tliere  is  no  valid  objection  to  the  same 
person  l>eing  Fifth  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Orphans'  Cburt 
and  Secretary  of  a  Sectional  School  Board.

In  re  Exemption  from  Municipal  Claim.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor    of    the  28th  inst.   enclosing - 
letter  from  Frank  E.  Smith,  Acting  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  in  reference  to  the  paving  of  footways  in  front 
of  property  on  the  east  side  of  Aramingo  avenue,  received. 

You  state  that  notice  was  served  on  John  T.  Lewis,  the 
o^vner  of  property,  to  pave  the  footway  in  front  thereof.  The 
letter  of  AugiTst  15,  1902,  refeiTed  to  in  your  communication, 
was  "^witten  in  reference  to  paving  bills  and  did  not  refer  to 
street  paving.  Whether  it  is  exempt  or  not  is  regulated  by 
the  Ordinance  of  Mjarch  31,  1902  (Ordinances,  page  69), 
which  provides  as  follows  :  ''Any  owners  of  property  on  said 
Oakdale  street  and  Aramingo  avenue,  from  Lehigh  avenue 
to  Cumberland  street,  who  shall  file  an  agreement  releasing 
the  city  from  damages  arising  by  reason  of  tlie  opening  of 
the  said  street  shall  be  exempt  from  all  charges  for  muni- 
cipal improvements."  Evidently  the  city  only  intended  to 
exempt  the  property  from  those  municipal  improvements 
which  tlie  city  was  required  to  do  and  under  the  law  could 
assess  the  cost  thereof  against  the  property  abutting  on  the 
street.  The  paving  of  sidewalks  is  required  to  be  done  by 
the  property  owner,  and  the  city  does  not  do  tliis  work 
unless  after  notice  to  the  property  o-\\nier,  he  fails  or  refuses 
to  do  it.  It  is  not  strictly  a  mimicipal  improvement.  It  is 
a  charge  made  against  the  property  after  the  failure  of  the 
property  owner  to  construct  the  pavement,  and  it  is  the 
exercise  of  the  police  power  and  in  no  sense  the  taxing 
power.  The  subsequent  repairing  of  the  footway  would 
be  a  similar  kind  of  claim. 

In  Wilkinsburg  Boro  vs.  Home  for  Aged  Women,  131 
Pa.,  109,  this  principle  was  established  by  the  Supreme 
Court.. 
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It  would  seem  tliat  in  the  absence  of  anything  to  show 
that  the  agreement  included  the  paving  of  footways,  the 
property  owner  would  not  be  exempt  from  doing  that  work. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  property  o^vner  should  be  re- 
quired to  pave  the  sidewalk  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so  after 
notice,  the  city  should  do  it  and  charge  the  cost  thereof 
against  the  property,  and  then,  if  the  property  owner 
refuses  to  pay,  a  lien  can  be  filed  and  the  court  determine 
whether  municipal  improvements  under  the  said  ordinance, 
includes  sidewalk  paving.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  relative  to 
bill  and  warrant  from  the  Department  of  Supplies  in  favor 
of  W.  C.  Kirk  &  Go.,  for  sundry  car  loads  of  coal  delivered 
at  the  Philadelphia  Commercial  Museum,  accompanied  by 
affidavit  or  certificate  of  two  weighmastcrs  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railway  Company  (from  whom  I 
assume  the  coal  was  purdiased)  and  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Museum  as  to  the  delivery  of  the  car  loads  specified  in 
the  bill,  and  to  the  fact  that  there  are  no  facilities  for 
weighing  coal  at  the  point  of  delivery.  You  inquire 
whether  this  is  sufficient  under  the  Ordinance  of  Miay  10, 
1859,  (Ordinances,  1859,  Appendix,  page  38)  to  justify 
you  in  countersigning  the  warrant. 

The  said  ordinance  requires  that  it  shall  be  one  of  the 
conditions  of  every  contract  entered  into  by  any  city  depart- 
ment for  tlie  purchase  of  stone  coal  that  each  ton  shall  be 
weighed  at  the  place  of  delivery  in  tlie  presence  of  a  proper 
person  deputed  for  that  purpose  by  the  head  of  the  depart- 
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ment,  who  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  each  load  de- 
livered and  its  exact  weight;  and  it  is  further  required  that 
the  City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrant  for  the 
payment  for  such  coal,  unless  accompanied  by  an  affidavit 
of  tlie  person  who  superintended  the  weighing  thereof, 
setting  forth  by  what  contractor  delivered,  the  time  of 
delivery,  the  number  of  tons,  and  the  number  of  pounds  to 
each  ton. 

If  the  Secretary  of  the  Museum  has  been  properly  de- 
puted by  the  head  officer  of  that  institution,  his  affidavit  to 
the  facts  required  by  the  ordinance  should,  of  course,  be 
accepted.  Relative  to  the  coal  being  weighed  elsewhere 
than  at  the  place  of  delivery,  if  it  be  impossible  that  it  can 
be  weighed  there,  as  seems  to  be  the  case,  I  think  you  may 
regard  that  particular  provision  of  the  ordinance  as  being 
ministerial  only,  and  that  an  affidavit  from  such  deputed 
person  should  be  received  and  accepted,  if  it  cover  the  other 
points  embraced  within  the  ordinance,  and  set  forth  that 
the  weighing  could  not  be  done  at  the  point  of  delivery; 
tliat  the  coal  has  been  weighed  elsewhere  in  his  presence, 
and  that  the  loads  of  coal  so  weighed  are  known  to  him 
to  have  been  actually  delivered  without  change  after  such 
weighing,  together  with  his  means  of  knowledge  of  the 
latter  fact.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
July  5th,  enclosing  a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Acting 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  relative  to  the  liability 
•of  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  and  the  Philadelphia 
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"Kapid  Transit  Coinpany  respectively,  for  repairs  in  asphalt 
streets  upon  which  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  are  laid  and  in  which  the  Telephone 
Coinpany  has  replaced  the  asphalt  over  trenches  made  by  it. 
In  reply  thereto  I  would  refer  you  to  the  opinion  of  this 
department,  dated  September  14,  1903  (Opinions  of  the 
City  Solicitor,  1903,  page  53),  in  which  the  same  subject 
is  treated  somewhat  at  lenglh.  In  addition  to  what  is  there 
said,  I  may  say  that  the  Ordinance  of  August  5,  1886, 
therein  referred  to  has  been  amended  by  the  Ordinance  of 
March  29,,  1888,  page  148,  by  striking  oufthe  words  "for  a 
pei'iod  of  three  years,"  so  as  to  require  those  laying  under- 
ground wires,  conduits,  &c.,  to  keep  the  paving  thereby 
broken,  in  repair  for  an  indefinite  length  of  time. 

In  the  present  instance,  it  appears  that  the  city  accepted 
the  work  of  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  and  did  not 
protest  against  the  same  within  the  twenty  days  after  the 
repaving  had  been  done,  as  required  by  the  Ordinance  of 
December  26,  1902.  If  the  work  now  necessary  is  some- 
thing required  beeause  of  the  defective  condition  of  the  re- 
placed pavement  as  it  was  then  laid,  it  would  seem  that  the 
city  has  no  right  to  insist  upon  the  Telephone  Cbmpany 
doing  it,  having  waived  any  such  right  by  its  accq^tanc© 
thereof.  If,  however,  the  said  work  consist  of  mere  inci- 
dental repairs  not  due  to  any  fault  of  original  construction, 
then,  if  the  principles  of  the  opinion  of  1903  be  correct, 
the  Telephone  Company  would  not  be  i-eleased  from  its 
obligations  in  the  premises.  In  neither  event  do  I  think 
that  tlie  position  of  the  Transit  Cbmpany  is  correct,  to  wit, 
that  it  can  escape  from  liability  to  keep  streets  in  repair 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  grant- 
ing privileges  to  it,  or  its  lessor  companies,  because  ]>er- 
mission  has  been  given  to  other  companies  to  open  the 
street  for  the  purpose  of  laying  conduits. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  practical  advice  contained  in  the 
concluding  paragraph  of  the  opinion  of  September  14^ 
1903,  be  followed  in  tliis  case.  I  know  of  no  other  way  in 
which  the  question  can  be  tested  than  by  the  city  notifying 
the  companies  to  do  tlie  work,  and  upon  their  refusal  to  do 
it,  itself  bringing  suit  against  each  company,  so  that  their 
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liability  may  be  judicially  determined.  If,  as  stated  by 
the  Acting  Chief  of  the  IBureaii  of  Highways,  no  appi-o- 
priation  is  available  for  this  purpose,  one  should  be  sought 
from  Councils  in  at  least  a  sufficient  amount,  to  permit_  of 
the  repairs  being  made  in  one  instance,  so  that  the  question 
can  be  properly  raised  and  decided.

Deae  Sie  :— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  ^  July 
7th,  what  part,  if  any,  Committees  of  Councils  have  m  the 
awarding  of  contracts. 

The  part  to  be  taken  therein  by  such  committees  is  en- 
tirely a  passive  one.  The  Bullitt  Bill  forbids  the  inter- 
vention of  Councils  in  the  executive  functions  of  the 
Mayor,  Heads  of  Departments,  &c.  The  awarding  of  muni- 
cipal contracts  is  strictly  executive  in  its  nature,  and  there- 
fore, neither  Councils  nor  any  committee  of  those  bodies 
may  control  or  interfere  therewith.  See  the  opinion  of 
Hon.  Charles  F.  Warwick,  Opinions  of  City  Solicitor  for 
1887^  page  22,  in  which  I  conciir. 

To  your  further  question,  which  is  the  proper  committee 
of  Councils  to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  bids,  I  may  say 
that  the  prpoer  committee  is  the  one  ''having  supervision," 
that  is  to  say,  the  committee  having  charge  of  the  particular 
branch  of  the  city  government  for  which  the  supplies  in 
any  instance  are  required.  Thus  it  would  seem  that  the 
Committee  on  Prisons  would  be  the  proper  committee  in  the 
case  of  prison  supplies,  the  Committee  on  Police  and  Fir© 
for  supplies  to  be  used  by  those  Bureaus  &c.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  just  re- 
ceived, I  am  obliged  to  answer  that  this  department  is 
amply  able  to  deal  with  any  suits  either  for  or  against  the 
city  that  can  possibly  arise  irrespective  as  to  who  the  parties 
thereto  may  be.  There  are  and  can  be  no  relations  either 
iiersonal,  political  or  otherwise,  that  can  deter  or  retard 
it  from  such  a  course;  neither  has  any  opinion  been  given 
by  this  department  in  which  support  or  justification 
can  be  fdund  for  any  action  detrimental  to  the  city. 

Having  been  elected  City  Solicitor  by  the  people,  I  con- 
sider my  duty  to  them  paramount  to  every  other  considera- 
tion, and  I  shall  not  forfeit  the  faith  thus  reposed  in  me. 
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The  Act  of  June  1,  18S5,  known  as  the  "Bullitt  Bill" 
contemplates  that  there  may  be  litigation,  in  the  conduct  of 
which  assistant  counsel  may  be  retained.  In  Section  3  of 
that  Act  it  is  provided:  "N'o  department  of  the  city  shall 
employ  any  other  solicitor,  but  assistant  counsel  may  be 
employed  in  any  particular  matter  or  cause  by  the  Mayor, 
with  the  consent  of  Councils,  but  he  shall  be  selected  by  the 
City  Solicitor." 

You  will  see,  therefore,  that  ^A'henever  a  case  or  series  of 
cases  may  arise  ''in  any  particular  matter  or  cause"  the 
Mayor,  with  the  consent  of  Councils,  may  employ  assistant 
comisel,  to  be  selected  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

It  is  publicly  known  that  the  Mayor  has  been  conducting 
investigations  and  important  steps  have  been  talcen  by  him 
which  affect  in  its  legal  aspects  the  relation  of  the  city  re- 
garding certain  municipal  contracts. 

It  is  imderstood  there  will  be  litigation  instituted  as  the 
result  of  such  special  investigation  by  counsel  consulted  by 
the  Mayor. 

The  intention  of  this  ordinance,  as  I  understand,  is  that 
such  counsel  shall  now  be  associated  with  the  City  Solicitor. 
If  such  a  course  be  in  the  judgiuent  of  Councils  appro- 
priate, there  is  no  objection  to  the  form  of  this  ordinance  as 
I  have  amended  it.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  oral  inquiry  regarding  the 
constitutionality  of  a  proposed  ordinance  entitled  "An  Or- 
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dinance  to  authorize  tlie  Director  of  the  D'epaxtment  of 
Public  Works  to  grant  permission,  when  advisable,  to  the 
owners  to  pave  or  repave  the  street  in  front  of  their  prop- 
erties with  granite,  Pennsylvania  or  Lambertville  blocks, 
sheet,  asphaltum,  asphaltum  blocks,  or  vitrified  fire  clay  or 
shale  bricks  Avhere  the  city  will  be  at  no  cost  or  expense," 
I  understand  the  point  to  be  suggested  that  said  ordinance 
would  be  unconstitutional  bectause  the  owners  of  abutting 
property  are  required  to  pay  the  cost  of  paving  inter- 
sections. . 

This  might  be  so,  if  it  were  attempted  to  assess  against 
the  abuttiug  owner  not  only  the  cost  of  the  street  improve- 
ment in  front  of  his  property,  but  also  a,  proportion  of  the 
cost  of  intersection.  But  this  ordinance  is  not  an  attempt 
to  make  an  assessment  against  the  property  owner.  The 
ordinance  merely  gives  permission  to  the  property  o^mer  to 
pave  the  street  upon  his  agTceing  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  im- 
provement, including  the  intersections. 

If  the  property  owner  is  desirous  of  paving  the  street, 
and  is  willing  to  enter  into  the  agreement  as  ]Drovided  by 
this  ordinance,  he  would  then  be  required  to  pay  the  cost 
of  the  entire  paving,  including  the  intersections.  Such  an 
ordinance,  in  my  opiniou,  is  perfectly  valid  and  constitu- 
tional. 

The  property  o\\mer  who  agrees  to  pay  for  tlie  paving,  in- 
cluding the  intersections,  can  be  compelled  to  do  so,  his 
action  in  entering  into  the  contract  with  the  city  having 
been  a  voluntary  and  not  a  compulsory  one. 

The  same  view  would,  of  course,  apply  in  regard  to  pay- 
ing the  cost  of  paving  in  front  of  unassessable  property.

Dear  Sir  : — In  rq)ly  to  your  communication/  asking  for 
infonnation  as  to  the  power  of  the  city  authorities  tO'  regu- 
late the  nmning  of  trains  at  grade  on  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Eaihvay,  I  beg  to  sa.y  that  there  are  no  existing 
laws  or  ordinances  under  which  such  regulation  by  the 
executive  authorities  could  be  accomplished,  for  it  would 
seem  that  in  the  absence  of  any  such  statute  or  ordinance, 
a  railroad  company  may  run  at  such  rate  of  speed  as  its 
managers  deem  necessary.  (Telfor  vs.  JSTorthem  R.  R. 
Co.,  3^0  K  J.  L.  192.) 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  has,  however,  the  power  to  pass 
and  enforce  regnalating  ordinances  of  a  reasonable  character 
calculated  to  promote  the  safe  use  of  its  streets.  On  this 
head,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  an  opiniou  given  by  me 
to  the  Director  of  Public  Works  on  June  10,  1903,  (City 
Solicitor's  Opinions,  1903,  page  28)  as  follows: 

"I  beg  to  say  in  reply  to  your  inquiry  "^as  to  the 
rights  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  regulate  the  speed 
of  trains  by  ordinance,'  the  charter  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  Acts  of  Assembly 
1833,  P.  L.  Ill,  Section  20,  page  154,  gives  to  that 
company  the  power  to  regxilate  the  speed  at  which  they 
shall  travel,  and  to  adopt  and  enforce  such  rules  and 
regulations  in  relation  to  the  transit  thereof  as  they 
may  deem  expedient.  In  spite  of  this  permissive 
power,  however,  I  think  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
has  the  right  to  pass  any  reasonable  regulation  of  the 
speed  of  railway  trains  within  the  municipal  limits, 
and  tliat  such  reasonable  ordinance  for  that  purpose 
would-be  upheld  by  the  courts." 

Since  the  date  of  the  foregoing  opinion  I  have  seen  no 
reason  to  modify  the  view  therein  expressed. 
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An  ordinance  regulating  tlie  speed  at  v.liicli  trains  may 
be  run  tlirough  the  city,  if  its  provisions  were  just  and 
reasonable,  ^vould  certainly  be  upheld.  Such  ordinances 
have  always  been  regarded  as  proper  in  the  exercise  of  the 
police  power,  and  have  therefore  been  enforced  by  the 
courts  of  this  State,  (Lancaster  vs.  Penna.  R.  R.,  12  Lane. 
Bar  99 ;  Penna.  P.  P.  vs.  Lewis,  79  Pa.,  44;  Penna,  E.  R. 
vs.  James  and  wife,  81  Pa.,  star  199.) 

The  privilege  contained  in  the  charter  of  tlie  Phila- 
delphia &  Reading  Railroad  Company  "to  regulate  the 
speed  at  which  they  shall  travel"  would  not  exempt  it  from 
compliance  with  such  an  ordinance,  for  it  has  been  repeat- 
edly held  that  such  municipal  regiilations  apply  to  all  rail- 
roads, no  matter  when  incorporated  or  what  their  powers, 
our  courts  saying  in  several  cases  tliat  every  grant  of  a 
charter  is  made  with  the  implied  reservation  that  it  shall 
be  subject  to  the  police  power.  (P.  &  C.  R.  R.  vs.  S.  W.  R. 
R.  Co.,  77  Pa.  173 ;  Penna.  R.  R.  vs.  Riblet,  66  Pa,,  164; 
Comm.  vs.  Canal  Co.,  66  Pa.,  41.,  McKeesport  vs.  j\Ic- 
Keesport  &  R.  P.  R.  Ca,  2  Sup.  Ct.,  242,  and  Kittanning 
Elec.  L.  H.  &  P.  Co-,  vs.  Kittanning  Borough,  11  Sup.  Ct., 
3L) 

You  further  ask  whether  the  city  would  have  the  right 
and  power  to  require  trains  to  stop  at  each  crossing.  I  do 
not  find  any  decisions  directly  in  point;  whether  such  an 
ordinance  could  be  enforced  would  depend  entirely  upon 
how  far  the  same  would  be  considered  a  reasonable  exercise 
of  police  power.  In  tlie  present  state  of  the  development  of 
railroads  and  the  necessities  of  travel  upon  them,  I  think  it 
gTavely  doubtful  whether  such  an  attempted  exercise  of  the 
police  power  would  be  deemed  a  reasonable  one. 

There  are  a  number  of  cases  which  hold  tliat  tlie  police 
power  of  the  State  extends  to  the  regulation  and  control  of 
the  business  of  railroads,  so  far  as  this  is  necessary  to  pre- 
vent injury  to  persons  or  property,  and  upon  this  principle 
Courts  have  upheld  laws  requiring  railroad  companies  to 
fence  their  tracks  (Penna.  R.  R.  vs.  Riblet.  66  Pa.  164)  ;  to 
regulate  the  speed  of  trains  (Penna,  R,  R  vs.  James,,  81 
Pa.,  star  194)  ;  pertaining  to  railroad  crossings  (77  Pa, 
173;  P.  C.  R.  R.  Cio'.  vs.  Ry.  Co.)  ;  and  in  two  cases,  in 
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other  States,  laws  requiring  railroad  companies  to  abolish 
grade  crossings  and  pay,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  cost  of 
doing  so  (K".  Y.  R.  R.  vs.  Bristol,  151  U.  S.  556,  and 
Norwood  vs.  N.  Y.  R.  R.  Co,  161  Mass.,  251.)  These 
cases  all  deal  with  the  police  power  of  the  State,  but  within 
its  corporate  limits  tlie  city  has  in  many  respects  powers  of 
a  similar  nature,  for  it  has  been  held  that  when  the  State 
organizes  a  city  within  its  borders,  it  imparts  to  it  the 
powers  necessary  to  the  performance  of  its  functions,  and 
the  protection  of  its  citizens.  The  police  power  is  oue  of 
these,  and  ordinances  passed  in  the  legitimate  exercise  of 
this  power  are  unquestionably  valid.  (148  Pa.  482,  Sayre 
vs.  Phillips.) 

As  already  stated,  I  do  not  find  it  decided  that  it  would 
be  reasonable  to  require  trains  to  stop  at  every  crossing 
place,  but  since  regiilations  shown  to  be  necessary  for  the 
safety  and  well-being  of  the  pidilic  have  been  sustained  by 
the  Courts,  I  think  it  may  be  assumed  that  an  ordinance 
properly  regulating  the  speed  of  trains  at  dangerous  grade 
crossings,  and  where  the  public  safety  requires  it,  could  be 
enforced.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
July  26th,  asking  whether  a  certified  check  for  $600  of 
Joseph  Perna  held  hy  your  department  should  be  returned 
to  him.  Erom  your  letter  and  copies  of  correspondence  of 
the  special  agent  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany with  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys 
transmitted  therewith,  it  appears  that  a  contract  having 
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been  entered  into  by  the  city  with  Mr.  J.  H.  McClay  to 
constrnct  a  private  sewer  in  Grays  avennc,  from  Fifty-first 
to  Fifty-fourth  streets,  and  in  other  adjacent  streets  at  his 
expense^  the  said  check  was  deposited  by  Mr.  Pema,  the 
sub-contractor,  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  your 
department,  to  guarantee  the  pajinent  of  the  Inspector's 
wages  and  the  proper  completion  of  the  work,  and  to  be 
returnable  upon  satisfactory^  evidence  of  eomjiletion  and 
the  receipt  of  tlie  necessary  certificates  and  affidavits 
thereof.  The  contractor  having  left  Grays  Avenue  in  a 
condition  \vliich  was  misatisfactory  to  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Companj-,  that,  company  for  its  o^vn  pro- 
tection repa^-ed  the  avenvie  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
itself,  not  giving  notice  to  the  city  of  such  repaving  until 
after  its  completion.  The  Transit  Cbinpany  having  pre- 
sented a  l)ill  for  this  work  amounting  to  $255.25,  both  to 
]\Ijr.  MoClay  and  Mr.  Perna,  who  refused  to  pay  it,  you  in- 
quire whether  the  certified  check  should  be  returned  to  the 
latter. 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  paving  was  done  by 
the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company  appear  from  the 
letter  of  its  special  agent  to  Mr.  Webster,  dated  l^ovember 
15,  1905  (1901?),  as  follows:— 

''Under  a  verbal  agreement  with  Mr.  McClay,  it 
Avas  agreed  that  this  Cbmpany  make  the  necessary 
repairs  to  our  track  and  the  macadam,  and  render  a 
bill  for  the  expense  incurred.     Mr.  McClay  appeared 
satisfied  with  this  agreement.     He  stated  that  he  still 
held  some  money  due  Penia,  and  would  continue  to 
hold  the  same,  until  the  matter  of  paving  and  adjust- 
ing our  tracks  was  finished  to  our  satisfaction." 
It  is  apparent  from  the  foregoing  that  the  Transit  Com- 
pany laid  the  paving  and  did  the  repairs  under  agreement 
with  Mr.  McClay,  who  was  to  withhold  sufficient  money  due 
upon  his  contract  with  Mr.  Perna  to  meet  the  claim. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  do  not  see  how  the  Philadelphia  - 
Rapid  Transit  Company  could  look  to  the  city  to  pay  it,  its 
remedy  l}eing  upon  the  agTeement  thus  entered  into  by  it 
with  Mr.  ]\IcClay.     I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  if 
satisfactory  evidence,  certificates  and  atfidavits  of  comple- 
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tion,  shall  be  furnislied  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  deposit,  and  if  the  work  appears  to  have  been  properly 
and  satisfactorily  done,  upon  demand  for  the  retnm  of  the 
check,  there  is  no  alternative  upon  the  part,  of  the  city  but 
to  comply  therewith.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  the  19th 
inst,  whether  the  fee  of  fifty  (50)  cents  for  a  certified 
copy  of  record  of  births  or  deaths  required  by  Act  of 
Assembly  of  May  1,  1905,  Section  21,  may  be  remitted  by 
the  Bureau  of  Health  acting  on  a  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Health. 

The  Section  in  question  requires  that  the  State  Registrar 
shall,  upon  request,  furnish  any  applicant  a  certified  copy 
of  the  record  of  any  birth  or  death  registered  under  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  for  the  making  and  certification  of 
which  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid 
by  the  applicant :  Provided,  That  in  cities  of  the  first  class, 
certified  copies  of  any  birth  or  death  may  be  furnished  by 
the  local  health  authorities.  The  fee  for  such  copy  or 
search  of  record  to  be  the  same  as  herein  provided,  and  all 
such  fees  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  cities. 

From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  the  fees  to  he  received 
"by  the  Bureau  of  Health,  as  provided  by  the  Act,  are  to  be 
paid  into  the  municipal  treasury,  and  are  the  property  of 
the  city.  For  this  reason  the  Bureau  of  Health  has  not  the 
right  to  remit  such  fees.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst.,  with  en- 
closures, relating  to  the  balance  due  Andrew  Kelly  for 
sewer  Avork,  I  reply  as  follows : 

While  we  are  not  legally  boimd  to  protect  a  surety,  we 
should  do  so  where  it  is  known  that  the  contractor  has  failed 
to  pay  for  labor  and  material  for  whieli  the  surety  may 
ultimately  be  liable  upon  his  bond.  If,  however,  the  work 
was  done  by  Kelly  in  accordance  with  the  contract  and 
specifications,  the  amount  due  should  be  paid  to  him  not- 
withstanding the  protest  of  John  Devlin,  Jr.,  unless  you 
have  been  advised  that  Kelly  has  failed  to  pay  for  labor  and 
material  in  the  construction  of  the  work  done  by  him.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  aclaiowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  22nd  inst.,  in  which  you  ask  whether  the  Act 
of  April  14,  1905,  P.  L.  1G2,  entitled  ''An  Act  regulating 
the  method  and  procedure  in  the  erection  of  line  or 
partition  fences"  applies  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

While  said  Act  is  general  in  its  tenns,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  it  does  not  apply  to  Philadelphia,  and  tliat  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  fences  within  the  County  of 
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Philadelphia  is  still  rcgnlated  by  the  special  Acts  of  March 
11th,  1862,  P.  L.  109,  and  the  Supplementary  Act  of" 
March  22nd,  1865,  P.  L.  538.

Dear  Sir: — I  heg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yoiir- 
letter  of  the  23rd  inst.,  in  which  you  say:  '^Enclosed  here- 
with please  find  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  requesting  your  opinion  as  to  the  method  of  pro- 
cedure under  the  terms  of  Section  2  of  tlie  Ordinance  of 
JSTovemher  10,  1902,  relative  to  repaving  over  trenches  of 
the  Pneumatic  Transit  Cbrapany  on  railroad  streets." 
In  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  it  is  said : 

"Under  authority  of  Ordinance  approved  August 
Yth,  1905,  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
authorized  the  issuance  of  permit  to  the  Pneumatic 
Ti'ansit  Co.  to  lay  conduits  in  E'airmount  avenue 
from  Sixth  to  Tenth,  and  in  Tenth  street  froau  Fair- 
mount  avenue  to  Girard  avenue,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions of  the  Ordinance  approved  ISTovember  10th, 
1902,  authorizing  said  company  to  lay  conduits  in 
certain  streets  in  the  city." 
Referring  to  Section  2  of  said  ordinance,  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  further  says : 

"As  above  specified  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Co. 
shall  pay  the  price  paid  by  the  city  to  its  contractor  for 
repairing  such  pavement,  for  each  square  yard  of 
pavement  broken,  but  we  are  unable  to  comply  with 
this  clause  of  the  ordinance  for  the  reason  that  the- 
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repairs  to  gTanite  block  pavements  for  the  year  1905 
are  made  for  a  hmip  sum  includiui;  all  other  classes 
of  pavement,  with  the  exception  of  asphalt  and  grano- 
lithic." 

"Under  these  circumstances  we    are   desirous    of 
being  advised  of  the  method  Ave  can  legally  adopt  to 
secure  the  pajniient  into  the  City  Treasury  of  the  cost 
of  rejiairing  the  pavement  broken  by  the  Pneumatic 
Transit  Co.  on  railroad  streets." 
The  city  not  having  contracted  for  repairs  to  streets  by 
the  square  yard,  strict  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the 
ordinance  is  impossible.     It  being  the  manifest  purpose  of 
the  ordinance  to  have  the  city  reimbursed  for  the  cost  of 
repairs  made  necessary  by  the  exercise  of  the  privilege 
granted  to  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Company,  it  becomes 
immaterial  under  the  circiuiistances  by  what  means   the 
result  is  arrived  at  so  k)ng  as  it  is  accomplished.     You 
should  ascertain  the  cost  of  repaying  over  trenches  0']3ened 
by  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Company  by  inquiry  or  other- 
wise, and  submit  the  matter  to  the  Company,  with  which  an 
amicable  arrangement  as  to  the  amount  for  which  it  is 
liable  should  readily  be  detennined  upon.     This  sum,  and 
five  per  cent,  in  addition  thereto  for  the  inspection  provided 
for  by  the  ordinance,  should  bo  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 
The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  further  says : 

"It  has  l)een  suggested  that  we  should  invite  pro- 
posals from  three  reputable  persons  engaged  in  paving 
streets  for  repaying  trenches  of  the  Pneumatic  Tran- 
sit Co.  in  such  oases,  they  to  bid  a  price  per  square 
yard,  there  being  no  regular  city  contract  price  for 
such  repaying,  and  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest 
bidder  and  charge  the  Company  the  contract  price,  re- 
quiring them  to  ]>ay  the  amount  into  the  city 
treasury." 

"Should  this  be  done  the  question  would  then  come 
U]>  as  to  how  we  would  pay  the  oontractor." 

"AVe  have  no  ajipropriation  available  on  the  Item 
for  repairs  to  paved  streets  and  it  is  a  question  whether 
we  could  pay  for  such  repaying  out  of  the  Item  for 
emergencies,  on  which  Item  we  have  but  a  small 
amount." 
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"I  would  therefore  respectfully  ask  tliat  yoii  advise 
as  to  what  method  the  department  should  adopt  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  ter?ns  of  Section  2  of 
the  Ordinance  of  ISTovember  10th,  1902,  there  being  no 
contract,  price  per  square  yard  for  repairs  to  granite 
block  pavements  and  there  being  no  money  available 
on  the  Item  for  repairs  to  paved  streets." 

"Would  it  be  possible  for  the  Bureau  of  Highways 

to  solicit  bids  for  the  repaving  over  these  trenches  and 

require  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Co.   to  pay  the  cost 

■    of  said  repaving  to  the  contractor  instead  of  paying 

same  into  the  city  treasury." 
As  above  stated,  the  cost  of  repaving  trenches  opened  by 
the  Pneumatic  Transit  Company  in  streets  occupied  by  the 
tracks  of  railway  companies,  is  to  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury  as  directed  by  the  Ordinance  of  1902,  and  there- 
fore cannot  legally  be  diverted  and  used  in  the  manner  in- 
dicated in  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau;  nor  is 
there  any  necessity  for  you  to  draw  upon  the  emergency 
Item  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  said  repaving,  as  it  is  my  opin- 
ion that  the  contractor  for  repairing  paved  streets  is  obliged 
to  do  the  work.  By  reference  to  his  contract,  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  contractor  agreed  to  repavo  over  all  trenches 
and  pennit  ditches,  exce^it  trenches  or  ditches  made  in  con- 
nection with  the  Filtration  Plant,  during  the  year  1905  for 
a  lump  sum.  The  only  other  limitation  put  upon  the  obli- 
gation of  the  contractor  with  reference  to  the  repair  of  said 
streets  is  that  contained  in  paragraph  31  of  tlie  Specifica- 
tions, which  pro*\ddes;  "The  contractor  will  not  be  held 
accountable  for  repaving  and  repairs  made  by  railway  coin.- 
panies,  or  for  which  railway  companies  are  responsible 
under  existing  ordinances." 

This  construction  of  the  contract,  in  so  far  as  it  applies 
to  repairs  made  necessary  by  the  operations  of  the  Pneu- 
matic Transit  Company,  is  supported  by  the  provisions- 
of  the  Ordinance  of  Councils  of  Jime  7,  1892,  (Ordinances 
of  Councils,  1892,  p.  245),  and  the  Ordinance  of  ISTovember 
10,  1902,  (Ordinances  of  Councils,  1902,  p.  23-1.) 

Under  the  former  ordinance  tlie  Com]:)any  was  required 
to  "restore  the  streets  to  the  same  condition  in  which  they 
were  found."    This  obligation  applied  to  aTl  streets  whether 
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-occupied  by  railway  companies  or  not.  At  the  time  said 
ordinance  was  passed  there  was  no  contractor  for  general 
repairs  to  streets.  Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  latter  ordin- 
ance, howe^'er,  the  city  adopted  and  has  since  continued 
the  practice  of  making  an  annual  contract  for  doing  the 
work.  The  Ordinance  of  1902,  after  providing  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Ordinance  of  1892  that  the  Company  shall 
^'restore  the  streets  to  the  same  conditioh  in  which  they 
were  found,"  except  where  the  street  is  "paved  with  an 
improved  pavement  occupied  by  a  street  passenger  railway 
company,"  when,  in  lieu  of  doing  the  work,  the  cO'mpany  is 
required  to  "pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  price  paid  by  the 
city  to  its  contractor  for  repairing  such  pavement." 

It  is  quite  clear,  therefore,  that  the  said  company  is  re- 
quired to  pave  over  ditches  in  streets  not  occupied  by  pas- 
senger railway  tracks,  and  instead  of  doing  the  woTk  upon 
streets  so  occupied,  it  is  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the 
"price  paid  by  the  city  to  its  contractor,"  to  wit,  the  con- 
tractor for  general  repairs.  The  mere  fact  that  the  amount 
for  which  the  company  is  liable  cannot  be  ascertained  in 
the  maimer  specified  in  the  Ordinance  of  1902  has  no  bear- 
ing upon  the  question  of  the  general  contractor's  obligation 
to  perform  the  work ;  nor  does  the  fact  that  the  contract 
was  made  for  a  lump  sum,  instead  of  by  the  square  yard, 
in  any  Avise  affect  the  question. 

I  am  of  the  opinioai,  therefore,  as  above  indicated,  first, 
that  the  cost  of  repaving  over  the  trendies  opened  by  the 
Pneumatic  Transit  Company  should  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury,  after  having  been  ascertained  in  the  manner 
above  stated,  with  five  per  cent,  added  for  inspection ;  and 
second,  that  the  general  contractor  for  repairs  to  paved 
streets  should  be  required  to  do  the  w^ork.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  aoknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
■communication  of  yesterday  enclosing  a  letter  to  me  from 
the  Assistant  Chief,  Bureau  of  Highways,  relative  to  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  crossing  South  Broad  street,  and  also  a  copy  of 
Contract  'No.  2791  dated  September  29,  1904,  betAveen  tlie 
City  of  Philadelphia  and  Edwin  H.  Vare  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Broad  street  from  Moyamensing  avenue  southward. 
In  the  letter  of  the  Assistant  Chief  of  the  Bureau  it  is  said : 
"In  connection  with  the  improving'  of  South  Broad 
street  under  the  contract  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Vare  it  has  be- 
come necessary  to  construct  a  bridge  across  the  tracks 
of  the  Greenwich  BrancJi  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
fill  of  from  13  to  14  feet  at  this  point  where  the  tracks 
cross  Broad  street,  and  it  has  been  found  impractic- 
able and  inadvisable  to  elevate  the  tracks  so  as  to 
create  another  gTade  crossing." 

"After  consultation  with  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  and  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Bridges  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  a  plan 
was  approved  for  the  constmction  of  a  temporary 
weeden  bridge  of  sufficient  strength  to  carry  the  traffic 
and  divert  the  trolley  travel  from  the  west  to  the  east 
side  of  the  street." 

"The  approximate  cost  of  the  bridge  is  $15,000." 
You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  you  have  authority 
under  these  circumstances  to  construct  the  bridge  and  pay 
for  it  out  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  work. 

Accepting  the  facts  to  be  iis  stated  by  your  Assistant,  I 
can  see  no  reason  why  the  work  of  constructing  the  bridge 
should  not  be  performed  by  the  contractor — indeed,  the  con- 
tract expressly  provides  for  such  contingency.     In  defin- 
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ing  tiie  character  of  tlie  work  to  be  done  under  the  contract,. 
it  provides  as  folloAvs: 

"The  said  party  of  the  first  part,  hereby  covenants, 
contracts  and  agrees  to  furnish  and  deliver  all  the 
materials,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  the  work  and 
labor  required  to  be  furnished  and  delivered,  done  and 
performed    in  grading,  legTading,  paving,  repaving 
and  macadamizing  the  cartway  and  sidewalks,  setting 
and  resetting  of  straight  and  curved  curbing  and  cop- 
ing, constructing  culverts,  inlets  and  drains,  planting 
of  grass,  trees  and  shrubs,  removing  obstructions  and 
other  contingent  work  required  for  the  improvement 
of  Broad  street  from  Moyamensing  avenue  southward 
in  its  entirety  as  projected  for  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways of  the  Department  of  Public  AA^orks,  in  strict  and 
exact  accordance  with  the  proposal  and  specifications." 
It  does  no  violence  to  the  phrase  "and  other  contingent 
work  required  for  the  improvement  of  Broad  street"  to  hold 
that  the  building  of  a  bridge  made  necessary  by  conditions 
which  were  unthought  of  at  the  time  the  specifications  were 
prepared,  but  the  construction  of  which  is  required  in  order 
to  complete  the  improveanent,  conies  within  the  scope  of  the 
work  provided  for,  although  not  specifically  mentioned  in 
the  contract  or  specifications. 

It  was,  of  course,  impossible  to  provide  in  the  contract 
for  the  payment  of  a  specific  sum,  or  at  a  particular  rate, 
for  work  the  character  of  which  was  not  and  could  not  have 
been  foreseen.  The  contract  might  and  pliould  have  pro- 
vided for  some  method  by  which  the  contractor's  compen- 
sation for  contingent  work  should  be  ascertained.  In  this 
respect  therefore  the  contract  is  deficient,  and  this  is  evi- 
dently due  to  an  oversight  in  drawing  t^ie  contract  and  speci- 
fications, for  it  must  be  assumed  that  the  city  intended  to 
give,  and  the  Contractor  expected  to  receive  compensation 
for  the  contingent  work  provided  for  by  contract.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  the  contractor  for 
said  work  could  not  under  the  circumstances  have  been 
specifically  determined  prior  to  the  executioai  of  the  con- 
tract, and  the  utmost  the  city  could  have  exacted  would 
have  been  to  resei-ve  the  rieht  to  determine  the  amount  to 
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be  paid  for  siich  contingent  work,  I  see  no  reason  wKy  that 
course  should  not  now  be  pursued,  if  satisfactory  to  the  con- 
tractor and  tlie  surety  on  his  several  bonds. 

Assuming  therefore  that  the  contractor  would  be  willing 
tO'  have  you  detennine  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  him  for 
the  constniction  of  the  bridge  or  other  contingent  work  not 
speciiically  provided  for,  I  would  suggest  that  a  new  speci- 
fication be  added  providing  that  "for  any  contingent  work 
not  included  in  the  foregoing  specifications  the  amount  to 
be  paid  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  bv  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works."  If  this  course  is 
followed  the  distinct  m'itten  assent  of  the  surety  to  the  al- 
teration of  tlie  contract  by  inserting  the  specification  pro- 
posed should  first  be  obtained.  A  copy  of  the  new  speci- 
fication should  then  be  forwarded  to  the  Oity  Controller,, 
to  whom  in  accordance  with  your  request  I  am  sending  a 
duplicate  of  this  communication. 

Enclosed  you  Avill  find  papers  to  be  signed  by  the  con- 
tractor and  the  surety  company  in  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going suggestions.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  10th  instant,  wherein  you  say : 

"The  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  has  had  pre- 
sented to  it  an  application  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  for  permission  to  construct  a  track 
across  Sixteenth  street  north  of  Washington  avenue, 
under  authority  of  a  Resolution  of  Couu'^'^s  approved 
May  24,  1862.'" 

"As  the  Board  were  uncertain  as  to  the  legality  of 
granting  such  a  permit,  1  was  instnicted  to  refer  the 
same  to  you  for  your  opinion  upon  the  subject" 
An  examination  of  the  blue  print  of  the  plan  marked 
"Plan  of  the  present  and  proposed  tracks  on  Washington 
avenue  between  Broad  and  Eighteenth  streets"  dated  Jime 
13th,  1905,  shows  that  there  now  are  six  tracks  across  Six- 
teenth street  between  Washington  avenue  and  Car^Denter 
street  which  were  presumably  constructed  many  years  ago 
under  the  authoTity  of  said  Resolution.  The  said  plan  also 
shows  that  the  track  which  the  railroad  company  now  wants 
])ermission  to  construct  across  Sixteenth  street  is  for  the 
purpose  of  affording  the  Merchants'  Warehouse  railroad 
communication  with  Washington  avenue  across  Sixteenth 
street  and  through  the  railroad  property  west  of  the  said 
street. 

I  am  (if  the  (pinion  that  the  Resolution  of  Councils,  May 
21,  1862,  (Ordinance  Councils  1862,  P.  191)  does  not 
xiuthorize  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  to  grant  per- 
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mission  to  construct  said  track  across  Sixteenth  street. 
The  purpose  of  the  Resolution,  as  therein  expressed,  was 
to  "secure  a  passage  by  raihvaj  from  the  property  now 
(then)  owned  by  them  to  that  to  which  they  proposed  to 
purchase"  and  "to  extend  their  tracks  into  Prime  street 
across  said  lots  which  they  are  about  to  purchase,  so  as  to 
connect  the  same  M'itli  the  road  now  existing  upon  said 
street."  The  privilege  thus  granted  applied  to  the  then 
existing  conditions  and  cannO't  be  construed  as  giving  per- 
mission to  construct  tracks  across  an  important  public 
thoroughfare  mi  ore  than  forty  years  after  the  adoption  of  the 
Resolution  and  at  a  time  when  the  character  of  the  neigh- 
borhood has  changed  from  a  farming  district  to  a  thickly 
populated  section  of  the  city.  In  construing  gTants  vesting 
coi-jDoratioiis  with  public  franchises  the  construction  is  to 
be  most  strongly  in  favor  of  tlie  public  and  against  the 
grantee  of  tlie  privilege.  The  City  Oouncils  are  vested  with 
the  authority  to  gi'ant  the  railroad  company  the  right  to 
construct  the  track  in  question  and  the  company  should  be 
required  to  make  application  to  that  body.

Dear    Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  23rd  instant  was  duly 
received.     In  it  you  say : — - 

"As  a  result  of  an  inspection  of  the  property  located 
at  1421  Walnut  street,  occupied  by  the  Markham 
Club,  this  Bureau  issued  a  notice  on  July  24th,  1905, 
to  the  Trust  Company  of  IsTorth  America,  wdio  are 
trustees  for  Mr.  J.  Parker  Morris,  owner  of  the  build- 
ing, informing  said  trustees  that  the  building  did  not 
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compl_y  with  the  fire-escape  laws  of  June  3rd,  1885, 
and  July  12th,  1897,  and  ordering  the  erection  and 
installation  of  such  requirements  as  would  make  the 
building  comply  with  said  laws." 
After  quoting  a  letter  from  Baj'ard  Henry,  Esq.,  counsel 
for  the  trustees  of  said  property,  you  further  say : — 

"In  the  view  of  this  Bureau  and  the  Bureau  of  Fire 
Escapes  this  property  is  of  such  a  size  and  character 
as  would  bring  it  within  the  scope  of  the  fire-escape 
laws,  M'hile  Mr.  Henry  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  build- 
ing does  not  come  within  the  scope  of  said  laws." 

"In  view  of  Mr.  Henry's  standing  as  a  member  of 
the  bar,  I  would  respectfully  ask  an  opinion  from  jou 
whether  this  building  is  exempt  from  the  fire-escape 
laws." 

The  first  Section  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1885,  P.  L.  G8, 
which  designated  the  character  of  buildings  for  which  fire 
escapes  should  be  provided,  was  repealed  bv  the  Act  of  July 
12,  1897,  P.  L.  259.     The  latter  Act  provides:— 

"Every    building    used   as    a    seminary,    college, 
academy,  hospital,  asylum,  or  hotel  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  public,  every  storehouse,  factory,  manu- 
factory or  workshop  of  any  kind  in  which  employees 
or  operatives  are  usually  employed  at  work  in  the  third 
or  any  higher  story,  evei'y  tenement  house  or  other 
building  in  which  rooms  or  floors  are  usually  let  to 
lodgers   or  families,    every  public  hall   or  place   of 
amusement,  every  parochial  or  public  school  building, 
and  every  building  used  in  Avhole  or  in  part  for  offices^ 
when  any  such  buildings  are  three  or  more  stories  in 
height,  except  buildings  used  in  whole  or  in  part  for 
offices  which  are  of  fire  proof  construction,  shall  be 
provided  with  a  permanent,  safe,  external  means  of 
escape  therefrom  in  case  of  fire,  independent  of  all  in- 
ternal stairways." 
I  understand  froan  your  letter  and  from  our  recent  con- 
versation that  the  building  in  question  is  exclusively  used 
for  Club  pur|>oses.     In  my  opinion  it  does  not  come  within 
the  punnew  of  the  Act  just  quoted.     It  may,  however,  be 
included  within  the  classes  enumerated  in  the  Act  of  April 
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25,  1903,  P.  L.  30-i-,  inasmuch  as  Section  7  of  that  Act  pro- 
vides:— 

"All  buildings  of  the  first,  second  and  third  classes, 

hereafter  erected  or  altered  to  be  used  as  school-houses, 

tenement  houses,  apartment  houses,  flat-houses,  stores, 

offices,  manufactories,  workshops,  mills  or  places  of 

assembly  or  resort,  shall  have,  in  addition  to  the  main 

stairs  or  other  means  of  egress,  a  tower  fire-escape,  or 

escapes." 

It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  said  section  applies  only 

to  buildings  to  be  "erected  or  altered"  after  the  passage  of 

said  Act.     Unless  said  building  was  erected  or  has  been. 

altered  since  said  date,  the  Act  of  1903  does  not  apply,  and 

the  owner  thereof  should  not  be  required  to  erect  or  install 

fire  escapes  tliereon.

Dear  Sir  : — ■!  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  August 
30th  last,  whether  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  30,  1885, 
empowers  the  Board  of  Health  of  this  city  to  provide  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  examination  and  registration  of 
journeymen  plumbers,  and  make  such  regulations  as  will 
prevent  the  emplo;yTneiit  of  any  persons  in.  that  business 
except  those  vdio  ha.ve  been  examined  and  are  registered  by 
the  Board  of  Health. 

As  the  Act  is  specifically  limited  to  the  subject  of  the 
"registration  of  master  plumbers  and  persons  engaged  in 
the  plumbing  business"  its  terms  cannot  be  extended  to 
journeymen  plumbers  or  others  not  actually  engaged  in  the 
plumbing  business.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  Septem- 
ber 5tli  as  to  the  exteait  of  the  responsibility,  if  any,  of  the 
Director  of  tlie  Department  of  Public  Works  for  companies 
which  may  be  accepted  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordin- 
ance of  July  21,  1887,  page  246,  and  other  similar  ordin- 
ances, and  how  far  said  Director  is  required  to  go  in  inves- 
tigating or  securing  information  as  tO'  the  standing  and 
reliability  of  companies  offering  themselves  thereunder. 

The  ordinance  to  which  you  refer  authorizes  Councils  or 
the  Heads  of  departments  in  their  discretion  to  approve  the 
bond  offered  by  parties  required  to  give  security  in  muni- 
cipal matters,  Avhen  the  bond  so  required  is  guaranteed  by 
a  coi*poration  duly  authorized  by  its  charter  or  the  laws  of 
tliis  State  to  become  surety  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
any  public  or  private  trusts,  contracts,  duty  or  office,  or  for 
the  doing  or  not  doing  of  the  thing  or  things  in  said  bond 
specified,  provided  that  no  corporation  be  taken  as  security 
in  any  one  contract  for  a  sum  exceeding  the  amount  of  its 
paid  up  capital,  which  must  not  be  less  than  $100,000  ;  and 
provided  that  corporations  not  chartered  under  the  laws  of 
Pennsylvania  shall  deposit  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  tlie 
sum  of  $100,000  in  manner  to  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor;  and  further  providing  that  no  corporation  shall 
be  taken  as  security  for  a  greater  sum  in  the  aggregate  than 
five  times  its  paid  up  capital  stock,  provision  being  also 
made  for  the  substitution  of  other  security  upon  the  insol- 
vency or  impairment  of  the  assets  of  any  company  whicth 
shall  have  already  been  accepted. 

Section  2  of  said  ordinance  provides  that  all  companies 
becoming  surety  or  guaranteeing  the  condition  in  any  bond 
shall  file  with  the  head  of  each  department  and  also  with 
the  Clerks  of  Councils  during  the  months  of  January  and 
July  in  each  year  a  sworn  statement  of  their  financial  con- 
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dition  on  tlie  first  day  of  January  and  July,  witli  an 
enumeration  of  the  bonds  they  have  given,  and  such  other 
information  as  the  head  of  any  department  or  Councils  may 
from  time  to  time  require,  and  forbidding  the  acceptance 
of  any  corporation  as  security  which  shall  fail  to  comply 
witli  these  requirements. 

Answering  your  questions  1  would  advise  you  that  the 
heads  of  the  various  departments  are  not  responsible  for 
companies  which  may  be  accepted  imder  the  provisions  of 
said  ordinance,  if  the  statements  which  tlie  ordinance  pro- 
vides for  shall  have  been  duly  filed  at  the  times  fixed,  and 
if  from  those  statements  it  is  seen  that  all  the  requirements 
of  Section  1  are  met  and  that  the  company  offered  is  not 
in  default  in  any  of  the  particulars  which  are  by  that 
section  made  obligatory,  including  those  relating  to  the 
nature  and  character  of  its  powers  under  its  charter. 

As,  however,  corporate  surety  is  to  be  accepted  by 
Councils  or  any  head  of  department  ''in  their  or  his  dis- 
cretion," and  as  Section  2  obliges  the  ooii:)orations  offering 
tliemselves  to  furnish  "such  other  information  as  the  Head 
of  any  department  or  Councils  may  from  time  to  time  re- 
quire," the  Head  of  any  department  may  insist  upon  being 
supplied  with  any  information  which  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary or  proper  in  addition  to  that  needed  to  show  affirma- 
tively that  all  of  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  Section 
1  have  been  fulfilled.  It  follows  from  this  that  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  not  required  to  go 
further  in  the  matter  of  investigating  or  securing  infonua- 
tion  as  to  the  standing  and  reliability  of  the  companies 
offered  than  to  assure  himself  of  full  compliance  with  all 
the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  the  Ordinance  of  1887,  but 
that  he  may  go  further  in  any  instance  in  making  his  in- 
quiries, if  he  see  fit  so  to  do.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
September  1st,  relative  to  an  assessment  bill  for  paving  in 
froiit  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage,  southwest  side  of  ^Vliitby 
avenue,  Forty-eighth  to  Forty-ninth  street,  and  enclosing  a 
copy  of  letters  from  the  Secretary  of  that  institution  and 
from  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Cbmpany,  the  contractor 
for  said  paving. 

You  inquire  whether  the  Bureau  of  Highways  is  justi- 
fied in  paying  the  amount  of  the  bill  to  the  contractor  by 
warrant  and  not  by  assessment  bill,  and  what  method  of 
procedure  should  be  adopted  in  the  premises. 

The  method  of  procedure,  I  assume,  is  regulated  by  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  which  instrument  I  have  not  had  the 
opportunity  of  seeing,  but  which,  if  iu  the  usual  form,  pro- 
vides in  substance  as  follows:  ''It  is  further  distinctly 
understood  and  agreed  that  the  amount  to  be  expended  for 
the  work  to  be  done  under  this  contract  shall  in  no  e\^ent 
exceed  the  sum  of  $  ,  of  which  amount  the  said  City 
of  Philadelphia  shall  pay  for  paving  the  intersections  of 
cross  streets  and  in  front  of  unassessable  property,  the  sums 
or  prices  per  square  j^ard  named  in  this  agreement  for  such 
work,  in  warrants  drawn  as  aforesaid,  to  an  amount  which 
shall  in  no  event  exceed  the  sum  of  $  ."     If  there- 

fore, it  be  assumed  that  the  Baptist  Or])hanage  is  "un- 
assessable property"  the  paving  in  front  of  it  is  to  be  paid 
for  by  giving  the  contractor  a  warrant  or  warrants  for  the 
proper  amount  in  lieu  of  assessment  bills,  being  careful,  of 
course,  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  warrant  shall  not 
exceed  the  maximum  sum  provided  in  the  contract  for  pay- 
ment by  the  city. 

The  qnostion  remains  whether  the  institation  referred  to 
is  unassessable  property.  This  department  is  not  in 
2>o,ssession  of  the  facts  necessary   to   decide   that   question. 
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"The  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  P.  L.  366,  Sect.  5,  provides  that 
"actual  phices  of  religious  worship,  places^ of  burial  not 
used  or  held  for  private  or  corporate  profit  and  institutions 
of  purely  public  charity  shall  not  be  subject  to"  municipal 
claims  of  this  character.  It  must  therefore  be  determined 
whether  the  Baptist  Oqihanage  is  a  purely  public  charity 
within  the  meaning  of  tliat  act. 

In  a  comparatively  recent  case  upon  this  subject  (Phila. 
vs.  Masonic  Home  of  Penna.,  160  Pa.,  572)  it  was  decided 
that  a  charity  is  not  a  "purely  public  charity''  which  ex- 
cludes from  its  benefits  any  person  because  he  has  no  par- 
ticular relation  to  some  society,  church  or  other  organiza- 
tion, and  that  a  home  limited  to  indigent,  afflicted  and  aged 
Pree  Masons,  although  supported  by  voluntary  contribu- 
tions without  charge  to  the  beneficiaries  and  with  no  profit 
either  to  the  corporation  or  its  ofiicers,  is  not  a  purely  public 
charity  which  is  exempt  from  taxation.  If,  therefore,  the 
Baptist  Orphanage,  although  it  may  in  other  respects  fulfil 
the  definition  of  a  "charity"  or  a  "public  charity"  is  re- 
stricted in  its  beneficence  to  a  religious  or  otlier  sect,  or  to 
those  professing  any  distinctive  creed,  it  is  not  a  "purely 
public  charity"  and  is  therefore  not  exempt  from  municipal 
claims  for  street  paving  in  that  portion  of  tlie  highway  upon 
which  it  abuts. 

As  already  stated,  this  is  a  mattei*  of  fact  concerning 
which  the  Law  Department  is  not  in  poissevssion  of  the  ne- 
cessary data  to  enable  it  to  reach  a  definite  conclusion. 
Therefore,  unless  you  should  be  convinced  that  tlie  institu- 
tion under  consideration  is  a  purely  public  charity  as  above 
defined,  it  is  your  duty  to  refuse  to  pay  the  contractor  for 
the  paving  othenvise  than  by  assessment  bills,  leaving  it  to 
the  other  parties  concerned  to  take  such  action  in  the  pre- 
mises as  they  may  deem  advisable.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  Septem- 
ber 2nd,  wlietlier  an  ordinance  of  Councils  will  be  required 
to  confirm  the  sale  of  a  lot  of  ground  and  scliool  house 
property  thereon  erected  situate  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Frankford  avenue  and  Buckius  street,  in  the  T\venty-fifth 
Ward,  and  whether  confirmation  is  required  in  similar  in- 
stances of  the  sale  of  property. 

It  appears  that  the  premises  in  question  were  offered  at 
public  sale  by  your  department  under  authority  of  the  Or- 
dinance of  July  13,  1905,  which  empowered  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  Bureau  of  City  Property,  to  offer 
the  said  school  house  and  lot  9t  public  sale.  The  authority 
thereby  conferred  is  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  execution 
of  a  deed  mthout  a  further  ordinance  of  Councils  confirm- 
ing the  sale,  either  in  this  or  in  simiL'ir  instances.

Dear  Sir: — I  recently  received  gn  oral  inquiiy  from 
Chief  Hand  of  the  Water  Bureau,  asking  as  to  the  power 
of  the  said  Bureau  to  adjust  and  compromise  a  certain  dis- 
puted claim  for  water  rent  against  premises  situate  on 
Thirtieth  street  below  Locust. 


The  facts  of  the  matter  at;  explained  are: — ^This  land 
was  purchased  by  the  present  OAvner,  the  Knickerbocker 
Ice  Company,  at  a  Sheriff's  sale  in  1899.  Some  years  pre- 
viously, the  then  o^vner  of  the  land,  who  also  o^vned  another 
lot  situated  in  the  rear  of  this  one,  laid  water-pipe  through 
this  lot  to  supply  the  one  in  the  rear  with  water,  a  meler 
being  placed  thereon  to  register  the  amount  of  water  used, 
the  meter  being  charged  on  the  books  of  the  Water  Bureau 
against  this  lot,  although  in  fact  all  the  water  was  used 
on  the  rear  lot.  Water  was  used  through  the  meter  for 
some  time  but,  for  some  reason,  the  supply  was  shut  off 
prior  to  1899,  and  no  water  has  been  used  through  the  meter 
since.  The  present  o^vner.  The  Knickerbocker  Ice  Com- 
pany, makes  aifidavit  that  it  has  not  used  any  water  through 
this  meter  since  1899,  and  that  this  supply-pipe  was  not  in- 
tended to  supply,  nor  did  it  ever  supply  the  lot  now  owned 
by  it  with  water  As  I  understand  the  matter,  the  present 
owner  admits  that  this  land  is  liable,  and  it  is  willing  to 
pay,  for  w^ater  rent  charges  which  accrued  prior  to  its  tak- 
ing title  in  1899,  and  this  inquiry  is  simply  as  to  the  power 
of  the  Water  Bureau  to  adjust  and  compromise  the  charges 
made  since  1899,  to  wit,  the  minimum  meter  rate,  it  being 
admitted  by  the  Water  Bureau  that  no  water  has  in  fact 
been  used  since  that  time. 

In  rq>ly  thereto,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  Water  Bureau  has 
full  power  to  dispose  of  tlie  matter.  This  is,  I  think,  such 
a  ease  as  was  meant  to  be  covered  by  the  last  clause  of  the 
Ordinance  of  July  9,  1897,  page  151.  This  ordinance  le- 
cites  certain  definite  cases  in  which  definite  compromises 
are  to  be  made,  and  then  says :  "All  claims  not  fully  met  by 
the  foregoing,  are  to  be  adjusted  by  the  department  (Bu- 
reau of  Water)  in  such  manner  as  it  deems  just  and  equit- 
able." 

This  case  is  not  within  any  of  the  classes  specified  in  the 
said  ordinance,  and  so  the  Bureau  may  dispose  of  it  in 
such  manner  as  to  the  said  Bureau  may  seem  just  and  equit- 
able.

In  re    Ordinance   Pennifting  Property    Owners   to   Pave 
Streets  in  Front  of  their  Property.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  litli  inst.  enclosing  a 
letter  from  Mr.  J,  A.  Hvuiter,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Hioh- 
ways,  in  reference  to  the  paving  of  streets  by  property 
owners,  received. 

In  the  comttiunication  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  it  is  stated  that  Councils  have  recently  passed 
an  ordinance  permitting  property  o^s^niers  to  pave  tlie  streets 
in  front  of  their  properties  when  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  he  deems  it  advisable  to  permit 
them  to  do  so ;  that  previously  thereto'  an  ordinance  had 
been  passed  authorizing  the  paving  of  a  number  of  streets, 
for  which  proposals  are  to  be  received,  and  some  of  the 
property  owners  on  those  streets  claim  that  they  are  en- 
titled to  the  privileges  of  the  ordinance  last  passed  authoriz- 
ing the  Director  of  Public  Works  tO'  permit  property  oivners 
■  at  their  own  expense,  to  pave  the  streets. 

The  ordinance  authorizing  tlie  Director  to  permit  pro- 
perty owners  to  pave  streets  repeals  all  ordinances  or  parts 
of  ordinances  inconsistent  tllere^^4th.  T  "^^'ould  not  say 
that  the  specific  ordinance  previously  passed  authorizing 
tlie  paving  of  certain  streets  was  repealed,  but  that  it  was 
superseded  by  the  later  ordinance  in  so  far  as  the  method 
of  paving  was  concerned ;  that  is,  that  it  would  be  within 
the  power  of  the  Director,  where  no  contract  had  been 
■entered  into,  to  pennit  the  property  owners  to  pave  the 
:  streets. 

It  would  a]>]3ear,  therefore,  and  I  so-  ad^'ise  you,  that  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  has  the  authority  to  permit 
property  owners  on  any  street  where  a  contract  has  not  been 
•awarded,  to  pave  the  streets  under  the  ordinance  recently 
passed. 
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Of  course  the  property  owners^ must  come  within  tlie 
provisos  of  the  ordinances,  otlierwise  the  Director  should 
proceed  under  the  specific  ordinance  authorizing  the  paving 
of  the  streets. 

The  ordinance  authorizing  the  Director  to  permit  pro- 
'  pertj  owners  to  pave  their  streets  is  a]3plicable  to  any  street 
wliere  a  contract  has  not  been  awarded,  and  where  the 
Director  deems  it  for  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia to  permit  the  property  owners  tO'  pave.  The  ordinance 
to  permit  property  owners  to  pave  is  not  directory,  but 
merely  gives  the  autliority  to  the  Director  to  gTant  the  per- 
mission if  he  deems  it  for  the  interest  of  the  city  so  to  do.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  inquiring  whether  it 
is  the  duty  of  your  department,  or  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  Police  Bureau,  to  require  property  owners 
in  various  outlying  sections  of  the  city  to  remove  grass  and 
weeds  from  their  sidewalks,  and  what  is  the  method  of  pro- 
cedure in  such  cases. 

I  w^ould  refer  you  to  the  Ordinance  of  June  21,  1892, 
page  267,  which  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
De]5ai-tment  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highw^ays,  to 
receive  reports  from  the  Highway  Lispectors  of  sidewalks 
upon  rural  or  suburban  property  which  are  in  a  condition 
dangerous  or  impedimental  to  public  travel  or  in  any  way 
injurious  to  the  proper  care  of  the  highways,  and  to  notify 
ownei'S  so  oifending  to  place  their  sidewalks  in  proper  con- 


dition  within  such  periods  as  may  seem  reasonable  to  the 
department  in  each  case.  Section  2  fixes  a  penalty  of  $25 
for  every  one  him.dred  feet  of  frontage  so  neglected  after 
notice,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  and  penalties  are  col- 
lectible by  law. 

See  also  as  to  the  scope  and  validity  of  this  ordinance, 
''Opinions  of  Hon.  Chas.  F.  Warwick,  City  Solicitor, 
"J^ovember  16,  1893  (Opinions,  City  Solicitor,  1893,  p. 
61.)" 

I  think  that  the  procedure  in  your  department  in  the 
cases  noted  by  you  should  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
the  foregoing  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
you  enclosing  a  letter  to  this  department  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  inquiring  whether  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  would  be  justified  in  executing  a 
■contract  for  grading  Kingsessing  avenue  from  Fifty-first 
to  Fifty-second  streets,  and  withholding  the  contract  for 
the  work  on  the  same  avenue  between  Forty-ninth  and 
Fifty-first  streets.  You  state  that  bids  have  been  received 
and  contract  awarded  for  the  entire  work;  that  said  con- 
tracts have  not  been  executed,  and  that  on  account  of  the 
heavy  damages  which  would  be  occasioned  by  the  grading 
of  the  portion  of  the  avenue  between  Forty-ninth  and 
Fifty-first  streets,  you  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  grade 
that  portion  at  the  present  time. 

The  Ordinance  of  July  19,  1902,  page  210,  provides: — - 

"That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be  author- 
ized  and  directed  to  grade      .      .      .      Kingsessing 
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•avenue  from  FoTty-ninth  to  Fifty-second  street 
In  all  cases  where  the  material  required  to  excavate  or 
fill  any  legally  oipened  streets  within  six  blocks  of  the 
streets  hereby  authorized  to  be  graded  can  be  inter- 
changeably used,  tlie  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  shall  advertise  for  and  award  the  con- 
tract so  that  the  same  shall  be  embodied  in  one  and  the 
same  contracts" 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  I  do  not  think 
that  any  discretion  is  left  to  your  department  to  contract 
for  the  gTading  of  ouly  a  part  of  any  avenue  directed  to  be 
graded  between  certain  limits.  It  mi^^t  not  be  amiss,  how- 
ever, in  view  of  the  circumstances  stated  by  yo-u,  to  refrain 
at  the  present  time  from  entering  into  a  contract  for  the 
grading  of  this  avenue  pending  a  suggested  modification  of 
the  ordinance  by  Cbuncils  in  pursuance  of  any  reoommen- 
■dation  which  you  may  see  fit  to  make.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  21st  inst.  in  reference  to 
defraying  the  funeral  expenses  of  John  D.  Coleman,  an 
indigent  soldier,  who  was  a  resident  of  this  city  and  also 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  received. 

The  Act  of  M'lay  12,  1885,  provides  for  the  burial  of  any 
honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  leaving  in- 
sufficient means,  at  the  expense  of  the  county  in  which  he 
resided.  It  is  evident  that  the  purpose  of  the  law  was  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  the  burial  of  an  indigent  soldier.  In 
tlie  first  section  of  the  act  the  persons  selected  by  the  County 
Commissioners  of  the  various  counties  to  look  after  and 
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cause  to  be  buried  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  are  only 
required  to  bury  in  a  cemetery  or  burial  ground  within 
the  state.  It  does  not  prevent  the  friends  or  relatives  of 
the  deceased  soldier  from  burying  him  outside  of  the  city. 

It  appears  that  John  D.  Coleman  did  not  leave  sufficient 
means  to  defray  his  burial  expenses;  that  he  was  an  honor- 
ably discharged  soldier,  that  he  was  a  resident  of  this  city 
and  died  here,  and  that  at  his  request,  or  that  of  his 
relatives,  he  was  placed  in  a  lot  owned  by  the  family  in  a 
cemetery  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

I  think  it  is  such  a  case  as  comes  within  the  spirit  of  the 
act,  and  that  you  have  the  right  to  draw  a  warrant  in  ac^ 
cordance  with  the  ordinance,  for  the  sum  of  $50  to  defray 
the  funeral  expenses.

^  My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  a 
list  of  the  ordinances  on  the  subject  of  selling  gunpowder 
without  a  license,  and  for  the  licensing  of  the  sale  thereof, 
and  your  inquiry  whetlier  theie  should  not  be  a  license  for 
the  vending  of  fireworks. 

The  sale  and  licensing  of  gunpowder  is  not  regulated  by 
ordinance,  but  by  the  act  of  March  20,  1856,  P.  L.  137. 
The  first  section  of  that  act  makes  it  unlawful  to  have  or 
keep  gunpowder  in  any  house,  etc.,  in  Philadelphia,  except 
in  the  manner  tlierein  provided.  Section  2  authorizes  the 
Mayor  to  grant  licenses  to  any  person  or  persons  desirous  to 
sell  gimpowder  or  gun-cotton.  The  persons  licensed  may 
have  in  their  premises  a  quantity  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
pounds  at  any  one  time,  and  sliall  have  in  some  conspicuous 
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part  of  tlie  front  of  the  house  or  other  building  in  whieih 
they  may  be  licensed  to  sell,  a  sign  distinctly  painted  with 
the  words  "Licensed  to  sell  gunpowder"  or  "Licensed  to 
sell  gun-cotton,"  being  required  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury 
the  sum  of  $5  for  said  license.  The  subsequent  sections 
of  the  Act  relate  to  the  conveyance  of  powder  through  th© 
city,  provide  for  the  seizure  of  gunpowder  for  violations 
of  the  Act,  authorize  searches,  regulate  suits  in  relation  to 
gimpowder  which  may  be  seized,  authorize  firemen  to  seize 
excessive  quantities  without  warrant  during  the  progress 
of  fires,  and  provide  fines  and  penalties  for  violation  of  the 
Act.  Section  9  authorizes  the  seizure  of  saltpeter,  and  Sec- 
tion 10  fixes  a  period  of  limitation  of  one  year  for  the  be- 
ginning of  actions  for  penalties  fixed  by  the  Act. 

I  find  no  other  acts  bearing  upon  the  sale  or  licensing  of 
gunpowTler,  but  the  bringing  in  of  that  commodity  into  the 
city  and  its  transportation  within  the  citv  limits  etc.,  are 
regulated  by  Acts  of  March  28,  1787,  (2  Smith's  Laws, 
402) ;  March  18,  1818,  (7  Smith's  Laws,  83)  ;  April  li, 
1848,  See.  9,  P.  L.  506;  May  5,  1864,  P.  L.  841,  and 
April  22,  1850,  P.  L.  539. 

'No  license  for  the  vending  of  fireworks  is  required  to  be 
granted  by  tlie  Mayor  or  other  city  ofiicial.  The  Acts  of 
Assembly  and  ordinances  bearing  upon  rhis  subject  were 
detailed  at  some  length  in  an  opinion  transmitted  to  the 
Director  of  Public  Safety  on  June  28,  1904,  and  appearing 
upon  page  67  of  the  "Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor"  for 
that  year,  to  which  I  beg  to  refer  you.  Therefrom  you  will 
find  that  the  Acts  of  August  26,  1721,  1  Smith's  Laws,  129, 
and  Febmary  9,  1751,  Id.  page  208,  forbid  the  sale  of  fire- 
works within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  except 
in  pursuance  of  a  license  from  the  Governor  of  the  Pro- 
vince, but  no  other  provision  for  the  licensing  of  such  sale 
appears  upon  the  statute  books,  or  among  the  city  ordin- 
ances, though  the  sale  of  many  kinds  of  fireworks  is  pro- 
hibited by  the  various  acts  recited  in  said  opinion.

Dear  Sir: — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  ccmmiinicatioiL  o£ 
September  26tli,  inquiring  what  action  should  be  taken  in 
reference  to  a  semi-rotary  automatic  stop  valve  furnished  to 
the  city  by  the  Philadelphia  Elevator  Company. 

It  appears  that  the  price  of  $175  at  which  the  valve  was 
bought,  has  not  yet  been  paid,  and  that  the  Otis  Elevator 
Company  requests  the  city  to  desist  from  the  use  of  said 
valve,  claiming  that  it  is  an  infringement  of  a  patent  held 
by  it,  and  that  the  city  is  independently  liable  for  such  use. 
In  the  meantime,  the  Howard  Iron  Works  advises  the 
Philadelphia  Elevator  Company  that  the  former  is  pre- 
pared to  protect  the  Philadelphia  Elevator  Company  and 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  bond,  against  any  action  which 
may  be  brought  against  either  of  them.  The  Howard  Iron 
Works  appears  to  be  located  in  Buffalo,  jST.  Y.  and  the 
Philadelphia  Elevator  Company  in  this  city. 

I  think  you  should  look  to  tlie  Philadelphia  Elevator 
Company  for  proteotion  against  any  possible  claims  which 
may  be  made  against  the  city  before  paying  to  it  the  price 
of  the  valve,  leaving  that  company  to  exact  counter  secur- 
ity from  the  Howard  Iron  Works,  if  it  sees  fit  to  do  so,  or 
to  take  any  other  action  which  it  may  deem  advisable. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  a  bond,  with  surety  satis- 
factory to  yourself,  be  required  of  the  Philadelphia  Ele- 
vator Company,  in  a  sum  amply  sufficient  to  safeguard  the 
city  against  any  possible  claim. 

As  requested  by  you,  I  herewith  return  the  letters  trans- 
mitted Avith  your  communication.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yonr  inquiry  of  Sep- 
tember 29th,  1905,  transmitting  a  communication  from  the 
Philadelphia  Casualty  Company  to  the  Cliief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Boiler  Inspection  and  other  papers  relative  to  the  in- 
surance policy  and  certificate  of  inspeoticn  of  the  Fidelty 
&  Casualty  Company  of  I^^ew  York  to  Messrs.  Dtingan, 
Hood  &  Co.,  of  2100  ISTorth  American  street,  insuring  and 
certifying  the  boilers  in  their  establishment.  You  ask 
Avhether  the  Inspector  of  Boilers  has  the  power  to  compel 
the  cancellation  of  such  policy. 

In  the  letter  of  the  Philadelphia  Casualtj^  Cbmpany  it  is 
stated  that  the  premium  paid  foT  the  insurance  policy  is 
considerably  lower  than  that  fixed  by  the  Act  of  May  11th, 
1891,  to  wit,  one  and  one-half  the  charges  prescribed  by 
ordinance.  The  charges  for  the  inspection  of  boilers  appear 
in  the  Ordinance  of  July  loth,  1868,  and  the  Act  of  May 
11th,  1891,  provides  in  Article  III,  Section  2,  that  no 
policy  of  insurance  shall  be  valid  unless  the  pTemium  upon 
such  policy,  including  fee  paid  to  city  inspector,  shall  be 
equal  to  or  exceed  in  amount  one  and  one-half  times  Ihfe 
charges  prescribed  by  the  city  ordinances  for  the  inspection 
of  steam  boilers,  nor  shall  such  policy  be  cancelled  or  modi- 
fied so  that  the  premium  shall  be  less  than  the  amount 
therein  provided  for  ^nthout  notifying  the  city  inspector 
thereof  immediately  in  ^n'iting  with  the  reasons  therefor. 

Article  V,  Section  2,  provides  that  if  for  any  cause  such 
insurance  company  shall  cancel  a  policy  of  insurance 
issued  in  accordance  with,  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or 
shall  so  modify  the  same  that  tlie  premium  shall  be  less  than 
the  amount  hereinbefore  provided  for,  such  cancellation 
or  modificatiGn  shall  render  the  certificate  of  inspection 
previously  given  invalid,  and  notice  of  such  cancellation 
shall  be  communicated  to  the  city  inspector  immediately. 
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Article  VI  requires  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  to 
furnish  steam  boiler  insurance  companies  Avith  printed 
forms  of  certificates,  settino-  forth  that  the  premium  upon 
the  policy  of  insurance  to  be  issued  in  connection  with  the 
certificate  of  inspection  equals,  or  exceeds  the  amount  pro- 
vided for  in  Article  III  of  Section  2  of  the  Act,  and  the 
City  Inspector  is  required  to  affix  his  signature  and  official 
seal  to  the  certificate  of  inspection  when  such  form  is  re- 
turned to  him  properly  filled  up  and  duly  signed. 

I  think  it  clear  from  the  foregoing  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  1891  that  unless  the  premium  for  the  policy  of  insurance 
of  a  boiler  inspection  company  shall  equal  or  exceed  one 
and  a  half  times  the  charge  prescribed  by  the  city  ordin- 
ances for  inspection  of  such  boiler,  both  the  policy  of  in- 
surance and  the  certificate  of  inspection,  are  absolutely  void 
and  of  no  effect.  "V^liile  no  method  seems  to  be  provided 
by  which  the  Chief  of  the  Buieau  of  Boiler  Inspection  may 
"compel  the  cancellation  of  the  policy,"  yet  since  the  policy 
and  certificate  of  inspection  are  void  and  practically  non- 
existent, the  case  may  be  treated  (assumirjg  it  to  be  correct 
that  the  premium  paid  does  not  equal  one  and  a  half  times 
the  charge  fixed  by  ordinance)  as  if  no  such  policy  had 
ever  been  taken  out  and  no  such  certificate  issued. 

The  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  may  therefore  require 
a  re-inspection  of  the  boilers  to  be  had  and  a  new  certificate 
issued,  or,  in  the  alternative,  the  parties  may  be  regarded 
as  within  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  Act  of 
May  7th,  1864,  providing  penalties  of  fine  and  imprison- 
ment for  those  operating  steani  boilers  without  having  first 
received  a  certificate  therefor. 

I  return  herewith  the  papers  sent  me  in  accordance  with, 
your  request.

Dear  Sir:7— I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  dulj  approved 
by  yourself,  in  reference  to  tlie  right  of  the  city  to  charge 
a  fee  of  $1.00  for  breaking  an  unpaved  street  for  the  pur- 
pose of  connecting  with  a  private  sewer  built  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ordinance  of  April  4,  1891,  page  187.  Such 
charge  is  imposed  by  virtue  of  tlie  Ordinance  of  March  30, 
1805,  page  63,  and  you  inquire  whether  said  ordinance  re- 
lates to  the  breaking  of  the  highway  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
necting with  a  private  sewer  as  well  as  for  any  other  pur- 
pose. 

Erom  your  letter  it  appears  that  the  break  in  question 
was  made  in  the  sidewalk  and  not  in  the  cart^vay  of  the 
street,  and  the  regulations  of  the  department,  based  upon 
the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1895,  requires  the  charges 
therein  fixed  to  be  paid  whether  the  break  is  made  in  the 
sidewalk  or  the  cartway. 

I  know  of  no  reason  to  make  any  distinction  between  a 
break  in  the  street  for  tlie  purpose  of  connecting  with  a 
private  sewer  and  any  other  break  so  made.  I  would  call 
your  attention,  however,  to  the  opinion  of  this  department 
dated  July  16,  1898,  (page  71,  Opinions  of  the  City  Soli- 
citor, 1898)  to  the  effect  tliat  the  Ordinance  of  M^arch  30, 
1895,  does  not  apply  to  tlie  sidewaUv,  but  only  to  the  break- 
ing of  the  cartway.  The  reasons  for  this  conclusion  are 
set  out  in  the  opinion  referred  to,  and  I  will  not  therefore 
repeat  them.  Those  reasons  appear  to  this  department 
quite  persuasive  to  the  effect  that  the  ordinance  was  not  in- 
tended to  relate  to  the  breaking  of  the  footway,  and  if  that 
conclusion  is  correct  it  would  seem  to  follow  that  the  regu- 
lation imposing  the  fees  fixed  by  the  ordinance  for  an  open- 
ing in  the  sidewallcs  is  not  warranted  by  the  provisions 
thereof.

Dear  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  ir.quiry  of  Septem- 
ber 2.5th,  whether  the  opinion  of  this  department  of  March 
28th,  1904,  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Supplies 
as  to  the  effect  of  the  Ordinance  of  May  25th,  1860,  is 
equally  applicable  to  contracts  made  by  your  department, 
and  whether  you  would  be  justified  in  awarding  a  contract 
for  making-  alterations  to  a  Fire  House  to  the  lowest  bidder 
>\vho  has  omitted  to  furnish  a  certificate  of  the  filing  of  a 
proposal  bond,  but  in  lieu  thereof  has  sent  with  his  bid  a 
certified  check  for  ten  per  cent,  of  tlie  amount  thereof. 

The  Ordinance  of  1860  applies  to  all  municipal  con- 
tracts, and  therefore  to  tliose  entered  into  by  your  depart- 
ment, as  Avell  as  by  all  the  other  branches  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. 

Accordingly  I  think  it  your  duty  t6  require  bids  of 
$500  or  over  to  be  accompanied  by  certificates  showing 
that  the  proposal  bond  provided  for  by  the  ordinance  has 
been  filed,  otherwise  to  reject  such  bids,  and  that  a  certified 
check  cannot  ]3roperly  be  accepted  as  a  substitute  for  the 
necessary  bond.

In  re  Paving  Streets  by  Private  Contract. 

A.  Lincoln  Acker,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  2nd  instant  with  letter  of 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  enclo'sed,  received. 
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Tlie  Cliief  of  the  Bureau  of  Hig'hwiiys  in  his  letter  to  you 
of  September  80,  1005,  referring  to  the  opinion  of  this 
department  of  September  15,  1905,  does  not  correctly  state 
the  conclusion  when  he  says:  ''The  Director,  Department 
of  Public  Works,  has  authority  to  permit  property  o\TOers 
on  any  street  where  a  contract  has  not  been  awarded,  to 
pave  the  streets  under  the  Ordinance  of  September  12th, 
1905,  as  said  ordinance  repeals  all  ordinances  or  parts  of 
ordinances  inconsistent  therewith."' 

The  opinion  oi  September  15th,  1905,  did  not  say  the 
previous  ordinances  were  repealed,  but  that  they  were 
superseded  by  the  Ordinance  of  September  12th,  1905,  in 
so  far  as  the  method  of  paving-  was  concerned.  The  author- 
ity to  pave  under  the  specific  ordinances  still  remains. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  iiow  inquires  whether,  where 
Councils  have  passed  an  ordinance  authorizing  the  paving 
of  ''A"  street  from  Front  to  Fourth  streets,  you  would  have 
autJiority  to  permit  the  property  oMmers  by  private  contract 
to  pave  the  said  street  from  Front  to  Third  streets;  and 
whether  the  department  can  award  a  contract  for  the  re- 
paviiig  of  the  remaining  square  under  the  authority  of  the 
ordinance  authorizing  the  paving  of  the  three  squares  and 
under  the  bid  re^ceived.  for  the  paving  of  the  three  squares. 

The  Ordinance  of  September  12,  1905,  places  the  dis- 
cretion in  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
when  he  deems  it  for  the  interest  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia to  pennit  property  owners  to  pave  the  streets  by  pri- 
vate contract.  He  is  not  required  to  pave  streets  in  that 
way.  If  he  deems  it  advisable  to  permit  the  property 
owners  by  private  contract  to  pave  "A"  street  from  Front 
to  Third  streets,  and  to  the  interest  of  the  city  so  to 
do,  the  Ordinance  of  September  12th,  1905,.  would  vest 
sufficient  authority  in  him.  If,  however,  he  deems  it  to 'the 
interest  of  the  city  to  ]iave  "A"  street  from  Front  to  Fourth 
streets  under  one  contract  and  in  accordance  with  an  award 
upon  the  bids  received,  he  has  the  right  under  the  previous 
ordinances  to  do  that.  AMiether  the  parties  wlio  bid  for 
paving  "A"  street  from  Front  to  Fourth  streets  would  be 
willing  to  pave  from  Third  street  to  Fourth  street  at  the 
same  price  is  a  matter  for  the  bidders  to  determine;   in 
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other  Avords,  whether  they  would  accept  an  award  of  one 
block  upon  their  bid  for  tlireo  blocks,  is  for  the  bidders  to 
decide.  You  could,  not  require  the  biddei-  to  pave  one 
block  at  the  price  mentioned  by  him  in  bidding  for  tliree 
blocks  or  squares. 

The  ordinance  ]3assed  authorizing  the  paving  of  a  street 
for  three  squares,  together  with  the  Ordinance  of  Septem- 
ber 12,  1905,  would  be  ample  authority  for  you  to  pave 
two  squares  by  ]3rivate  contract.,  and  one  square  by  an  award 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  if  you  deem  that  method 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  also  asks  to  be  advised,  where 
Councils  authorize  the  paving  of  a  street  with  vitri- 
fied bricks,  and  the  property  owners  desire  to  have  the  street 
paved  by  private  contract  under  the  Ordinance  of  September 
12,  1905,  with  sheet  asphaltum,  whether  the  department 
w^onld  be  justitied  in  permitting  tlie  propei-ty  0A\Taers  to 
pave  the  said  street  wdth  sheet  asphaltum  under  private 
contract;  I  advise  you  that  as  the  ordinance  was  passed 
directing  the  paving  of  the  street  wdtli  vitrified  bricks,  you 
have  no  authority  to  ]iermit  the  street  to  bo  paved  with  au^y 
other  kind  of  material. 

If  the  propertv'  o^Aiiers  desire  to  pave  under  the  Ordin- 
ance of  September  12,  1905,  they  must  pave  the  street  with 
vitrified  bricks.  The  character  of  the  paving  is  entirely 
wdthin  the  control  of  Cbuncils,  and  when  they  direct  by 
ordinance  what  kind  of  pavement  is  to  be  laid,  your  de- 
partment has  no  authority  to  lay  any  other  kind.  If  it  is 
desired  to  pave  the  street  wdth  sheet  asiDlialtum,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  an  ordinance  passed  directing  it  to  be 
paved  A\dth  sheet  asphaltum,  as  Councils  have  already  di- 
rected it  to  be  paved  Avith  vitrified  bricks.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  whether  a 
license  is  required  to  be  taken  out  by  persons  keeping  and 
selling  fixed  ammunition,  that  is  to  say,  cartridges,  con- 
taining black  powder  or  smokeless  powder,  but  who  do  not 
store,  keep  or  deal  in  powder  of  either  kind  in  bulk,  ac- 
•  companied  by  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Biddle 
Hardware  Company. 

The  Act  of  March  20,  1856,  I  think,  applies  only  to  the 
keeping  and  selling  of  gun-powder  or  gun-cotton  in  bulk. 
'  This  seems  reasonably  clear  from  the  context  of  the  Act,  and 
I  believe  the  general  understanding  thereof  has  been  that 
only  powder  or  gun-cotton  in  bulk  is  contemplated  by  the 
statute. 

The  Ordinance  of  April  2,  1901,  page  102,  maldng  it 
a  nuisance  to  manufacture,  keep,  sell,  etc.,  high  explosives 
within  the  city  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance,  in  Section  2  defines  the  sense  in  which  the 
phrase  "high  explosives"  is  used.  Section  3  provides  that 
the  license  which  the  ordinance  requires  shall  specify  what 
high  explosive  may  be  manufactured,  kept,  sold  or  used  by 
the  licensee  and  the  amount  tliereof  which  he  may  have  in 
■one  place  at  one  time,  provided  that  such  amounti  shall  not 
■■''in  tlie  case  of  explosives  of  the  nitro-cellulose  class  exoeed 
five  pounds  each  (excepting  smokeless  powder,  of  which 
twenty-five  pounds  may  be  kept,  exclusive  of  that  contained 
in  fixed  ammunition)."  This  provision  relates  only  to  the 
quantity  which  is  permitted  to  be  kept  in  one  place  under  a 
license,  and  does  not  of  itself  either  exclude  or  include 
smokeless  powder  contained  in  fixed  ammunition  as  one  of 
the  commodities  for  which  a  license  must  l)e  taken  out.  We 
■are  therefore  remitted  to  the  definition  of  high  explosives 
<jontained  in  Section  2.  The  enumeration  made  in  that 
•.section  embraces  among  other  explosives:  "(2)  Explosives

of  the  nitro-cellulose  class,  including  pyroxylin,  smokeless- 
powder,  blasting  gelatine  and  all  explosive  preparations 
(except  gun-cotton)  containing  the  nitro-celluloses  as  a  com- 
ponent part."  The  foregoing  langiiage  is  somewhat  am- 
biguous, and  it  is  not  entirely  clear  whether  smokeless 
powder  enclosed  in  cartridges  is  intended  to  be  included  or 
not,  I  think,  however,  that  without  any  undue  stretch  of 
the  phraseology  employed,  such  fixed  ammunition  may  be 
classified  as  an  "explosive  of  the  nitro-cellulose  class,  in- 
cluding .  .  smokeless  powder  .  .  and  all  ex- 
plosive preparations  .  .  containing  the  nitro-celluloses 
as  a  component  part,''  and  that  therefore  in  the  interests  of 
the  public  safety  and  welfare,  licenses  sliould  be  required 
of  all  persons  keeping  and  selling  cartridges  containing 
smokeless  powder  as  a  component  part  thereof.

Deak  Sir  : — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  17th 
inst.,  relative  to  the  claim  of  the  Sehmdkill  IsTavigation 
Company  for  $1081.48,  being  toll  upon  certain  boats  carry- 
ing bituminous  coal  for  the  use  of  the  Water  Bureau  of  the 
city  and  passing  through  Fairmount  Locks  from  June  21  to 
October  30,  1902. 

From  the  earlier  communication  of  4he  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  upon  this  subject  it  appears 
that  said  claim  is  made  for  coal  passing  through  the  Locks 
for  the  use  of  the  City  during  the  strike  in  the  coal  regions 
in    1902.      The   correspondence   between    the   Bureau   of 
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Water  and  the  General  Manager  of  the  Schnylkill  ISTavi- 
gation  C'ompany  sliows  that  the  claim  of  the  latter  is  based 
upon  different  and  distinct  gTOimds,  which  wonld  seem  to 
be  mutually  conflicting. 

The  agreement  between  the  Schuylkill  Xavigation  Com- 
pany and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  dated  June  4,  1(S24,  and 
which  confinncd  the  earlier  agTeements  of  a  similar  nature, 
provided:  '"That  tlie  boats,  arks,  rafts,  and  otlier  things,  the 
property  of  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  Phila- 
delphia, or  in  their  employ  or  use,  at  all  times  hereafter 
forever,  shall  pass  and  repass,  in,  tlirough  and  out  of  the 
said  locks  and  canal  at  Fainnount,  ascending  and  descend- 
ing the  said  river,  without  a  penuit  or  toll  or  charge  what- 
ever," The  consideration  for  the  grants  and  covenants  of 
the  Compauy  is  recited  to  be  the  smn  of  $26,000  paid  by 
the  city  to  the  company,  and  the  further  consideration  there- 
after mentioned,  which  further  consideration  is  the 
covenant  by  tlie  city  to  assume  the  charge  of  the  Locks  at 
Fairmount  Dam  at  its  o^m  expense  and  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  company.  Concerning  this  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Schuylkill  jSTavigation  Company  says  that 
the  agreement  of  1824  has  not  been  in  force  since  1832,  and 
that  "the  city  was  released  and  discharged  in  some  way 
from  the  carrying  out  of  this  contract,  or  at  least,  it  has 
been  in  abeyance  since  that  time."  In  support,  of  this 
position  he  cites  the  opinion  of  Messrs.  Sergeant  &  Binney, 
dated  December  29,  1832.  But  a  careful  reading  of  that 
opinion  will  show  not  only  that  it  is  not  an  authority  for 
this  position,  but  that  on  the  contrary,  it  assumed  that  the 
agreement  of  1824  was  then  in  force.  The  questions  dealt 
with  in  the  opinion  referred  to  had  no  relation  to  the  ab- 
rogation of  the  contract,  but  in  substance  were  whether  the 
Navigation  Company  might  not  la^vA'fullv  resume  charge 
of  the  Locks,  and  the  conclusioji  was  reached  that  they 
might  do  so.  It  ^^'Ould  seem,  therefore,  to  have  been  the 
voluntaiw  act  of  the  Schuylkill  I^avigation  Company  by 
which  "the  city  was  released  and  discharged  in  some  way 
from  tlie  cariying  out  of  this  contract." 

Moreover,  the  principal  consideration  for  tlie  covenants 
on  the  part  of  the  Navigation  Company  was,  as  already 
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seen,  tlie  payment  by  the  city  of  tlie  sum  of  $2G,000.  This 
has  never  been  returned,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  and  it 
follows  very  clearly  that  no  assumption  of  the  lapse  of  tlie 
contract  can  be  predicated  upon  the  cessation  or  failure  of 
tlie  consideration,  as  is  attempted  to  be  done  by  the  Navi- 
gation Compauy,  This  also  seemingly  disposes  of  the 
claim  made  by  the  Schhuylkill  JSTavigation  Company  in  the 
letter  of  February  21,  1905,  that  if  the  city  is  right  as  to  the 
agreement  of  1824,  it  should  pay  tlie  expenses  incurred  by 
the  jSTavigation  Company  about  the  maintenance  of  the 
Locks  siAce  December  1,  1896. 

"\^Tien  the  present  controversy  first  arose  in  1902  the 
Schuylkill  jSTavigation  Company  based  its  claim  upon 
different  premises  from  those  n6w  asserted.  In  the  letter 
of  June  20tli  of  that  year  from  the  General  Manager  of 
that  Company  he  states  that  the  boats  employed  were  not 
those  of  the  city  but  of  an  individual  transporting  coal 
under  contract  ^vitli  a  private  firm,  and  that  they  were  in 
the  employ  of  a  firm  engaged  in  the  coal  business,  and  there- 
fore do  not  appear  to  meet  the  conditions  imposed  by  the 
agreement  of  June  4,  1824.  This  would  imply  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  right  of  the  city  to  have  its  ov^nti  boats  transported 
free  of  toll,  but  would  limit  that  right  to  boats  owned  by  the 
■city  itself.  But,  as  already  seen,  the  language  of  the  con- 
tract is  broader  than  the  effect  thus  given  to  it,  and  includes 
not  only  the  boats,  etc.,  the  pro^^erty  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, but  also  those  in  its  employ  or  use. 

I  understand  that  in  the  present  instance  the  cargoes  of 
•coal  for  ^^■hich  the  toll  is  claimed  were,  as  already  stated, 
intended  solely  for  the  nise  of  the  city,  and  I  think  that  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  exempt  the  municipality  from  the 
payment  of  the  tolls  charged.  At  all  events,  if  the  l^avi- 
gation  Company  can  maintain  any  such  charges,  they 
should  not  be  made  against  the  city. 

The  foregoing  considerations  invoh'e  not  only  sundry 
questions  of  law,  but  also  perhaps  matters  of  disputed  fact. 
I  therefore  think  it  the  duty  of  your  department  to  decline 
paying  the  bills  Avliich  have  been  rendered,  leaving  the 
Schuylkill  Navigation  Oonipany  to  pursue  such  course  as 
it  may  deem  advisable. 
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The  substance  of  this  conclusion  was  communicated 
orally  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public:  Works 
shortly  after  the  receipt  of  his  letter  of  February  23rd  last, 
upon  the  subject,  and  it  being  understood  that  he  would  act 
thereon  without  awaiting  a  ^^'ritten  answer  to  his  communi- 
catioUj  the  matter  was  regarded  as  closed.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  10th 
inst.,  inquiring  whether  in  tlie  case  of  John  H.  Kessler, 
Building  Inspector,  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  who 
was  appointed  to  act  as  Chief  of  the  Bureau  pending  a  per- 
manent appointment,  and  who  so  acted  from  July  10  to 
September  20,  1905,  he  should  be  paid  the  salary  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection ;  and  whether, 
if  so,  he  shoulji  receive  this  pay  for  the  whole  time  between 
the  dates  named,   or  only  for  a  specified  length  of  time. 

The  same  subject  was  dealt  with  in  the  opinion  of  Hon. 
Charles  F.  Warwick,  dated  October  16,  189 1  (Opinions  of 
City  Solicitor,  Ord.  1891,  p.  58),  and  I  see  no  reason  to 
differ  from  the  conclusion  reached  by  him,  which  was  that 
the  temporary  appointee  should  be  paid  the  salary  per- 
taining to  tlie  office  in  which  he  served,  during  the  time  of 
such  seiwice.  The  same  conclusion  would  apply  also  in  the 
other  instances  to  which  you  refer.

Deae  SiiJ : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October 
19  th,  relative  to  the  water  rating  of  the  Hamilton  Court 
Apartment  House,  Thirty-ninth  and  Cliestnut  streets.  It 
appears  that  the  owmer  or  proprietor  of  that  house  applied 
for  and  received  a  penuit  for  the  use  of  city  water  through 
a  two-inch  ferrule  on  A]>ril  J  4,  1902;  that  there  is  an  ar- 
tesian well  on  the  premises  from  which  is  obtained  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  the  ^vater  used  therein-;  that  in  the 
year  1904,  application  was  made  to  place  a  meter  upon  the 
supply  pipes,  and  this  was  done  under  the  direction  of  the 
then  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  how  much  city  water  is  consumed 
therein,  the  ultimate  intention  being  to  use  the  information 
thus  obtained  as  a  means  of  approximating  more  or  less 
accurately  to  an  equitable  adjustment  of  the  amount  of 
water  rent  which  should  be  paid  annually  to  the  city.  The 
meter  has  been  set  for  about  one  year,  and  you  now  inquire 
whether  you  have  the  right  to  base  tlie  charges  for  water 
rent  upon  the  meter  rating. 

The  Ordinance  of  July  9,  1897,  page  151,  directed  the 
Bureau  of  Water  where  the  source  of  supply  to  any  building 
is  both  public  and  private,  to  rate  such  building  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  quantity  of  city  water  consumed  as 
shown  by  meter.  It  provided  further,  after  enumerating 
the  specific  cases  embraced  in  the  ordinance,  that  ''all  claims 
not  fully  met  by  the  foregoing  are  to  be  adjusted  by  tlie 
department  iiL  such  a  manner  as  it  may  deem  just  and 
equitable." 

The  practice  of  charging  according  to  the  quantity  of 
public  water  consumed  ^^•hero  the  supply  was  partly  fur- 
nished by  the  city  and  partly  from  private  sources,  seems 
to  have  prevailed  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  for  many  years 
before  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance  of  1897, — the  justice 
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and  equity  of  that  method  of  charge  being*  recognized  by 
the  Water  Bureau.  (See  letter  of  June  1,  1896,  from  A. 
J".  Fuller,  Assistant  in  charge  of  Distribution,  to  John  C. 
Traut^vine,  Jr.,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water.) 

The  Ordinance  of  June  27,  1904:,  page  170,  forbade  tlie 
installation  of  meters  after  that  date,  and  the  meter  placed 
in  the  Hamilton  Court  Apartment  House  was  installed  sub- 
sequent to  the  passage  of  the  last  named  ordinance,  thereby 
giving  rise  to  the  inquiry  contained  in  your  letter.  But,  as 
already  seen,  the  meter  so  placed  was  intended  to  measure 
the  city  water  consumed,  not  foT  the  purpose  of  absolutely 
determining  how  much  the  charge  should  be,  but  to  assist 
in  approximating  to  a  just  and  equitable  rate  of  cliarge.  It 
is  true  that  the  Ordinance  of  1904  prohibited  the  placing  of 
such  meters,  and  repealed  so  much  of  the  Ordinance  of 
1897  as  was  inconsistent  therewith,  that  is  to  say,  so  much 
of  tliat  ordinance  as  provided  for  the  use  of  meters,  and 
•doubtless  the  placing  of  the  meter  in  this  apartment  house 
was  a  technical  violation  of  the  directions  of  the  ordinance 
of  later  date.  But  that  portion  of  the  Ordinance  of  1897 
which  provided  for  an  adjustment  of  the  rates  in  cases  where 
the  schedule  charges  did  not  seem  just  and  equitable,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  was  not 
repealed  by  the  Ordinance  of  1904.  The  present  would 
seeni  to  this  department  to  be  such  a  case,  and  the  last 
portion  of  the  Ordinance  of  1897  to  be  applicable  thereto. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  I  think  the  Water 
Bureau  is  not  precluded  from  making  an  equitable  ad- 
justment of  the  water  rent  in  question  upon  a  basis  different 
from  what  the  schedule  charge  would  be  if  city  water  alone 
were  used ;  and  while  the  Bureau  need  not  be  bound  en- 
tirely by  the  meter  registry,  yet  it  is  not  required  tO'  ignore 
the  quantity  of  city  water  so  measured,  in  connection  with 
such  other  factors  as  it  may  deem  relevant  (for  instance, 
the  minimum  charge  for  a  ferrule  of  the  dimensions  of  the 
one  in  use)  in  reaching  the  just  and  equitable  adjustment 
which  the  Ordinance  of  1897  directs  to  be  made.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  October  • 
25tli,  what  effect  that  portion  of  the  Act  of  April  19,  1905^. 
P.  L.  217,  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  automobiles  or 
motor  vehicles"  etc.,  which  provides  that  "A  license  number 
obtained  in  any  other  place  or  state,  shall  be  removed  from 
said  vehicle  while  the  vehicle  is  being  used  within  this 
Commonwealth"  has  upon  so  much  of  the  third  section  of 
the  Ordinance  of  December  IG,  1902,  \)age  326,  upon  the 
same  subject  as  requires  that  "Every  vehicle  described 
above  shall  ahvays  display  or  cause  to  be  displayed  in  a 
prominent  and  conspicuous  place  on  said  vehicle,  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  said  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection,  a  sign 
seven  inches  long  and  four  inches  wide,  to  be  furnished  by 
the  said  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection,  bearing  the  license 
number  of  its  driver." 

The  portion  of  section  four  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
quoted  above  is  found  in  conjunction  Avith  the  provision 
immediate'ly  preceding  it  that  "Not  more  than  one  State 
license  number  shall  be  carried  upon  the  front  and  back  of 
the  said  vehicle  while  operated  or  used  on  any  of  the  public 
streets  or  public  highways,  as  aforesaid." 

I  think  it  clear  that  these  two  portions  of  the  Act  of 
1905,  taken  together  indicate  that  the  purpose  of  the  Legis- 
lature Avas  to  require  automobiles  entering  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  from  other  places,  to  remove  all  signs  or  tags 
showing  the  numbers  of  licenses  granted  elsewhere  than 
within  this  State,  and  that  the  part  of  the  Act  referred  to 
Avas  not  designed  to  apply  to  licenses  or  license  numbers  fur- 
nished by  municipalities  AA'ithin  the  OonimonAvealth. 

The  broader  question  may,  hoAvever,  be  incidentally  pre- 
sented Avhether,  and  to  AAiiat  extent,  tlie  Ordinance  of  1902 
is  superseded  by  the  statute,  Avhich  having  dealt  Avith  the- 
subject  matter  involved,  may  be  thought  to  have  supplied.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  November  2nd,  in- 
quiring whether  the  Ordinance  of  May  3,  1855,  in  so  far 
as  it  provides  that  sidewalks  in  front  of  miimproved  pro- 
perty are  to  be  paved  of  the  width  therein  designated  is 
repealed  by  the  Ordinance  of  February  11,  1889,  page  12. 

The  second  section  of  the  last  named  ordinances  author- 
izes the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  when 
in  his  judgment  the  footways  and  sidewalks  of  any  public 
street  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  require  to  be  graded, 
paved,  repaved  or  repaired,  or  the  curbstones  thereof  to  be 
set  or  reset,  to  require  the  o^vner  of  the  abutting  property 
to  do  such  work,  or  in  default,  to  have  it  done  by  the  city  at 
his  expense,  to  be  enforced  by  lien. 

By  section  three  of  tlie  Ordinance  of  1889,  all  ordinancesi 
or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  therewith  are  repealed. 

I  do  not  find  any  inconsistency  between  these  trsvo  ordin- 
ances. 

It  would  seem  that  the  provision  of  Section  2  of  the 
Ordinance  of  February  11,  1889,  authorizing  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  have  the  sidewalks, 
etc.,  paved,  has  no  bearing  upon  the  question  of  the  Avidth 
to  which  they  are  required  to  be  so  paved.  The  authority 
thereby  vested,  in  so  far  as  concerns  the  width  of  the  side- 
walk, is  to  have  the  work  done  in  accordance  with  the  ear- 
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lier  ordinances  pertinent  to  that  subject,  not  inconsistent 
witli  tlie  later  enactment. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  except  as  the  Ordin- 
ance of  May  3,  1855,  is  modified  by  the  Ordinance  of  March 
23,  1888,  which  applies  tO'  certain  portions  of  the  city  alone, 
it  remains  unchanged  by  the  Ordinance  of  1889,  and  that 
its  directions  should  be  observed  in  ordering  paving  to  be 
done  upon  sidewalks  in  front  of  unimproved  property  out- 
side of  the  limits  fixed  by  the  Ordinance  of  March  23, 
1888.

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  oral  inquiry  I  would 
say,  that  as  it  has  been  tlie  custom  of  your  Bureau  in  the 
past  to  grant  permits  for  tlie  erection  of  coal  and  lumber 
sheds  under  Section  3  of  the  Ordinance  of  Cbuncils  ap- 
proved March  28,  1894,  I  see  no  reason  why  you  should 
not  continue  to  do  so.  It  is  true  that  this  section  is  rather 
ambiguous,  and  would  appear  to  limit  the  location  of  coal 
and  lumber  sheds  to  whaiwes  only,  yet  in  another  portion 
the  ordinance  distinctly  states  that  the  location  of  such 
sheds  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection,  therefore,  in  my  opinion  as  aforesaid, 
you  may  continue  to  issue  permits  for  the  erection  of  slieds 
of  this  character  until  this  ordinance  shall  be  amended  or 
a  new  one  substituted.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  November 
18th,  enclosing  a  communication  to  yourself  from  tlie  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  in  which  he  inquires  whether 
the  city  "\^'ould  be  justified  in  permitting  two  streets  to  be 
paved  by  private  contract  under  authority  of  the  Ordinance 
of  September  12,  1905.  It  is  stated  that  neither  street  has 
been  placed  upon  the  city  plan,  although  an  ordinance  has 
been  introduced  for  that  purpose,  and  tlie  deed  of  dedica- 
tion for  said  streets  has  not  yet  been  accepted ;  that  houses 
are  built  thereon,  curbs  set,,  footways  paved,  all  under- 
ground structures  completed  and  the  streets  made  ready 
for  paving. 

The  Ordinance  of  September  12,  1905,  authorizes  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  whenever 
deemed  best  for  the  interests  of  the  city,  to-  grant  permission 
to  the  o\^^lers  of  property  to  pave  the  streets  in  front  thereof 
with  the  material  and  in  the  mamier  prescribed  by  the 
ordinance,  providing  tlie  same  shall  extend  for  not  less 
than  one  block,  such  paving  to  include  all  necessary  inter- 
sections, at  the  sole  cost  of  the  o^vner.  The  paving  is  to  be 
done  under  the  direction  and  supervision,  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  the  contract  to  contain  all  the  requirements  of  con- 
tracts made  by  the  city,  and  a  bond  to  be  entered  to  keep 
said  paving  in  repair  for  five  years.  Provided  further. 
That  all  laws,  etc.,  requiring  gas  and  water  pipe  to  be  first 
laid,  and  sewers  constnioted  in  said  streets,  shall  be  com- 
plied with. 

Section  2  requires  that  before  such  permission  shall  be 
granted  an  agTcement  shall  be  filed  with  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  authorizing  him  to  des- 
ignate the  character  of  paving  to  be  used  and  agreeing  to 
have  the  work  done  bv  the  contractor  to  whom  has  been 
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awarded  the  annual  contract  for  paving  streets  authorized 
to  be  paved  by  Section  1  of  said  ordinance,  the  owner  to 
pay  the  contract  price  therefor. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  ordinance  is  not  restricted  to 
streets  upon  the  city  plan,  but  would  by  its  terms  apply  to 
any  street,  i.  e.  any  street  over  which  the  city  has  controL 
If,  therefore,  the  streets  in  question  are  such  tliat  the  city 
has  control  over  them,  it  would  be  entirely  proper  to  grant 
the  permission  asked  for,  upon  the  limitations  and  in  the 
manner  i>rescribed  by  the  ordinance.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  the  city  has  no  such  control  over  the  streets,  it  would  be 
open  to  the  owner  to  pave  them  without  even  seeking  such 
permission.  In  either  event,  since  the  owmer  has  seen  fit 
to  ask  the  city's  consent,  no  reason  exist?  upon  the  facts 
stated,  why  such  consent  should  not  be  given.

D'EAK  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  28th  ult.  enclosing  a 
conununication  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  in  relation  to  the  regrading,  etc.,  of  Thompson 
street,  received. 

A  contract  was  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
with  Michael  O'Eourke,  dated  'May  5,  1905,  for  the  re- 
grading  and  repaving  of  cartways  and  sidewalks,  setting 
and  resetting  of  straight  and  curved  curbs,  constructing 
inlets,  setting  and  resetting  crossing  stones  and  other  con-

tingent  work  required  to  bring  Tliompsoai  street,  from 
Allegheny  avenue  to  Westmoreland  street,  and  tlie 
approaches  thereto,  to  the  revised  gi-ades,  for  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  This 
contract  provided  that  payment  for  the  work  shall  be  made 
by  assessment  bills  or  by  warrant  on  the  City  Treasury, 
upon  ■  bills  certified  to  by  the  District  Surveyor  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Assistant  of  the  District. 

Froaii  the  communication  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  it  would  appear  that  some  sewer  construction  was 
included  in  the  work.  The  only  authority  to  which  we  are 
referred  is  a  transfer  or  appropriation  ordinance  of  June 
27,  1904,  as  follows:  "For  regrading  and  repaving  cart- 
ways and  sidewalks,  resetting  curb,  constructing  sewers, 
etc.,  on  Edgemont  street,  from  Allegheny  avenue  to  West- 
moreland street,  and  the  grading  of  Westmoreland  street, 
from  Kichmond  street  to  Belgrade  street,  $11,500." 

The  Ordinance  of  December  6,  1904-,  amended  this  or- 
dinance by  substituting  Thompson  street  for  Edgemont 
street. 

This  is  an  appropriation  ordinance,  and  while  it  is  true 
that  if  Councils  appropriates  a  sum  of  money  to  do  work 
it  may  be  authority  for  the  doing  of  the  work,  it  is  very 
doubtful  whether  this  would  apply  to  the  case  of  a  public 
imjirovement  which  may  be  chargeable  to  a  property  owner. 
It  is  safer  and  better  to  have  a  specific  ordinance  authoriz- 
ing the  construction  of  sewers,  if  it  be  the  purpose  of  the 
city  to  assess  the  cost  against  the  property  owner.  The  same 
would  apply  to  the  paving  of  a  street.  As  to  the  paving  and 
repaving  of  sidewalks,  and  the  setting  and  resetting  of 
curbs,  the  doing  of  the  work  by  the  city  should  be  preceded 
by  a  notice  to  the  property  ovmer  to  do  it,  and  the  city  can 
only  do  it  when  he  fails  to  have  the  work  done,  and  only  after 
such  notice  and  failure  upon  the  part  of  the  property  owner 
is  the  property  chargeable  with  the  cost  of  the  paving  or  re- 
paving of  sidewalks,  setting  or  resetting  of  curbs,  except 
when  the  curbing  or  recurbing  or  repaving  of  the  footway 
shall  form  part  of  an  improvement  resulting  also  in  the 
paving,  macadamizing  or  otlienvise  improving  the  cart- 
wav  of  the  said  hiffhwav. 
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The  construction  of  seAvers  should  he  under  the  control 
of  the  Bureau  of  Sun^eys  and  not,  as  appears  in  tliis  case, 
under  that  of  the  Bureau  o  Highways. 

If  the  work  under  this  contract  included  the  construction 
of  the  server  the  cost  of  which  is  chargeable  against  the 
property  abutting  thereon,  the  contractor  should  be  required 
in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance  of  1866  and  the  terms  of 
his  contract,  to  accept  assessment  bills  to  the  amount  of  the 
price  bid  by  him  for  doing  \he  ^vork. 

There  is  nothing  in  this  appropriation  ordinance  which 
repeals  the  Ordinance  of  1866,  and  that  ordinance  speci- 
fically states  that  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  all  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  sewers,  that  the  contractor  shall 
acce]3t  assessment  bills.  Of  course,  it  would  be  in  the  power 
of  Councils  tO'  provide  payment  otherwise  than  by  assess- 
ment bills, — that  isj  Councils  could,  by  ordinance,  provide 
that  the  contractor  should  be  paid  by  wan-am  and  not  by 
assessment  bills,  but  the  ordiiiance  making  this  appropria- 
tion, if  that  be  the  only  one  under  which  the  work  has  been 
done,  does  not  direct  that  the  contractor  shall  be  paid  by 
warrant,  nor  doesi  it  repeal  as  to  the  sewer  in  this  case,  the 
ordinance  of  1866. 

The  Chief  Engineer  should  request  the  District  Sur- 
veyor to  make  out  assessment  bills  for  the  eonstruction  of 
the  sewers  chargeable  '  to  the  property  owners,  and  said 
assessment  bills  to  the  amount  of  the  contractor's  price 
for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  are  to  be  delivered  to  him, 
and  the  balance  should  be  collected  through  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  or  sent  to  this  department  for  lien. 

If  any  of  the  other  work  is  of  a  character  chargeable  to 
the  property  owners,  assessment  bills  should  be  made  out  in 
the  usual  way,  and  under  his  contract  the  contractor  should 
be  required  to  accept  them.  Assessment  bills  should  be 
made  out  for  the  paving  or  repaving  of  sidewalks,  setting 
or  resetting  of  curbs,  if  such  work  was  done  in  connection 
with  the  improvement  of  the  cartway,  or  if  notice  had  been 
previously  given  to  the  property  owner  to  do  such  work 
and  he  failed  or  refused  to  do  it. 

I  would  advise  you,  however,  that  before  assessment  bills 
for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  can  be  collected,  it  will  be 
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necessary  to  pass  an  ordinance  ratifying  tJie  action  of  your 
department  in  constructing  a  sewer  or  sewers  under  this 
appropriation  ordinance  and  directing  the  assessing  of  the 
property  o^vners  in  the  form  usually  adopted  in  sewer  or- 
dinances.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  28th  ult,  enclosing  a 
commmiication  from  Mr.  George  S.  Webster,  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and  also  copy  of  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Joseph  Mercer,  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of 
the  Cth  District,  in  reference  to  the  paving,  repaving,  etc., 
of  certain  streets  in  the  Aramingo  system,  received. 

You  request  instructions  which  shall  guide  the  District 
Sur^^eyor  in  preparing  his  certificate  of  the  amount  of 
work  performed  under  the  contract  and  in  compliance 
with  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  w^ork. 

In  accordance  with  an  Ordinance  approved  March  31, 
19Q'5,  it  appears  that  a  contract  was  awarded  for  the  nec- 
essary work  of  grading,  paving,  repa^'ing  of  cartways  mth 
granite  blocks,  and  sidewalks  with  brick  or  cement  pave- 
ment, setting  and  resetting  curb,  and  such  other  work 
ooitingent  thereto,  to  improve  the  streets  not  uqw  pa.ved 
with  im])ro%'^ed  pavement,  between  Allegheny  avenue  and 
^^Hieat  Sheaf  Lane,  and  between  Frankford  avenue  and 
Richmond  street,  including  Venango  and  Tioga  streets, 
and  Allegheny  avenue  ajid  Richmond  street  to  the  bulk- 
head line,  and  the  constniction  of  the  necessary  sewers 
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on  Ohaitham  street  from  Westmoreland  street  to  Alle- 
gheny avenue,  and  Madison  street,  from  Thompson  to 
Chatliam  streets. 

This  contract  is  dated  the  5th  day  of  May,  1905,  and  is 
between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  Michael  O'Rourke. 
All  of  this  work  was  to  be  done,  as  appears  by  the  oonr 
tract,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways. 

It  would  seem  from  the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  ordi- 
nances, that  the  proper  bureau  to  superintend  and  control 
the  construction  of  sewers  is  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  but 
in  this  case  even  the  work  of  constructing  the  sewers  was 
under  the  control  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

The  ordinance  pro^^des  tliat  bills  for  the  paving  of  cart- 
ways and  sidewalks  and  the  setting  of  curb  chargeable  to 
the  o^vners  of  property  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City 
Solicitor  for  collection,  so  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  ordinance  that  for  tliis  work  the  contractor  should  not 
be  required  tO'  take  these  assessiuent  bills. 

In  this  connection  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  a  property  owner  is  not  chargeable  with 
the  cost  of  pacing  or  repaving  of  sidewalk,  setting  or  re- 
setting curb,  unless  he  has  first  reeei-\'ed  notice  to  do 
this  work,  and  having  failed  to  do  so,  the  city  does  it,  and 
is  then  entitled  to  a  lien  for  the  cost,  except  when  the 
curbing  or  reourbing  or  paving  of  the  footway  shall  form 
part  of  an  improvement  resulting  also  in  the  paving, 
macadamizing  ot  othermse  improving  the  cartway  of  the 
said  highway.  If  the  paving  or  repaving  of  the  side- 
walk, or  the  setting  or  resetting  of  the  curb  were  in  con- 
nection with  the  improvement  of  the  cartway,  or  if  notice 
were  given  to  the  property  owner  to  do  the  work,  if  such 
notice  be  required,  then  the  property  is  chargeable  with 
the  cost  of  that  wo^k,  and  assessment  bills  should  be  made 
out  accordingly. 

In  the  ordinance  there  is  a  ]3roviso  as  follows :  "P^ov^ded, 
however,  That  the  bills  for  the*  construction  of  said  sewers 
shall  be  collected  by  the  collector." 

From  tlie  letter  of  Mr.  AVebster,  Chief  Engineer,  and 
Mr.  Mercer,  the  District  Surveyor,  it  appears  that  the 
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■'Contractor  in  this  case  bid  for  the  sewer,  ten  (10)  cents 
per  foot,  and  as  the  charge  which  tlie  city  is  entitled  to 
make  is  $1.50  on  each  side, — maJdng  $3  per  foot^ — the 
question  is  whether  the  contractor  is  required  to  take 
assessment  bills  to  the  amoimt  of  only  ten  (10)  cents  per 
foot  and  receive  the  balance  due  him  for  all  of  the  work 
including"  the  grading,  paving,  etc.,  in  warrant:  or  whether 
lie  should  be  required  to  take  all  of  the  assessment  bills 
for  the  sewers,  and  receive  in  warrant  only  the  balance 
due  him  for  the  grading,  paving,  etc.  To  give  the  con- 
tractor all  of  the  assessment  bills  would  be  paying  not 
•only  for  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  but 
also  for  a  part  of  the  cost  grading,  paving,  etc.,  in  sewer 
assessment  bills. 

Ordinarily  under  the  Ordinance  of  1866,  the  contractor 
is  required  to  take  assessment  bills  only  to  the  amount  of 
the  contract  price  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer. 
However,  the  contract  in  this  case  includes  grading,  pav- 
ing, resetting  curbs  etc.,  and  the  construction  of  sewers. 
All  of  this  work  is  included  in  one  contract,  and  the  ord- 
inance apparently  only  authorized  entering  into  a  j3on- 
tract  for  all  this  work.  Therefore  the  proviso  as  to  assess>- 
ment  bills  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  must  be  taken 
in  connection  with  all  of  the  work,  and  it  expressly  states 
that  the  contractor  shall  collect  the  bills  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  sewers,  and  evidently  meant  that 
those  bills  should  be  taken  in  place  of  cash  in  part  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  amount  under  the  contract. 

I  would  advise  you,  therefore,  that  it  is  proper  for  the 
District  Surveyor  to  deliver  all  of  the  assessment  bills 
for  the  constniction  of  the  sewers  to  the  contractor  in  part 
payment  of  the  sum  due  him  under  the  contract.  Of 
course,  the  difference  between  the  assessment  bills  and! 
the  total  a.mount  due  him  under  the  contract  would  be 
paid  by  warrant. 

Pei-mit  me  to  suggest  that  it  is  much  more  desirable  in 
cases  where  the  cost  of  the  improvement  is  to  be  assessed 
against  the  property  owner,  that  a  specific  ordinance 
should  be  passed  autliorizing  or  directing  the  doing  of  the 
work  and  charging  the  cost  against  the  property  o^vner. 
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For  example,  in  tlie  case  iii  liand,  it  would  have  been  better 
for  O'oiincils  to  pass  a  separate  ordinance  antliorizinj^  the 
construction  of   the   sewers  on   Chatham   street   and  on 
Madison  street.

Dear  Sir: — Relative  to  your  oral  inquiry  as  to  the- 
obligation  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  E,.  R.  Com- 
pany to  keep  in  repair  the  bridges  forming  a  part  of  its 
elevated  railway  structure,  the  Ordinance  of  January  16, 
1890,  which  constituted  the  original  authority  for  the 
building  of  said  elevated  railroad,  in  section  five  pro\dded 
"that  the  railroads  and  bridges  herein  authorized  to  be 
constructed  shall  be  at  all  times  kept  in  good  order,  con- 
dition, and  repair  by  the  companies  owning  them." 

The  bridges  "herein  authorized''  were  those  authorized 
by  that  ordinance,  being  a  part  of  the  railway  as  elevated 
above  the  liighways  of  the  City.  As  to  these  bridges,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  Railway  Company  under  the  express 
terms  of  the  ordinance  is  obliged  to  keep  tliem  in  proper 
order  and  repair.  Subsequent  to  the  passage  of  said  ordi- 
nance certain  special  cases  arose  in  which  by  Ordinances 
of  December  26,  1890,  page  420,  and  June  26,  1891,  page 
244-,  the  Philadelpliia  and  Reading  R.  R.  Company  was 
authorized  to  eariy  the  streets  of  the  City  over  its  rail- 
road at  certain  places,  to  ^rit,  at  Huntingdon  street 
between  Thirteenth  and  Broad  streets,  and  at  Columbia 
avenue,  and  Broad  and  Lehigh  avenue,  where  these  streets 
cross  the  Philadelphia^  Germantown  tSr  Xorristown  R.  R. 
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As  the  crossings  so  to  be  made  constituted  parts  of  tlie 
highway  and  not  portions  of  the  raih-oad,  Cimnoils  seem 
to  have  made  a  distinction,  and  while  requiring  the  R,ail- 
ro'ad  Oompiaiiy  to  be  at  the  cost  of  the  original  con- 
struction of  such  crossings,  did  not  impose  upon  it  the 
obligation  to  keep  such  bridges  in  repair. 

Accordingly,  in  the  opinions  of  this  department  renr 
dered  Sqitember  28,  1895  (Opinions  of  City  Solicitor, 
'95,  p.  89),  and  November  9,  1896,  (p.  230)  it  was  held 
that  a,s  to  the  last  mentioned  bridges,  the  railroad  com- 
panies were  not  obliged  to  bear  the  expense  of  their  repair. 
The  distinction  seems  clear  from  the  terms  of  the  respecr 
tive  ordinances,  and  I  think  it  well  founded,  except  that 
upon  general  principles  the  Railroad  Company  would  be 
liable  for  any  damage  done  at  the  points  mentioned  which 
resulted  from  its  negligence.

In  re  Bill  for  Paving  in  front  of  Baptist  Orphanage.

Dear  Sir  : — 1  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in 
reference  to  the  claim  for  paving  Whitby  avenue  in  front  of 
the  property  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage.  The  Baptist 
Oi-phanage  claims  that  its  property  is  exempt  from  the  cost 
of  paving  the  cartwaj  in  front  thereof,  because  it  is  a 
purely  public  charity. 

It  appears  froan  the  charter  and  by-laws  tliat  the  purpose 
for  which  the  cor|>oration  is  formed  is  to  provide  for  the 
maintenance  and  religious  training  of: — 
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1.  Orphan  or  lialf-orphau  children  of  Baptist  fami- 
lies. 

2.  Children,   orphans  or  not  orphans,   of  Baptist 
ministers  or  missionaries. 

3.  Orphan,  or  half-orj^han  children,  without  regard 
to  the  religious  belief  of  their  parents. 

If  the  Baptist  Orphanage  is  an  institution  for  the  main- 
tenance and  training  of  the  orphan,  or  half -orphan  children 
of  Baptists,  it  would  not  be  a  purely  public  charity  %vithin 
the  meaning  of  the  phrase  of  the  Oonstitution.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  as  the  Baptist  Orphanage  will  admit  orphan  or 
half -orphan  children  without  regard  to  the  religious  belief 
of  their  parents,  it  thereby  becomes  a  purely  public 
charity.  This  question  is  now  before  the  courts  in  relation 
to  tlie  Masonic  Home,  and  we  do  not  consider  that  we 
should  admit  that  an  Institution  such  as  the  Baptist  Or- 
phanage IS  a  purely  public  charity  until  the  Courts  have  so 
determined. 

In  view  of  the  doubt  as  to  the  liability  of  the  property 
of  the  Baptist  Orphanage,  it  would  appear  proper  for  the 
city  to  pay  the  contractor  by  warrant  for  this  bill,  and 
assume  the  collection  of  the  bill.  If  you  do  pay  the  con- 
tractor by  warrant,  it  will  be  necessary  to  send  the  bill  for 
the  paving  to  this  department  for  lien  without  delay,  as 
the  six  months  within  which  the  lien  will  be  required  to 
1)6  filed  Avill  expire  about  January,  1906.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  oommimication  dated 
the  28th  lilt,  from  J.  A.  Hunter,  Esq.,  Cliief  of  tlie  Bureau 
of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  an  assess- 
ment for  the  paving  of  Seventeenth  street  where  the  street 
had  previously  been  paved  by  the  property  owner  at  his  own 
expense  and  instance.  You  enclose  copies  of  letters  from 
George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer;  Mr.  Walter  Brinton, 
Surveyor  and  Reg-ulator  of  the  Fifth  District,  and  Mr.  J. 
F.  Otterstetter,  President  of  the  Germantown  Liedertafel 
property. 

It  appears  from  the  letter  of  Mr.  Brinton  that  a  William 
F.  Shaw  opened  the  easternmost  half  of  Seventeenth  street, 
curbed  and  paved  the  footway  and  paved  one-half  of  the 
cartway  with  asphalt  about  twenty  yea.rs  ago,  and  that  this 
half  of  Seventeenth  street  was  dedicated  by  deed  dated  Jan- 
uary 2,  1902,  by  the  then  owner,  who  was"" not  Mr.  Shaw. 

I  assume  that  at  the  time  of  the  paving  Seventeenth 
street  had  not  been  opened  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
M-as  not  a  public  highway  of  tlie  width  plotted  upon  the 
city  plan.  A  property  owner  is  not  liable  for  a  street  im- 
provement where  a,  street  had  been  previously  paved  or  im- 
proved by  the  city,  or  having  been  improved  either  by  the 
property  owner  or  in  any  other  way,  the  improvement  so 
made  was  acquiesced  in  or  accepted  by  the  city  as  the  pave- 
ment of  a  city  street. 

If  a  property  owner  paves  the  street  in  front  of  his 
property  without  any  authority  from  the  city,  it  does  not 
relieve  him  from  being  required  to  pay  for  the  pavement 
which  the  city  may  subsequently  lay,  unless  the  city  has 
accepted  the  pavement  laid  by  the  property  owner  as  being 
the  proper  pavement  for  the  street  as  a  city  street. 
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From  the  facts  as  submitted  to  me,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  property  owner  is  liable  for  the  pavement  which  the 
city  now  proposes  to  lay.  I  arrive  at  this  oonclusioni  be- 
cause it  does  not  appear  that  the  pavement  as  laid  by  the 
property  o^^^ler  about  twenty  years  ago  wa«  ever  acquiesced 
in  or  accepted  by  the  city  as  the  proper  pavement  of  the 
street.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the 
Ohief  of  the  Biureau  of  Highways,  duly  approved  by  your- 
self, in  regard  to  the  subject  of  the  refunding  of  money 
paid  in  error  for  permits  to  open  streetsi,  etc. 

It  appears  therefrom  that  frequently,  after  payment 
has  been  made  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  such  purpose 
and  the  7noney  has  heen  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  the 
neoessity  for  doing  the  work  is  in  some  manner  averted 
and  application  is  made  for  the  return  of  the  fee  paid  for 
the  permit.  It  is  stated  in  the  said  letter  that  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  refuses  to  have  the  permit  changed 
so  as  to  apply  to  another  location,  and  inquiiy  is  made  in 
what  mamier  the  person  who.  has  thus  paid  for  a  permit 
may  be  reimbursed. 

The  Act  of  May  11,  1901,  P.  L.  174,  provides  that  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  "of  any  county  coextensive  in  boundary 
with  a  city  of  the  first  class"  is  authorized  to  refund  taxes, 
water  rents,  charges  for  laying  water  pipe,  or  other  mis- 
cellaneous taxes  that  may  have  been  paid  to  him  on  dup- 
licate or  erroneous  assessments.  If  the  above  Act  has 
any  constitutional  validity  whatever,  which  from  it®  terms 
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is  doubtful,  it  does  not,  in  tlie  opinion  of  this  department, 
apply  to  the  return  of  payments  after  tliey  have  reached 
.the  City  Treasury,  but  only  while  they  remain  in  the 
hands  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes.  Unless  therefore,  your 
Dtepartment  will  coiisent  to  change  such  permits  so  as 
to  authorize  work  at  some  other  place  than  that  originally 
intended,  I  know  of  no  way  to  remedy  the  injustice  of 
keeping  the  money  paid  when  no  use  is  made  of  the  per- 
mit, except  to  have  an  ordinance  passed  in  each  instance 
authorizing  the  City  Treasnrer  to  repay  the  fund  to  the 
applicant,  or  to  have  a  general  ordinance  enacted  author- 
izing this  course  to  be  followed  in  all  such  oases  upon 
proper  certification  from  the  head  of  the  Department. 
As  the  expense  of  ha\dng  a  separate  ordinance  passed  in 
■each  case  would  be  greater  than  the  amount  to  be  refunded, 
it  would  seem  that  the  plan  of  a  general  ordinance  upon 
the  subject  is  the  only  feasible  one.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  oral  inquiry  as  to  the 
status  of  the  Bill  in  Equity  filed  in  the  Court  of  Commom 
Pleas  Xo.  2  to  enjoin  the  city  from  entering  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  Penn  Reduction  Company  for  the  removal 
of  garbage,  etc.,  during  the  year  1906,  1  am  clearly  of 
the  opinion  that  such  bill  does  not  disclose  a  meritorious 
claim  to  the  relief  sought,  and  that  the  City  will  not  be 
enjoined  by  the  Court  from  executing  and  carr^dng  out 
the  proposed  contract  with  said  Company. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  until  the  City  shall  have  act- 
ually become  a  party  to  the  contract  in  the  manner  pre- 
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scribed  by  the  provisions  of  the  Bullitt  Bill,  it  is  not  bonnd' 
by  the  aoceptanoe  of  the  bid,  or  the  award  of  the  contract 
to  the  bidder.  If,  therefore,  it  should  be  deemed  advis- 
able as  a  matter  of  expediency  to  readvertise  for  new 
proposals  for  the  work,  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  proper 
authorities  to  follow  that  course.

Deae  Sie  : — Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst,  in  reference 
to  the  bid  of  Mr.  Claude  Cummins,  representing  the  IsTorth 
American  Dredging  Company,  received. 

It  appears  that  3Ir.  Cummins  bid  on  two  sections  under 
specifications  that  required  dredging  to  a  depth  of  tliirty 
feet  at  mean  low  water,  in  two  cuts,  each  fifty  feet  in 
width,  one  on  each  side  of  the  range  lines  throughout  the 
entire  length  of  each  section  covered  by  his  contract,  before 
any  of  the  remaining  area  should  be  dredged,  thus  forming 
a  channel  one  hundred  feet  in  width  at  the  earKest 
moment,  to  be  gradually  Avidened  by  subsequent  cuts. 
The  specifications  under  which  it  was  made  also  called  foil 
a  price  for  material  excavated,  removed  and  deposited, 
measured  in  scows  at  place  of  deposit. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  Cummins  bid  a  price  for  placo 
measurement  instead  of  scow  measurement,  and  that  he  at^ 
tached  a  condition  that  the  two  sections  be  combined  in  one 
contract,  and  that  the  digging  of  the  centre  cut  through

before  the  othei*  cuts,  should  be  waived.  After  the  bids  had 
been  opened,  Mr.  Cnniniins,  through  his  attorney,  with- 
drew the  condition  attached  to  the  bid. 

You  request  me  to  advise  you : — 

1st.  ''As  to  whether  the  removal  of  a  condition  attached 
to  a  bid  after  the  opening  thereof  invalidates  it,  or  whether 
it  is  legal  to  accept  it  with  the  condition  waived." 

2nd.  "A^liether  or  not  the  submission  of  a  price  for  place 
measurement,  whereas  the  printed  proposal  called  for  a 
price  for  scow  measurement,  is  such  a  variation  as  would 
create  any  legal  difficulties  provided  a  contract  were  entered 
into." 

As  to  a  conditional  bid,  your  department  would  be  jus- 
tified in  refusing  to  accept  it,  as  bidders  should  make  their 
proposals  in  the  manner  asked.  Ordinarily  it  would  not  be 
right  to  pemiit  a  bidder,  after  the  opening  of  +he  bids,  lo 
cliange  his  bid  in  any  respect,  and  this  certainly  should  not 
be  permitted  if  the  withdrawal  of  the  conditiv"*n  gives  him 
any  advantage  over  the  other  bidders.  The  condition 
attached  to  ^Mr.  Oummins'  bid  is  merely  as  to  the  metlKHl 
of  doing  the  work  and  does  not  affect  the  price,  and  the 
withdraAval  of  it  does  not  change  his  position  in  the  bidding 
so  as  to  make  him  the  lowest  bidder.  It  13  within  your 
power  to  permit  the  withdrawal  of  such  a  csmdition  even 
after  the  bids  have  been  opened. 

As  to  the  submission  by  Mjr.  Cummins  of  a  price  lor 
place  measurement  instead  of  scow  measurement,  that  is  not 
of  any  vital  importance.  If  there  is  a  method  of  determin- 
ing the  relative  value  of  scow  measurement  as  to  pliee 
measurement  and  changing  one  into  the  other,  it  dees  not 
in  aiiv  manner  injure  other  bidders  if  one  bidder  submits 
a  ]H'ice  for  ])lace  measurement  and  anotber  for  scow 
measnrcment.  The  method  of  payment  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  work  to  be  done,  if  no  advantage  be  given  by  one 
system  over  th.e  other.  If,  for  instance,  you  can  reduce 
Mr.  Ctimmins'  price  for  place  measurement  into  a  price  for 
scow  measurement  and  thus  determine  the  lowest  bidder, 
it  is  immaterial  that  the  l>id(ler  submits  a  price  for  place 
measurement. 

It  is  within    vour  discr('ti<r.i   to   ]ierniit   the   removal   of 
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the  condition  and  to  accept  Mr,  Cummins'  proposal  of  a 
price  for  place  measurement,  if  you  find  that  it  does  not 
give  Mr.  CH.immins  any  advantage  over  any  other  bidder.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  iuquiiy  of  the  21st 
of  December  as  to  the  efliect  of  the  decision  handed  down 
by  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4,  in  Brazier  et  a.l  vs.  City 
et  al.,  being  the  injunction  proceedings  founded  upon  the 
Act  of  1905,  in  reference  to  automobiles,  etc. 

The  decision  holds  that  the  Ordinance  of  December  26, 
1902,  remains  in  full  force  and  unimpaired  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  Assembly ;  and  in  accordance  with 
this  decision  you  should  be  guided  by  the  opinion  of  the 
Court,  unless  and  until  the  same  shall  be  reversed  upon 
appeal. 

It  is  tljerefore  your  duty  to  proceed  for  the  present  with 
the  examination  of  vehicles,  issuing  of  tags,  etc.,  as  if  tlie 
bill  in  equity  had  never  been  brought.

Dear  Sir: — ^To  your  inquiiy  of  December  27th,  as  to 
the  standing  of  the  Sectional  School  Boards  of  this  city 
after  January  1,  1006,  I  rPi>ly  as  follows: 

The  latest  Act  of  Assembly  on  this  subject,  that  of  April 
22,  1905,  provides  that  upon  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next,  succeeding  the  passage  of  the  Act,  that  is  to  say,  on 
January  1,  1906,  there  shall  be  a  reorganization  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education.  The  same  Act  furthennore 
provides  for  the  creation  of  new  Sectional  School  Boards 
in  the  respective  sections,  the  members  A\hereof  are  to  be 
chosen  at  the  next  municipal  election  after  the  passage  of 
the  said  Act,  that  i-;,  at  the  election  held  jmnually  as  fixed 
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by  law,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  Febrnarv,  1906.  It  is  also 
provided  tliat  the  Sectional  School  guards  so  elected 
shall  organize  on  the  second  JNIonday  inimediately  succeed- 
ing their  election'.  These  provisions  are  the  clear  and  plain 
mandates  of  the  Act,  and  although  it  is  true  that  the 
present  Sectional  School  Boards  are  n<it  ('X])rcssly  and 
affirnuitively  abolished  by  (he  language  thereof,  neverthe- 
less they  must  be  deemed  so  to  be,  inasmuch  as  they  are 
entirely  displaced  by  the  foregoing  provisions  and 
directions  for  substitution  of  the  nevv  Boards.  Before  the 
passage  of  this  Act  the  members  of  the  Sectional  Scliool 
Bloards  held  their  office  until  the  first  Monday  of  the  April 
folkmnng  the  municipal  election,  but  that  time  is  now 
changed  by  the  fixing  of  another  and  specific  date  therein 
named.  Hence  I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  the  new  Act 
supersedes  absolutely  the  operation  of  prior  Acts,  and  that 
the  old  Sectional  School  Boards  are  thus  eliminated  the 
moment  the  said  latest  Act  goes  into  effect  as  to  the  new 
Boards,  to  wit,  as  has  been  said  betore,  the  second  Monday 
after  the  February  election. 

As  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  the  said  Act  talces 
effect  upon  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  January.  From 
that  date,  consequently,  the  Board  of  Public  Eilucation 
possesses  the  authority  and  is  under  obligation  to  exercise 
all  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the  Act  nf  A])ril  22,  1905.  It 
follows,  therefore,  that  in  the  inter^^al  of  time  between  the 
first  Monday  of  January  and  the  second  Monday  after  the 
third  Tuesday  of  February,  1906,  Sectional  School  Boards 
can  exercise  no  other  powers  than  those  granted  to  them 
by  the  iS't  of  April  22,  1905.
